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Supt. Finalists To Go 
Public In Two Weeks

Hoping to announce the new 
superintendent of schools at the beginning 
of December, the School Committee plans 
■ . on interviewing the three to five finalists 
; chosen by the Screening Committee dur- 
ing the week of Oct. 24 

The names of those finalists will be an- 
•' nounced at a special School Committee 
meeting on Oct. 18. 


Although the task of choosing the new 
superintendent will fall into the hands of 
the School Committee after that time, 
there will be a variety of opportunities for 
parents, teachers and other concerned 
Winchester residents to meet the can¬ 
didates during the week of Oct. 24. 

“We must have a public forum and a 
way for the public to hear the responses 
of the candidates,” said School Commit¬ 


tee Chairman Constance Papas at an in¬ 
formal meeting to discuss the interview 
process on Monday night. 

Papas also met with the Screening 
Committee on Tuesday night, where the 
schedule originally set at that meeting 
(the week of Nov. 19) was pushed forward. 

“This new schedule makes me feel a 
lot more comfortable,” said Papas, after 
conferring with members of the School 
Committee to ensure that they could meet 
it. 

The new schedule means that the 
Screening Committee will have to begin 
checking references and evaluating the 
written statements they are asking from 
the semi-finalists immediately. 

Although Papas told the Screening 
Committee that she did not want to 
pressure them into making a decision, it 
is important to move the process along as 
quickly as possible to avoid losing can¬ 
didates. 

Papas said that the School Committee 
would finalize the details of the interview 
process, as well as the means for involv¬ 
ing the public and the faculty at Tuesday 
night’s meeting. 

Many of those details, including the

Search Committee Winds Up 
Candidate Interviews Tuesday

The Screening Committee chosen to 
narrow down a field of 166 applicants for 
school superintendent to three to five 
semi-finalists completed the interviewing. 

Members have seen candidates from 
remote towns in the Mid-West, major East 
Coast cities and neighboring communities. 
They have seen a woman candidate and 
a candidate from within the Winchester 
school system. They have had two can¬ 
didates out of 17 drop out from the inter¬ 
view process for various reasons, and they 
have learned to work together as a team. 


In the past two months, the Screening 
Committee members devoted several 
nights a week to interview the candidates 
that they themselves chose. Although the 
process has been alternately grueling, ex¬ 
hausting and exciting, the committee is 
satisfied that they have seen some top 
notch candidates. 

Only three to five of these candidates 
will go on to be interviewed by the School 
Committee, and only one will take the 
helm as Winchester’s number one admin-

Local Man Gets Years For 


Mystic Valley Pkwy. Assault 


A 19-year-old Winchester man was sent 
to Billerica House of Correction after be¬ 
ing convicted of breaking and entering 
and indecent assault and battery in con¬ 
nection with an Aug. 12 incident at a 
Mystic Valley pkwy. home. 

Vincent Schuurman of Mrytle terr. 
received a 2 '--year sentence on the 
assault charges. He received a 2-year 
sentence on the burglary charge w’ith one 
year being served concurrently with the 
assault sentence and the second year on 
probation. 

Schuurman was arrested on Aug. 13, 
after an investigation and a photo iden¬ 
tification by the witnesses led Lt. Joseph 


Perritano to the suspect three hours after 
the incident. 

According to Perritano, the Mystic 
Valley pkwy. home was broken into and 
an 18-year-old girl who was visiting the 
home was attacked by Schuurman. The 
girl’s father arrived during the struggle 
that ensued, and fought off and chased 
Schuurman who fled. 

“As a result of information we receiv¬ 
ed that night, we went to Sehuurman’s 
home and arrested him at 2 a m.," Per 
ritano said. “He was released on $2,000 
bail the following day.” 

Schuurman was originally charged 
with burglary and assault with intent to 


rape, both major felonies. Those charges 
were reduced after plea bargaining bet¬ 
ween the district attorney and Schuur- 
man’s defense attorney so that the district 
court could take jurisdiction. 

“This also meant a speedier trial," ex¬ 
plained Perritano, after the two-day pro¬ 
bable cause hearing, trial and sentencing 
in Woburn on Monday. “And we all (the 
district attorney, Perritano and the vic¬ 
tim) feel that justice has been served." 

Although Schuurman will be eligible 
for parole in 14 months, once he is releas¬ 
ed he will still be on probation because of 
the breaking and entering charge, accor¬ 
ding to Perritano. 


USA Today Court Hearing 


Delayed, Machines To Stay

The USA Today news racks will re¬ 
main on the streets of Winchester until at 
least Oct. 17. 

That's the day that lawyers for the 
town and the publishers of USA Today will 
battle it out in Federal District Court to 
see if town officials can ban the machines 
from the streets of Winchester. 

The chief justice of the U.S. District 
Court, Judge Andrew Caffrey, has extend¬ 
ed a temporary injuction allowing the 
machines to remain in town until the case 
comes to court on that day. 

The outcome of the case could be felt 
across the state, where many com¬ 
munities are fighting USA Today’s efforts 
to put the news racks on the streets. Town 


Counsel Douglas Randall called the suit 
“as interesting a case as I’ve ever had.’’ 

Although the main thrust of the suit is 
whether or not the machines will remain 
on the streets of Winchester, there could 
also be a sizable amount of money in¬ 
volved. 

Randall noted Monday that if the town 
wins the case, it could collect lawyers’ fees 
from USA Today. Civil rights cases, he 
noted, are one of the few types where 
defendants can claim lawyers’ fees. 

Randall has also stated that if USA To¬ 
day wins its suit, there is “no limit” to the 
amount of monetary damages the 
newspaper could collect from the town. 

This week, USA Today was still collect 
ing money from residents who purchased 


papers in the five news racks on Main st., 
Church st., Mt. Vernon st. and Washington 
st. 

The machines, which were removed 
for a week by the town in September, were 
chained back to light poles after a tem¬ 
porary injunction was issued Sept. 20. 

The temporary restraining order, 
issued by U.S District Court Judge David 
Nelson and intended to keep the machines 
in town until the case went to trial, was to 
have expired Sept. 30 

But when Town Counsel Randall and 
the lawyers for USA Today appeared in 
court Sept. 30, Judge Caffrey decided to 
put the case off another two weeks.

Selectmen’s Idea Of Budget 


Plan Displeases FinCom

Town Meeting won’t get a plan for 
dealing with the town’s future budget 
deficits when it meets this fall. At least not 
the kind of plan the Finance Committee 
thinks it wants. 

The Finance Committee and the Board 
of Selectmen apparently heard two dif¬ 
ferent versions of the spring Town 
Meeting’s demand that the town come up 
with a budget plan for the next five years. 

The Finance Committee heard a call 
for specific recommendations — budget 
cuts and new ways of getting revenues 
which would avoid a $1 million deficit by 
1986 without stripping the town of its 
savings. 

“There was tremendous unhappiness 
at Town Meeting this spring,” said Fin¬ 
Com member Judie Muggia. “The Town 
Meeting members want a policy. They 
want to know where the selectmen and the 
town are going to go from here.” 

Selectmen, on the other hand, were 
listening to the sound of negotiated con¬ 
tracts with the police, school custodians 


and management personnel breaking 
apart. They view the five-year forecast 
prepared by Town Manager Thomas 
Groux as a way to prove the town can af¬ 
ford those contracts. 

“Much of the hammering out (of a 
budget plan) we don’t see as necessary for 
the Fall 1983 Town Meeting,” Selectmen 
Chairman Edward O’Connell said. “Of 
paramount importance is that we’ll be 
coming forward with negotiated contracts 
for the police, the custodians and. the prin¬ 
cipals, not to mention the management 
personnel.” 

So instead of talking about specific 
budget recommendations this fall, select¬ 
men plan to give an overview of the 
budget, and then push for acceptance of 
the contracts Town Meeting rejected in 
the spring. 

“Our work force has been very busy 
pulling together something called a five- 
year budget forecast,” said O’Connell. 
“This year, it shows that we are on fairly 
solid ground, and that the contracts can 
be handled by the town.” 


A policy to deal with the imposing 
budget deficits predicted in Groux’s 
forecast will wait until spring, under the 
selectmen’s timetable. 

And it looks like they will stick to that 
plan, despite strong warnings from the 
FinCom Monday night that Town Meeting 
members without a plan would be very 
angry Town Meeting members. 

The FinCom members delivered that 
warning in a joint meeting between their 
board and the Board of Selectmen. Select¬ 
men had called the meeting, O’Connell ex¬ 
plained, to make sure that the FinCom 
would support the selectmen in their push 
for acceptance of the contracts. 

“The one thing we want to avoid at all 
cost, after we’ve done all this work, is to 
go to Town Meeting and by bludgeoned by 
the Finance Committee,” said O’Connell. 
“We have to know up front how you’ll 
react." 

The reaction selectmen got was not an 
especially rousing endorsement.

Taking On The Malls 

Merchants Say Sidewalk Bazaar 


Proved The Center Can Compete

With rain falling in the afternoon and 
only half the merchants on the streets, 
Winchester Center’s first stab at a 
sidewalk sale wasn’t an overwhelming 
success. But it was a start. 

The merchants who did set up bargain 
tables turned a tidy profit, and enough 
shoppers did wander downtown to make 
those merchants hope they can start 
bringing their customers back from the 
malls 

“The sidewalk sale made people look 
around and say, ’Maybe there is 
something for me in Winchester,”’ com¬ 
mented Ruann Warlord, the owner of 
Beehive of Knots. 

Those merchants who were pleased 
with the amount of sales they made on 
Saturday spoke enthusiastically about 
having another sale in the near future. 
Several store owners suggested that 
sidewalk sales could be held on a regular 
basis. 

“It went great. I only wish the weather 
had held up,” said Jeff Burnce of Child’s. 
“I’d like to see a sale every week or every 
month.” 


The sale was an attempt to draw 
customers back to the Winchester shopp¬ 
ing area and away from the large malls 
that have been cutting into local business. 

“Sales like this are going to help the 
people who live in Winchester as well as 
the merchants,"said Michelle Degnan, 
owner of Jo-ell’s on Thompson st. 
Degnan, who did a brisk business on 
Saturday selling many of her left over 
summer sweat suits, stressed the impor¬ 
tance of generating local business. “If peo¬ 
ple don’t start coming downtown, the 
Center will disappear." 

The idea for the sale was originally 
conceived by Beehive of Knots, Warlord 
and Sandy Carrier, advertising represen¬ 
tative for The Winchester Star. Dick 
Malcom, chairman of the Retail Advisory 
Board for the Chamber of Commerce and 
owner of the Winchester Ltd. jewelery 
store, helped obtain a license for the event 
from the Board of Selectmen 

Warford felt that many Winchester 
customers stopped shopping in town after 
the local Filene’s closed down But local 
merchants said that what they have to of¬ 
fer is at least as good as what is available 
in the malls 


People can get better service, better 
quality merchandise and lower prices 
downtown than what they get in the malls. 
But Winchester people don’t shop in Win¬ 
chester,” said George Peters of Arlene’s 
Fashions. 

Child’s Burnce suggested that the 
wider variety of products found at the 
malls may be one reason why people 
choose to shop there. But according to 
Emiline Sakakeeny, owner of Dress Uni¬ 
que, “More and more people are getting 
disgusted with the malls,” she said. “They 
do not offer merchandise in the moderate 
price range." Sakakeeny sells dresses in 
the $40 to $70 range while the malls begin 
at $60 for a dress. 

Warford also mentioned parking cost 
as a possible deterrent for town shoppers. 
She points out, however, that shoppers can 
park free on the street for an hour. And 
even+f they park in the pay lots, 10 cents 
an hour is less than the cost of gas used 
in driving to the malls. 

The fight to win back customers from 
the malls continues as merchants make 
plans for future eye-catching sales. And 
this time no rain.

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Andersen Continues Long-Distance Bombardment Of Values 

Rest Of Board Won't 


Act On Suggestions 
Until Andersen Shows 


Although Assessor George Andersen is 
continuing his battle against the latest 
revaluation, he is not doing it at the weekly 
assessor’s meetings. And as a result, the 
rest of the Board of Assessors isn’t doing 
anything about his charges. 

Andersen’s latest volley was a pair of 
letters, sent to the assessors and The Star. 

The first letter listed 35 homes with 
new values differing from their recent 
selling price by more than 10 percent. “It 
is my opinion that there are a substantial 
number of residential properties under¬ 
valued in the town of Winchester.” 
Andersen wrote. 

“Logically, there must be a large 
number of properties overvalued to 
generate the tax dollars necessary to 
manage the operations of the town." 

The second letter proposed several 
steps to make the assessments more 
equitable — from increasing single-family 
residential properties valued at more than 
$200,000 by four percent, to lowering 
values on the least expensive homes in 
town by two percent. 

In a note to The Star. Andersen said he 
would recommend the assessors take

those steps at their Monday meeting. 
However, Andersen failed to attend that 
meeting. Over the past weeks. Andersen 
has missed several meetings, excusing 
himself because of illness. 

Without Andersen at the meeting, the 
other two members of the Board of 
Assessors refused to consider his sug¬ 
gestions. 

• We will discuss them when George is 
present.” said Chairman Werner Carlson. 
In the meantime, he said, the assessors 
wul go ahead with their plan to get the new 
values approved by the state. The 
assessors are now waiting for preliminary 
certification of the values. 

The state must still give final certifica¬ 
tion as well, and tax bills are not expected 
to be out until Nov. 1, a month late. 

Assessor Sherman Josephson com¬ 
mented that the assessors would be glad 
to work with Andersen to improve the 
revaluation update, if Andersen would 
show up for work. 

"George is not a mental lightweight." 

“He could add a lot to this 
board if he'd take things up with us before 
he distributes them to the press." 


The following motion is submitted to 
the Board of Assessors for its considera 
tion and deliberation. 

It is moved and seconded that the 
Finegan printout dated Aug. 18 be amend¬ 
ed in the following manner using the over¬ 
ride provision in the update which allows 
the assessors to make such overrides in 
assessed valuations 


1. All condominiums except the 
Parkview Complex be reduced by 2 per¬ 
cent in assessed value across the entire 
town. 

2. All Parkview Condominiums be 
reduced by *1 percent in assessed value. 

3. All single-family residential proper¬ 
ties in the lowest land valuation classifica¬ 


tion be reduced by 2 percent in assessed 
value across the entire town. 

4. All single family properties sold in 
1982 be assessed at the selling price except 
those sales not at arms length. 

5. All single family properties sold in 
1981 be assessed at the selling price plus 
8 percent appreciation factor except those 
sales not at arms length. 


6. All single family residential proper¬ 
ties over $200,000 in assessed valuation be 
increased by 4 percent in assessed value 
across the entire town.

Comparison Of Sales Prices And Values Show Undervalues 


For 14 consecutive years (FY68 
FY81) the policy of the Board of Assessors 
was to re-assess property sold in the year 
prior to the taxing date. The new 
assessments were generally time adjusted 
to reflect appreciation and/or inflation 
factors. In many cases the new 
assessments would be the purchase price 
of the property. This system was equitable 
and operated with fairness for many 
years. Since our revaluation of FY 82 the 
board has discontinued its policy of up¬ 
dating sold properties. 

The new proposed assessed values for 
FY 84 demonstrate the lack of sales tren¬ 
ding. The two year absence of this prac¬ 
tice has seriously damaged the base of 
residential values; especially at the upper 
end of the residential values 

A recent sale on Myopia Hill illustrates 
my point exactly. New FY84 Assessment 
= $263,500. The property sold for $400,000. 
The new value is only 65.9 percent of the 


purchase price. Is this property under¬ 
assessed? 

It is my opinion there area substantial 
number of residential properties under¬ 
valued in the town of Winchester. 

In 1982 there were 35 sales of residen¬ 
tial property in each of the calendar 
months and in every neighborhood of our 
town that show conclusively that many 
properties are not assessed at the 90 per 
cent State Certification Minimum Re¬ 
quirement. These sales are listed on the 
following page. It is my understanding 
that the Bureau of Local Assessment 
reviews all updating of assessments to en¬ 
sure that the proposed valuations are 
uniformly at fair cash values throughout 
the community. 

If my contention is valid? Logically 
there must be a large number of proper 
ties Overvalued to generate the tax dollars 
necessary to manage the operations of the 
town.

“Residents should be leary when they 
accept checks and always ask for iden¬ 
tification,” warned Lt. Joseph Perritano, 
who is investigating the incident as well 
as a similar check passing incident that 
occurred this summer at Winchester TV 
and Video, “there are some photocopied 
offset checks around that look very real.” 

The woman who placed the ad receiv¬ 
ed a phone call from an older male who 
made arrangements to have his “wife" 
come and view the rug.

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Welcome Wave Of The Future

We move things right along 
here in America, yessiree. 
Yesterday’s fad toy and yester¬ 
day’s craze — they both gather 
dust in the closet today. The pet 
rock, the hula hoop, the mood 
ring — where are they now? 

The Nehru jacket, the fun fur, 
the sideburns women wore plas¬ 
tered to their cheeks in the late 
60s — where have they gone to? 
And how could they have depart¬ 
ed so suddenly, like rude guests, 
without preface or warning, with¬ 
out even saying goodbye? 

That’s how it happens in this 
country of ours, this fast-food, 
same-day service, drive-up win¬ 
dow American playground. 

Other cultures preserve things 
for generations, centuries even. 
Not us, boy. Our attention span is 
short. Notions and customs don’t 
last long around here; the speed 
is more accelerated than that. 
Things sift through our hands 
pretty quickly all right. They 
pass us by in a hurry. 

Do you doubt it? 

Ask yourself, then, what 
became of Bab-o? Of “Quick, 
Henry, the Flit”? Of “Call for 
Phillip Morris”? 

What about some other icons 
of the ad world, like Which Twin 
Has the Toni, and I Dreamed I 
Dined With Royalty In My Mai- 
denform Bra? What about that 
most memorable ad, a favorite in 
my family 20 years ago, where a 
tiny and tentative grandmother 
edges up to her shrewish daugh¬ 
ter in the kitchen and suggests a 
bit more seasoning for the soup — 
only to have the daughter, herself 
the victim of a tension headache, 
shriek, “Mother PLEASE! I’d 
rather do it myself!” 

Remember all that? 

Sure you do, but dimly, isn’t it 
so? You remember it the way you 
remember what a loose tooth felt 
like when you were 6, the way 
dogs remember, fleetingly on 
autumn afternoons, that they 
were once lean and feral wolves, 


and not the tender-footed, idle 
and bandana-ed freeloaders that 
they’ve come, in this century, to 
be. 

It’s ancient history, right? 

What, then, of our current 
culture will be remembered as 
archaic 30 years from now? What 
fact of life that we all take for 
granted, that we assume is a con¬ 
stant, like the sunlight, will have 
moseyed on down the highway to¬ 
ward oblivion? 

Cigarette smoking for one 
thing, I expect. Smoking will be 
a thing of the past before long, 
maybe even before the turn of the 
century. Fewer and fewer people 
are lighting up these days, you 
may have noticed. I was at a 
gathering of some 50 people the 
other night, and only one was 
smoking cigarettes. They weren’t 
Mormons or tofu-and-granola 
nuts either, but a normal cross- 
seciton of Americans. One out of 
50. Imagine. 

Ring-around-the-collar ads 
will be obsolete then too, believe 
it or not, though I know they’ve 
defied all odds in lasting this long 
already. I know the Wisk people 
are getting pretty crafty these 
days, what with switching the 
roles around so that the wives get 
to criticize their husband’s laun¬ 
dering practises, but these ads 
will die out too, like the 
Mastodon. 

Telephone books will be gone 
in no time. We’ll all have access 
to computer banks where the 
numbers of everyone who’s ever 
lived on the earth will be listed 
with initials, area codes, social 
security numbers and street ad¬ 
dresses. 

Phones that plug in will be 
gone then too. I don’t mean we’ll 
all be carrying portables around; 
that’s happening already. I mean 
there’ll be a small patch of wire¬ 
less sound-sensitive equipment 
people can attach right to their 
voice boxes. You’ll be able to talk 
on the phone while you’re cutting 


your toenails or taking a shower, 
even while you’re mowing the 
lawn. 

Shopping for groceries, they 
say, will be totally changed soon 
— handled by computers and de¬ 
livered by robots. 

And no one will even remem¬ 
ber Pia Zadora. 

Cavities will be a thing of the 
past, what with fluoride and 
bonding, and all the rest of it. 
Dentists by the thousand will be 
retrained as plastic surgeons. 
They’ll specialize in creating 
another kind of cavity, and an¬ 
other kind of filling, as more peo¬ 
ple elect surgery for paring, 
whittling, augmenting or other¬ 
wise reupholstering their bodies. 

It was believed, back in the 
30s, when America was just nib¬ 
bling at the edges of these vast 
technological changes, that by 
the 80s and 90s people would no 
longer be eating food, but would 
subsist instead on pellets, conven¬ 
ient and easily carried, contain¬ 
ing all that the body would 
require in terms of nutriment. 

Happily, that’s one change 
that hasn’t happened. Instead of 
eating foods that are more re¬ 
fined these days, Americans are 
eating foods closer to their 
natural state; fresh peaches in¬ 
stead of the canned kind; real 
chunks of cheese instead of Vel- 
veeta; dark bread with whole 
grains instead of that white com¬ 
bination of sawdust and library 
paste. 

I feel pretty good about this. 
Let it all change. Let it all come 
and wash over us, the fads and 
the customs and the crazes. So 
long as we’re eating real food, it 
can’t get too far out of hand. We 
can wear head-sets, and trim our 
fannies and beam television pro¬ 
grams off Jupiter, for all I care. 
But let’s stay real on the inside. 
Let’s keep ourselves tied to the 
bounty of the earth, and we won’t 
go too far afield. 


Beacon Hill Roll Call 


THE SENATE. Roll calls 
from the week of Sept. 26-30. 

END SESSION: Senate tabled 
30-6, a motion that the Rules 
Committee discharge onto the 
floor for consideration, an order 
that the House and Senate end the 
1983 session. 

Supporters said it costs thou¬ 
sands of dollars daily to keep the 
legislature in session even though 
it is accomplishing very little. 
Many said if the session contin¬ 
ues, there could be another “feed¬ 
ing frenzy” similar to last year 
when many bills costing the tax¬ 
payers millions of dollars were 
approved. 

Opponents said it was too 
early to end the session and 
claimed there were dozens of bills 
to consider. 

A “Yea” vote is for tabling the 
motion and against considering 
the order to end the session, A 
“Nay” vote for considering the 
order to end the session. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted ves. 

GAY RIGHTS (H 6665): 
House 75-71, gave final approval 
and sent to the Senate, the bill 
making it unlawful to discrimin¬ 
ate on the basis of sexual prefer¬ 
ence. The measure would pro¬ 
hibit discrimination against gays 
in housing, employment and 
other areas. The measure in¬ 
cluded an amendment excluding 
two- and three-famPy occupied 
homes from the legislation. An¬ 
other amendment provides that 
an employer can fire or refuse to 
hire an employee, whose job in¬ 
volves working with minor chil¬ 
dren, if that employee has been 
convicted of a crime involving 
physical or sexual abuse of a 
minor child of either sex. 

Supporters argued the bill is 
landmark legislation which will 
finally give gays equal protection 
under the law. They noted it will 
allow the Massachusetts Com¬ 


mission Against Discrimination 
to consider discrimination cases 
against gays and said it is time 
gay citizens have the same rights 
everyone enjoys. 

Some opponents said the bill 
condones gays and will result in 
Massachusetts becoming a “gay 
haven.” They said “sexual pre¬ 
ference” is a broad term and 
would include not only gays but' 
would protect people with bizzare 
sexual practices. Others said the 
bill is not necessary because 
there have been no examples of 
discrimination against gays. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted no. 

MINORS (II 6665): House ap¬ 
proved 106-40, a gay rights 
amendment allowing an em¬ 
ployer to fire an employee who 
engages in illicit sexual activity 
with a minor person of the same 
sex under 18 years of age. 

Amendment supporters ar¬ 
gued this is a safeguard which 
will protect children and allow 
the firing of someone who has gay 
sex with someone under 18. 

Opponents said the amend¬ 
ment is unfair because it singles 
out gays and does not apply to 
sexual activity with a minor per¬ 
son of the opposite sex. They 
claimed the amendment is 
vague, does not require that the 
person be convicted by a court, 
and does not say who decides that 
the person engaged in illicit sex¬ 
ual activity. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment allowing the em¬ 
ployer to fire an employee. A 
“Nay” vote is against the 
amendment. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

ZONING (II 5380): House re¬ 
jected 107-34, a bill requiring 
notification by mail to interested 
parties when a hearing will be 


held on a proposed change in a 
zoning ordinance in a city or 
town. 

Supporters said that current 
law requires only notification in 
newspapers and posting a notice 
in the city or town hall. They said 
residents of the area involved 
should be informed so they can 
attend the hearing. 

Opponents said the proposal is 
poorly drafted and claimed that 
“parties of interest” is too broad 
and could include thousands of 
people. They said the bill is a new 
state mandate on communities 
which would cost thousands of 
dollars. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted no. 

DRAFT REGISTRATION (H 
5087): House rejected 95-47, an 
amendment to the recently 
passed House bill denying state 
scholarships and loans to stu¬ 
dents who do not register for the 
military draft. The bill, in its 
original form, would require 
male students to verify they have 
registered when they apply lor 
aid. The amendment would deny 
the aid only to those students who 
have actually been convicted of 
failure to register for the draft. 

Amendment supporters said 
the amendment would ensure 
that aid is denied only to those 
students who have been given a 
fair trial and have been convicted 
in a court of law. 

Opponents said the amend¬ 
ment kills the bill. They claimed 
that trials and convictions take 
years and by that time the stu¬ 
dent will already have received 
the money. 

A “Yea” vote is for the 
amendment denying aid only to 
students convicted of not regis¬ 
tering. A “Nay” vote is against 
the amendment. 

Saltmarsh voted no.

Town Meeting Must 

EDITOR OF T1IE STAR: 

Wildwood Cemetery has reached a 
critical stage in its growth. If better direc¬ 
tion is not given by the Town Meeting, a 
major community asset will gradually 
deteriorate. 

To walk the bounds of the cemetery 
now is to explore areas of haphazard use 
beyond the lawns of interment: pyramids 
of different soils; a dump; an exercise 
course for joggers, bikers and dogs; a 
rendezvous for underage drinkers; a sand 
pit for Public Works; a trail of abandon¬ 
ed tree houses and campsites; and 
breaches of fence and gates on all sides 
by people determined to use the land. 

Burials of the passing generation, in 
contrast, follow a frugal but 
unimaginative pattern: tight rectangles, 
head to toe, over and under, in rack 'em 
up, stack ’em up inventory management. 

My interest in the cemetery has been 
spurred by some nasty discoveries the 
past year in and about a family member’s 
grave, but those complaints are not the 
subject of this letter. 

First, be it noted, the staff is small and 
its responsibilities so large that ac¬ 
complishments may go unappreciated. A 
limited budget and workforce can 
frustrate good intentions. All the greater 
then is the town legislature’s burden to 
define and fund (so far as possible) 
specific objectives. Master control 
belongs to town residents not to 
bureaucracy. 

To call for a professional consultant 
these days sounds as sour as a rally for 
Temperance. But Winchester has more 
than a share of qualified site engineers,

landscape architects, even virtuosic 
amateurs for a talent pool. 

A scheme for the entire cemetery is 
needed, as important for what is not to be 
done as what is. Operations and 
maintenance need better organization. 
Flexilibity and anticipation of future inter¬ 
ment practices should be included: e.g.. 
areas dedicated to cremated remains, 
above-ground vaults; memorials in lieu of 
burial; planted enclaves or open spaces. 

Presently standards are less than high. 
The grass mowing that passes for 
“perpetual care” is the principal van¬ 
dalism in the reserve. Trees, roadsides, 
water connections look like someone’s 
“tomorrow" list. Tons of rubble (concrete 
slabs, asphalt paving, discarded stone and 
machine parts) have been trucked, 
perhaps illicitly, into corners where most 
visitors will not poke about. 

Lost is the chance to make an ex¬ 
emplary wild garden of the quarry 
beneath Ardley circle, and with it an am¬ 
phitheatre of choice gravesites. Likely lost 
as well is the ability to tap for aesthetic 
use underground water below or near the 
plain of landfill that precedes the nor¬ 
thward advance of inhumations. Losing 


also to the earth movers are the natural 
contours of border areas. 

Cemeteries should agreeably connect 
life and death by design, and perceptive 
development can do it. The appeal of the 
“old” cemetery of nineteenth century 
layout is its harmony of earthly and im¬ 
mortal coincidence, with paths and roads 
that wander under trees like the mind 
itself in remembrance and reflection. 

If the Town Meeting settles for a 
graveyard as a place to stash the stiffs 
in sardine rows to capacity, a scenario for 
a century hence is easy to outline. 
Monotonous overuse will create both 
social and environmental pressures, and 
inflate maintenance cost to the point of 
taxpayer rebellion. The property will go 
to seed and become a crime spot. 

Citizens will no longer care. Heirs will 
be peremptorily notified one day that 
Granny’s bones will have to be moved 
elsewhere to accommodate a 
superhighway connector, or, as in a case 
I know, to permit construction of a new 
prison over the “final resting place” 
bought at sacrifice by one’s ancestors. 
Alas, poor Yorick.

Mulford Explains Tax Exemption

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

When I recently appeared before the 
Board of Selectmen requesting that an Ar¬ 
ticle be placed on the Town Warrant to ap¬ 
prove Chapter 653 - Option 41B - Acts of 
1982,1 incorrectly used the term "Tax Ex¬ 
emption." Option 41-B is not an exemption 
— it is an abatement. 

It is designed to assist elder home 
owners against the impact of revaluation, 
and can only be used by cities and towns 
which have 100 percent valuation, and 
which accept it formally. 

Under Clause 41-B, there is an increase 
in the amount of income for eligible per¬ 
sons (aged 70 and over) from $6000 to 
$10,000 for single persons; and from $7000 
to $12,000 for married couples. 

There is also an increase in the amount 
of the whole estate — for singles the 


to $20,000; for couples the amount has 
been increased from $20,000 to $23,000. 

Under option 41-B, the abatement re¬ 
mains the same as in the past — $500 on 
the first $4,000 of taxable valuation. 

There is not likely to be any dollar cost 
to the Town, since Option 41-B will still be 
treated like Option 41 and be reimbursed 
by the State (one of the items on the so- 
called “Cherry Sheet"?) 

I regret the confusion created by my 
erroneous choice ut words, and hope that 
this explanation will help clarify this in¬ 
formation.

Forest And Ackerman Send Letter To Parents On Excellence 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This week a letter 
on the theme of “Excellence" is being sent 
by Acting Superintendent Robert Forest 
and Curriculum Director David Acker¬ 
man to the parents of all Winchester stud- 
dents. The letter identifies a set of “basic 
attitudes" believed to be “essential to 
school success", which must be fostered 
by both home and school. A complete text 
is given below. 

This letter is one in a series of steps be¬ 
ing taken by Drs. Forest and Ackerman 
to make certain that Winchester schools 
maintain their traditional excellence and 
do not fall into the pattern of “mediocri¬ 
ty" that is causing concern in the nation 
at large. The steps include establishment 
of a Staff-Community Commission on Ex¬ 
cellence, a Student Commission on Ex¬ 
cellence, and a committee to review 
educational standards, including 
homework and grading policies. 

Dear Parents: 

We are writing to enlist your support 
as we redouble our efforts to maintain 
educational excellence in the Winchester 
schools. 

As you may have read, the report of the 
National Commission on Excellence in 
Education alleges that “the educational 
foundations of our society are presently 
being eroded by a rising tide of mediocri¬ 
ty” 

We can document that this indictment 
does not fit our schools. We believe, in 
fact, that we are among the “many in¬ 
dividual examples of schools of great 


merit" whose existence is acknowledged 
by the Commission. 

But none of us is immune to the 
cultural forces that have produced 
widespread concerns about afithority, 
discipline, quality, and purpose in our 
schools, and in society as a whole. 

Our experience leads us to highlight 
several factors which generally contribute 
to school success. These should not be in¬ 
terpreted rigidly, nor should they be view¬ 
ed as ironclad guarantees. 

•the importance of outside reading 
•Limitation of television watching and 
other passive entertainment 

•establishment of a regular time and 
place for homework 

•a fundamental respect for teachers 
•attendance and punctuality 
•attention to detail 
•consistently high effort 
•pride in self and in school 
This list may seem obvious to you. 
However, our experience is that the at¬ 
titudes and behaviors mentioned cannot 
be taken for granted. Regarding academic 
achievement, we are seeing somewhat 
less than we would like of pride in 
workmanship, and of perseverence when 
tasks become arduous; perhaps we need 
less emphasis on "Was it fun?", and more 
on "Was it well done?” 

There is certainly no quick fix for the 
erosion of what might be called basic at¬ 
titudes. In calling attention to them, 
though, we want to reinforce the com¬ 
munity's belief in these basics. We urge 
you to reflect upon each of the success fac¬ 


tors previously noted and to discuss them 
with your children. 

Although we have been emphasizing 
attitudes and behaviors that the family 
has a central role in developing, please do 
not conclude that we are placing all the 
responsibility for school success on your 
shoulders. On the contrary, our commit¬ 
ment is firm to upholding the school’s vital 
role in the learning process, and to pro¬ 
viding a knowledgeable, dynamic, caring 
faculty. 

Among several actions to be taken this 
year will be the review of our own stan¬ 
dards and requirements in light of the ma¬ 
jor national school studies. Key issues will 
be discussed with the parent associations, 
and we will also be establishing a Student 
Advisory Committee on Educational Ex¬ 
cellence. 

In conclusion, we are calling for a 
renewed effort, not because we are drown¬ 
ing in a tide of mediocrity but because we 
are doing well, don’t w’ant to lose any 
ground, and want to do even better. 

With your support and that of the com¬ 
munity, we can maintain and extend the 
quality of education in Winchester. We 
want our educational program to 
challenge your children, to engage their 
minds, to provide them with vital 
knowledge, to sustain their imaginations 
and to kindle their desire for excellence.

Caff rev will have lo decide between 
ISA Today’s claim that it is the 
newspaper’s First Amendment right to 
distribute the newspaper as it choses, and 
the town's contention that the machines 
are no different than am other obstruction 
placed on town sidewalks. 

The town’s bylaws prohibit placing any 
item on the sidewalks without a permit 
from the Board of Selectmen. 

Last month, selectmen voted 
unanimously not to grant USA Today a 
license for five news racks, noting that 
they could he a hazard to pedestrians, an 
obstacle to snowplows, a danger to small 
children who might fall against the 
machines, and a jarring note to the town's 
Center beautification plans. 

After town Public Works crews remov¬ 
ed the machines Sept. 16, USA Today’s 
lawyers went to federal court claiming the 
company's civil rights had been violated. 

In their complaint, the lawyers stated 
that the First Amendment's guarantee of 
freedom ol the press includes a guarantee 
that the press is free to distribute 
newspapers however it wants. 

Randall will not submit the town's 
answer to those charges until the case ac¬ 
tually goes to court, he said Monday. 

In the meantime, the town is still pur 
suing its charges in Woburn District Court 
that I SA Today is in violation of the 
town’s by-laws by placing the machines in 
Winchester without a permit. That case is

Before the joint meeting began. Fin 
Com members were grumbling about the 
selectmen’s failure to come up with a 
financial plan.

()ver the next few weeks, the commit¬ 
tee will continue to meet to ascertain 
which of those candidates will be the 
finalists. 

“()ur job gets tougher as the sort gets 
finer,” concluded Bob Frank. “The 
hardest part is making the distinction bet 
ween the top candidates. ” 

The Screening Committee plans on 
making that distinction by the 17th of Oc¬ 
tober. They hope to present a final list of 
candidates to the School Committee at a 
snecial mooting on Oct 1H 


“Based on what I heard at Town 
Meeting, I think they are really looking for 
a plan this fall,” said FinCom member 
Gordon Bennett. “I think the forecast is 
excellent, but just to promise you’ll come 
up with something unusual this spring in 
nothing more than saying you’ll plan your 
budget better. I don't hear anything that 
tells me you have a real policy.” 

The Finance Committee members 
hoped they could convince selectmen to 
come up with such a policy. "I am not per 
sonally pleased with the selectmen’s 
response at this time.” said Ciotti before 
the joint meeting. 

But the selectmen did not immediate¬ 
ly throw themselves into coming up with 
a policy after the meeting 

By the end of the joint meeting, O’Con¬ 
nell said he agreed that selectmen need¬ 
ed to explain to Town Meeting what they 
were going to do about the budget deficits. 
But his idea of an explanation wasn't a set 
of concrete plans. 

“What we need is a Mickey Spillane to 
write a breezy narrative,” caid O’Connell. 
“We need to give a narrative base from 
which Town Meeting members can move 
into the charts and tables (of the 
forecast) ’’ 

Later that evening, O’Connell assign¬ 
ed the task of writing the “breezy nar 
rative” to Groux. who has so far refused 
to write any policy statements for the 
board. 

So Town Meeting may get a budgetary 
version of “I Am The Jury.” But they will 
be the jurors deciding if that is good 
enough to satisfy the demand they made

logistics of visiting the finalists in their 
school districts, were discussed Monday 
night, although none were finalized. 

It was also determined that the facul¬ 
ty should have a forum to participate in 
the interviews. “I believe we should ap¬ 
point a committee to develop and submit 
interview questions, and perhaps sit in on 
the interviews,"Papas said. 

Joanne Martignetti, the president of 
the Winchester Kducation Assn., agreed 
with Papas. “It is very important for the 
staff to meet the candidates, she said. “I 
like the idea of having a committee made 
up of staff and central office members.” 

The School Committee agreed to 
establish a faculty review committee to 
come up with questions and suggestions 
on how they would like to interact with the 
finalists. “I intend to ask Acting Supt 
Robert Forest, Martignetti and the Prin¬ 
cipals Group to appoint people of their own 
choosing,” Papas said. 

The School Committee considered the 
possibility of having a time when the can¬ 
didates could come to Winchester and talk 
to people in a more informal setting than 
an interview. 

“I'd like to set aside a day when all the 
finalists could come to Winchester, 
although not at the same time.” suggested 
School Committee member Sandra 
Rodgers. 

The School Committee remained split 
on this issue, after member Dr. Michael 
Ronayne pointed out that it would not be 
good form to have the candidates 
together. But all agreed that it would be 
important to see the candidates in an in* 
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formal setting. 

“We will definitely set aside a block of 
time to accomplish this." said Papas. 
“But 1 do want to say that every candidate 
has been given the opportunity to visit 
Winchester, and at some point each can¬ 
didate has that responsibility.” 

“Once we know how many finalists we 
are looking at. it will be easier to decide 
how and when to get them here,” she said. 

The School Committee also determin¬ 
ed that the Community Schools Associa¬ 
tion. the town wide parent group, would 
have an informal gathering for members 
to meet the candidates. 

Possible locations for both the inter¬ 
views and the public meeting of can¬ 
didates were also discussed. 

“1 haven’t really come up with a loca¬ 
tion yet that is both intimate enough and 
large enough.” said Papas. “The seminar 
room at the Lynch School is too austere, 
and the auditorium is too forbidding. It 
kind of makes the candidates feel like 
they’re up on stage.” 

Papas said she was open to suggestions 
as to the location, and would not decide the 
matter immediately. 

The School Committee also discussed 
the interview process itself. 

“It has been suggested that we finalize 
a set all-inclusive list of questions, and 
then allow the members of this commit¬ 
tee the latitude to ask his or her own im¬ 
promptu questions,” she said. “It’s 
important that we all know what the basic 
issues are, and we may want to ask the 
Screening Committee for some recom¬ 
mendations.” 

Papas also told the School Committee 
that members should prepare as many 
varied questions as they like. “As a group, 
we will get a collective view of the can¬ 
didate. as well as the individual view we 
will gel when we have the opportunity to 
meet with the candidate informally,” she 
said. 

Papas said that there would be an open 
forum after the interviews to discuss the 
different candidates and the impressions 
people may have of them The School 
Committee will also meet w ith the Screen¬ 
ing Committee to get their final input after 
the interviews. 

School Committee member Catherine 
Alexander also suggested that the public 
be offered the opportunity to give their in¬ 
put after meeting the candidates. 
"Perhaps we could have a vehicle for 
them to respond in w riting, or even a place 
where they could jot down their impres¬ 
sions.” she said. 

Papas, who concluded that it would be 
bad form to have all the candidates 
together in one setting, said that certain 
details would have to wait until it was cer¬ 
tain how many finalists there would be. 

Although no exact conclusion on who 
should conduct the on-site interviews was 
reached. Papas mentioned that it was im¬ 
portant to do more than two in case one 
of the finalists dropped out. 

“We will have several weeks to review' 
all the material that the Screening Com¬ 
mittee gives us before we begin the inter¬ 
views,’’ concluded Papas. “We re really 
not behind schedule at all right now, it’s 
just that we were optimistic about receiv¬ 
ing the recommendations in mid-October. 
But I think the Screening Committee is do¬ 
ing a thorough and magnificent job, and 
no one could ask for more.”

Swimmers Search 

Girls Team Searches For Home 


Pool And A Few Wins, Too

The dedication of the Winchester girls 
swim team has been further pul to the test 
as a result of their struggles to find a pool 
to practice in. 

When plans fell through for building a 
pool in Winchester last year, the girls were 
faced with two options: continue practic¬ 
ing at 5:30 in the morning at the Northeast 
Metro Regional Vocational School in 
Wakefield, or practice late at night at the 
Woburn YMCA. They chose to take the 
10-11:30 time slot at the V. 

The arrangement is less than perfect. 
Practicing at night requires that the girls 
budget their time carefuly to include both 
academics and the rigorous work-outs — 
and get enough sleep. 

The struggle to find a pool they can call 
their own hasn’t been the only struggle for 
the girls' team this season. In the first four 
meets of the season, they have won only 
one, against Woburn. 

The Woburn meet last Friday was the 
only success, but it was a big success. The 
giris beat the rivals from up Main st. by 
a 50-24 margin. 

A particularly good showing was made 
by Greta Rosenberger and Dara Fit¬ 
zgerald who came in first and second in 
the 200-yard free style. Rosenberger’s 
time was 2:27.17 and Fitzgerald followed 
close behind at 2:32.57. Ann McCann came 


in first in the 100 yard butterfly at 1 05.00. 

On Saturday the team lost to Lincoln- 
Sudbury, 33-50. Gail Minutoli. the team 
manager and coach for the New England 
Barracudas, indicated that the small 
number on the Winchester team was a fac¬ 
tor in the loss. 

“There are twice as many kids on the 
Lincoln-Sudbury team,” she said.The 
Winchester team is indeed on the small 
side with only 16 members. Michelle 
Bowen, the star diver for the team, came 
in first in the diving at Lincoln-Sudbury 
with 190.95 points. 

Minutoli. who is optimistic about the 
rest of the season, is not happy with the 
late practicing hours at the VMCA. She 
would have preferred for Winchester to 
build a swimming pool. 

“The swimmers do not like swimming 
so late,” Minutoli said. “They are really 
tired when they go home at 12 at night. 
They don’t get to sleep until 12:30 or 1. 
After swimming your adrenalin is up and 
it’s hard to sleep.” 

Dara Fitzgerald, a junior who is star¬ 
ting her third year of swimming on the 
team, says she prefers the night practices 
over the early morning time but she 
wishes that they could swim right after 
school. 

Unfortunately, dreams of a school 
swimming pool do not have much chance 


of coming true, and the inconvenient prac¬ 
tices will have to continue. 

The attempt made last year to raise the 
money for a pool failed when an insuffi¬ 
cient number of contributions were made. 
The money for the pool fund was returned. 

Some of the funds, not able to be 
returned, left the swimmers with $1,200. 
This money is now used to pay the $30 an 
hour rental fee at the YMCA. Once that 
money is gone, the search for a pool will 
begin again. 

“With Proposition 2' j (tax limitation 
law), it seems improbable that the town 
will be able to put in a swimming pool," 
said Vincent E. Larocco, principal of the 
Winchester High School. 

“Building a pool in Winchester seems 
to be a dead issue,” Larocco said. “Try¬ 
ing it once, via a gift route, makes it seem 
like an insurmountable amount to raise.” 

Vin Palumbo, the swimming coach for 
the girls’ team, estimated that the cost of 
a six-lane swimming pool would be about 
$1 million. “People were interested, but 
they didn’t want to pay for it,” he said. 

Not having a local pool, and practicing 
at odd hours, has not discouraged the 
dedicated members of the swim team who 
continue to faithfully attend the arduous 
practices. The swimmers swim about 70

Diane Willis Gets Ready To Take Over Prime News Spot

Sitting at her desk five 
minutes before Channel 7’s noon 
news broadcast is aired on Fri¬ 
day, Diane Willis is calmly retyp¬ 
ing a section of the news that she 
will soon be reporting to tens of 
thousands of viewers. 

Around her, men and women 
are writing at their desks, lug¬ 
ging camera equipment and 
shouting instructions as they nail 
down last minute details before 
air time. The sound, light and ac¬ 
tivity that fill the studio give it the 
auro of a space shuttle launch, 
complete with the sense of an im¬ 
minent take-off. 

Willis, whose first name is 
pronounced “Dion,” is niether 
fazed nor flustered in this at¬ 
mosphere. Wearing a neatly 
tailored, cream-colored dress lin¬ 
ed with navy, the Winchester 
resident is busy familiarizing 
herself with the copy that she is 
responsible for in one of her last 
segments as noon anchorwoman 
for Channel 7. 

Willis, nominated for two Em¬ 
my awards as a St. Louis anchor- 
woman before coming to 
Channel 7 last year, has only one 
more week in her present posi¬ 
tion. She is scheduled to take over 
Robin Young’s spot as co-anchor

of the 6 and 11 p.m. broadcasts 
with Tom Ellis in mid-October. 

And although her new sche¬ 
dule will make it even more dif¬ 
ficult for her to spend time with 
her husband .Jim, a professor oi 
journalism at Northeastern Uni¬ 
versity, Willis hopes the two will 
continue to enjoy hiking together 
in the woods near their Fells area 
home.

Chester in February, after sear¬ 
ching throughout the state and 
falling in love with the com¬ 
munity. 

In the meantime, Willis has 
minutes to go before the broad¬ 
cast begins, and she finishes her 
typing and scans what she has 
written. Taping a set of specially 
fitted earplugs behind her back, 
where they won’t be seen on 


camera, she gives her freshly 
styled hair a quick brushing. 

I’m really not at all nervous, 
she says. “I have trust and con¬ 
fidence in myself, because I’ve 
been through this so many times 
before. And I trust all the people 
working behind the scenes.” 

Willis realizes that a broad¬ 
cast is dependent on absolute 
cooperation. The demanding time 


framework means that everyone 
shares a piece of the pressure, as 
well as the responsibility for the 
final product. And Willis loves all 
of it. 

‘‘It’s the wedding of words, 
pictures and sound under tight 
time constraints that makes this 
such a wonderful, creative jour¬ 
nalistic challenge,” she explains. 

Today is even more of a chal¬ 


lenge than usual for Willis, be¬ 
cause co-anchor Larry Sales is 
out and she has had to do most of 
the news writing herself. A late- 
breaking story on a clam-digger 
shot in Revere the night before 
has made the reporters and 
camera peoplejate producing ad¬ 
ditional pressure. 

Because much of the copy has 
come in recently, Willis is not as 
familiar with it as she likes to be, 
and she quickly mouths the words 
of the late story before she sits 
down. 

And although the words will be 
appearing in front of her on a 
teleprompter during the broad¬ 
cast, she has to prepare herself 
“in case something goes wrong.” 
Laughing, Willis adds, ‘‘In televi¬ 
sion, anything can go wrong, 
anytime.” 

“You’re going to be sitting in 
Larry’s seat today, honey,” a 
voice calls out. “OK,” Willis 
replies. Once seated, she takes 
out a compact mirror and gives 
her already rosy face a quick 
dusting with pancake make-up. 
Unlike many other anchor 
women, Willis does her own hair 
and make-up before each show'.

shouts. Willis replies that she is. 
and picks up a red telephone that 
connects her to one of the pro¬ 
ducers, who may be giving her 
some last-minute instructions. 
The voices of her producers may 
also come through to her on the 
earplugs that are now invisible to 
the scrutinizing eyes of the televi¬ 
sion viewers. 

Seconds before air time, Willis 
is looking into the camera and 
smiling with confidence. Her 
pleasant, well-modulated voice 
(hen introduces the topics of the 
day — an update on the Boston 
mayoral campaign, the clam dig¬ 
ger story, a special report on 
PMS (pre-menstrual syndrome) 
and a visit to the pyramids of 
Egypt. 

Between commercials, Willis 
remains seated, and one of her 
cameramen offers his opinion on 
her success. “She’s believable,” 
explains Rick Torraco, who has 
been in the television business for 
39 years. “She’s got good de¬ 
livery, she’s pleasant to look at, 
and she’s got facial sincerity.” 

The sincerity that comes 
through on the air is a natural ex¬ 
tension of Willis’ personality. Off 
camera, she is enthusiastic, ar¬ 
ticulate and compassionate, and 
those qualities have all con¬ 
tributed to her success at Chan¬ 
nel 7. 

“Diane is able to communi¬ 
cate to people that she’s a warm, 
sensitive and caring human be¬ 
ing, because she is,” said Pro¬ 
ducer Jamies Cohen after the 
show. Cohen works closely with 
Willis, and points out that those 
qualities are most impressive to 
viewers. 

And those qualities are impor¬ 
tant to Willis herself, who be¬ 
lieves that television provides an 
important service. “As a re¬ 
porter, I try to be as fair and sen¬ 
sitive as possible,” she says after 
the noon broadcast. “And to me, 
the challenge of television is to 
write tightly, hone your final pro¬ 


duct and convey the human ef¬ 
fects of a subject to people in a 
sensitive, caring way.” 

Willis displays that sensitivity 
in her segment on PMS, which 
took an enormous amount of 
research. “We spent over a 
month working on the five dif¬ 
ferent parts in that segment,” she 
explains. “We talked to doctors, 
read articles and interviewed 
many women. And each one of 
those segments was less than four 
mintues long.” 

The PMS special is indicative 
of the large amount of work that 
goes into producing many of the 
feature and news segments that 
Willis writes and reports. And 
although she says she is “tremen¬ 
dously excited” about her new 
anchor position, reporting con¬ 
tinues to be Willis’ first love. 

“I think reporting is the single 
most important thing that a jour¬ 
nalist does,” she says. Willis finds 
that most people don’t view the 
camera with terror, but she 
realizes the necessity of getting 
people to relax before a television 
interview. 

“It’s just a conversation,” she 
explains. “I try to be as friendly 
as possible, because I enjoy hear- 
ning what people are concerned 
about. As a reporter, you have the 
right and the privilege to find out 
an enormous amount about a per¬ 
son.” 

Willis is sensitive enough to 
know when not to abuse that 
right. “Usually people respond to 
me in a positive way,” she says. 
“But it certainly can be difficult 
to ask someone who has just lost 
their wife a question. Usually, 
you can ascertain when it’s a 
brutal invasion of a person to ask 
questions, but at the same time I 
believe you owe it to the public to 
get answers.” 

Willis says that kind of judg¬ 
ment takes intelligence and sen¬ 
sitivity — qualities that she hopes 
her work as a reporter conveys. 
But Willis also knows how to go 


after a story. “I am persistent 
and thorough, and I’ll go all out 
to get the information I need,” 
she says. 

It is easy to see why people are 
receptive to Willis. She is both 
polite and open in coversation, 
without seeming intrusive or 
demanding. And her enthusiasm 
for her work is infectious. 

When a co-worker comes run¬ 
ning up to her desk to tell her how 
the second part of the PMS Syn¬ 
drome series came out on film, 
Willis is thrilled. 

“I can hardly wait to see it,” 
she exclaims. “I’m so excited 
that it turned out well.” Willis ex¬ 
plains, “We really put so much in¬ 
to that. We went through over 20 
rolls of film.” 

Willis was also responsible for 
choosing some of the shots in the 
five-part series. “I learned about 
shooting, editing tapes and other 
aspects of production when I was 
studying for my master’s degree 
at the University of Missouri,” 
she explains. “I now understand 
what shots are needed, and the 
eye for detail makes your story 
much more alive and rich.” 

It was while studying for her 
master’s that Willis, a former 
teacher, got involved in television 
in the first place. 

“It wasn’t until I hit 30 that I 
decided to go back to Journalism 
school and follow a dream,” ex¬ 
plains Willis, who originally 
wanted to go into print journal¬ 
ism. By the time Willis completed 
her second master’s degree (She 
also holds an M.A. from the Uni¬ 
versity of Chicago in elementary 
education and English) she had 
discovered that she was good on 
camera. 

“An advisor felt I had a lot of 
promise, and I was urged by the 
boradcasting department to try 
television,” she recalls. “After 
that, it was a natural progres¬ 
sion.” 

Although she worked as an 
assistant city editor of The Col¬ 


umbia Missourian, and split her 
courses between print and broad¬ 
cast journalism, Willis also 
gained experience as an anchor, 
reporter and newsmagazine host 
at KOMU-TV in Columbia. 

Success on camera came 
easily to Willis. In St. Louis, she 
specialized in reports on educa¬ 
tion, mental health, social ser¬ 
vices and human interest fea¬ 
tures. And in a field where there 
is much competition and little 
security, she gained a reputation 
as a hardworking, energetic jour¬ 
nalist. 

Willis realizes that success in 
television is often a tenuous thing. 
And despite the fact that she is an 
extremely attractive woman, she 
knows that it takes far more than 
a pretty face to make it in her 
field. 

“People in television know 
that you can’t get work anywhere 
just on looks,” she says. “The key 
factors are intelligence, conscien¬ 
tiousness and journalistic com¬ 
petence and credibility. Those 
qualities are far more long lived 
than looks and far more signifi¬ 
cant.” 

Success for Willis also means 
long hours. “I haven’t had the 
courage to total up my hours for 
last week,” she laughs. “We were

covering the funeral of Cardinal 
Mederios, and we all spent hours 
reading about the church, read¬ 
ing everything we could get our 
hands on.” 

Reading is something Willis 
loves to do (she majored in 
English as a undergraduate and 
loves Shakespeare, Chaucer and 
Milton) and needs to do for her 
job. 

“I read several newspapers a 
day, as well as the news that 
comes to us on UPI and AP 
wires,” she says. “You need to do 
all that reading so that you have 
the fullest possible understanding 
of the situations you are reporting 
on. 

“As a reporter, you need to be 
a good generalist,” she continues. 
“But when there is a special, such 
as the PMS feature or the death 
of a cardinal, you need to be able 
to talk off-the-cuff and know what 
you’re talking about as well.” 

Her job does exert tremen¬ 
dous pressures on her time, but 
Willis says she has learned to 
make the most of it. “My hus¬ 
band and I are very close and 
spending time together is a 
priority. We’ve never really had 
too much free time together, but 
we’ve learned how to use what we 
do have to the fullest. We try to

keep our sanity and keep happy 

— it’s a priority.” 

The couple enjoy hiking and 
tennis, and although they’ve 
talked about starting a family, 
Willis admits that it is something 
“we’ve put on hold.” 

For Willis, the new anchor 
position is really an extension of 
what she’s been doing all along at 
Channel 7. But she’s still very en¬ 
thusiastic. “Tom Ellis has been 
wonderfully supportive,” she 
says. “I’m looking forward to 
working with him and I’ll con¬ 
tinue to work very hard.” 

Willis attributes some of her 
hard-working values to her Mid- 
Western roots. She was born in 
Wisconsin and educated in Il¬ 
linois at Augustana College, 
where she was Phi Beta Kappa 
and she taught in Minneappolis 
and California. 

“I’m proud of the Mid-West,” 
she says. “Yet the qualities of 
hard work, neighborliness and 
caring are very similar to the 
New England attitudes I’ve dis¬ 
covered here. I find the values to 
be the same.” 

And Willis is very content to 
be here. “I feel very lucky,” she 
concludes. “I’m happy to be 
where I am right now, and this is 
where I want to be.”

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Kiwanis Club Helps Support Many 
Worthy Community Organizations

As the song says, “Money 
makes the world go around.” 
•There are many important things 
in this world that would be forc¬ 
ed to grind to a halt without the 
help of those little green pieces of 
paper, which always seem to be 
in short supply. Hospitals need 
money, lots of it. Charities 
always need money. 

And if it weren’t for concern¬ 
ed individuals in cities and towns 
across the country and around 
the world, many useful charities 
and institutions would find 
themselves strapped for funding. 
Many of these concerned in¬ 
dividuals are members of 
Kiwanis clubs. 

In 1915 the organization that 
was to become the present-day 
Kiwanis International was found¬ 
ed in Detroit as a society of 
business and professional men, 
taking its name from an 
American Indian word meaning 
“to make ourselves known.” Its 
motto was “We build.” 

When a chapter was formed in 
Hamilton, Ontario, the next year, 
Kiwanis became Kiwanis Inter¬ 
national. It has continued to grow' 
in the years since and now boasts 
over 300,000 members in 8,000 
chapters in 30 countries. One of 
those chapters is in Winchester. 

The Winchester chapter of 
Kiwanis International received 
its charter on July 23, 1951. In its 
32 years of existence, the Win¬ 
chester chapter has proven its 
dedication to helping those in¬ 
stitutions and individuals who 
need help. 

“The biggest thing about 
Kiwanis for me is that w r e are 
able to do the things we do, being 
such a small organization,” says 
Robert Gooch, the current presi¬ 
dent. “For a small organization 
we give away a lot of money, and 
I don’t think that people really 
know’ this.” The local chapter is 
small, with only 2A members, but, 
as Gooch says, it has done a lot 
for the town of Winchester. 

“Two of the things we worked 
on last year were the donation to 
the Winchester Hospital of $3,000, 
and our support of the New 
England Pediatric Trauma 
Center, Gooch says. 

The Trauma Center, which is 
part ol the Children’s Hospital in 
Boston, receives support from all 
the Kiwanis chapters in the New’ 
England district as part of the 
organization’s tradition of focus¬ 
ing attention on the concerns of 
children and the elderly. 


As part of its work for 
children, the Winchester club 
holds an annual fishing derby for 
elementary school children at 
Wedge Pond with 15 different 
prizes of various types of fishing 
gear for the winners of the dif¬ 
ferent categories of fish caught. 
“The kids enjoy it and have a 
very good time each year,” says 
Gooch. 

The club also raises money for 
donations to worthy causes, 
many associated with children. 
“We donate to the Winchester 
Scholarship Foundation,” Gooch 
says. “I have a whole list of 
things here. We give to youth 
basketball, hockey, the Boy and 
Girl Scouts. - We try to really sup¬ 
port anything w’e can in town.” 

According to Rocky Ferrania, 
last year’s president, there are 
often too many causes that could 
use the help of the Winchester 
Kiwanis Club. “We just can’t help 
them all," he says. “Everything 
we do is charitabale. We give 
away everything we get.” 

The club raises most of its 
money through an annual adver¬ 
tising book that is supported by 
local merchants. Each member 
of the chapter goes out and sells 
ads in the book, sales that bring 
in an average of $3,500 per year. 

This revenue is what allows 
the Kiwanis Club to not only give 
donations to various hospitals, 
but also to donate items to the 
town. For instance, the club came 
through for the Fire Department 
when it purchased the “Jaws of 
Life” equipment which permits 
rescue crews to cut into 
automobiles and remove the peo¬ 
ple who are trapped inside. The 
club donated a police dog to tin* 
town as well. 

The Club has also helped in¬ 
dividuals by working to obtain 
hearing ear dogs, the audio 
equivalent of a seeing eye dog, for 
the hearing disabled. A hearing 
ear dog, which requires a good 
deal of training, can hear and res¬ 
pond to such things as telephones, 
doorbells and alarm clocks, and 
signal its master. 

The Winchester Kiwanis Club 
meets once a week, at 7:30 
Wednesday nights at the Win¬ 
chester Elks Building. The 
members have dinner and each 
week are treated to a different 
program. Past programs have in¬ 
cluded talks from represen¬ 
tatives of Boston Edison, the gas 
company, and other such 
organizations to educate, inform 
and entertain the members. 


“Members are brought in on a 
one-on-one basis,” Gooch reports. 
“Anybody is eligible. We’re 
always looking for new members. 
They're always welcome. What 
they would do is come to a 
meeting some Wednesday night 
where they would be introduced 
to all the members. We welcome 
anybody who would like to sup¬ 
port and work in the town.” 

“It’s too bad, but you do lose 
members,” Ferrania adds. 

The Winchester chapter of 
Kiwanis International is one of 
the 1-4 local chapters that make 
up this area’s division. The divi¬ 
sion is, in turn, part of a district, 
in this case the New England 
District. Each district is headed 
by a Kiwanis governor, with a 
lieutenant governor taking 
charge of each division. On the 
local level, the individual clubs 
are headed by a president and 
are relatively independent in the 
choice of their own pet projects 
and programs. 

In some cases, as in the work 
for the New England Pediatric 
Trauma Center, all the division 
or district chapters will work 
together on one charity. In the 
case of the Trauma Center, each 
club president at the National 
Kiwanis Convention presented 
his chapter’s checks personally to 
the national organization for for¬ 
warding to the Trauma Center, 
said Ferrania. “It’s a great cause 
and a great feeling,” he says. 

According to Ferrania, 
Kiwanis also has an international 
convention each year. This year’s 
was held in Sweden, and was at¬ 
tended by 10,000 Kiwanians from 
all over the world. Each year this 
international convention decides 
on a motto which will indicate a 
special emphasis for the 
worldwide network of clubs 
throughout the coming year. Last 
year, the motto was “make every 
child special,” and this year the 
emphasis is, “Enrich the world of 
the handicapped.” “We do 
anything we can to work with or 
somehow help the handicapped,’ 
Gooch says. 

While the Winchester chapter 
of Kiwanis International may be 
a small one. especially in com¬ 
parison with the size of the inter¬ 
national organization, it has 
made its presence felt in many in¬ 
dividual and town cases. Each 
year, it has helped make things a 
little easier for different people in 
the community and the area. 
Says Ferrania, “Hopefully we 
can do this every year."

The sun was setting. As I 
walked, the heels of my untied 
boots struck the snow-dusted 
ground; the soft thump of each 
step was the only noise to be 
heard on the empty street.

unlighted. I felt colder. Whether 
it actually was colder, I don’t 
know, but I buttoned up my 
jacket nonetheless.

A 
chill went through my body, and 
I slowed down inadvertently, my 
boots dragging through the snow. 

The house was dark. I looked 
for my father’s car in the 
driveway, just in case.

I thought back to last fall when 
my father was still at home. I 
remember watching him do 
everything. He must have gotten 
sick of my questions. 

Everyday, he’d go off to the 
city to work.

We didn’t have to say 
anything. Nothing gave me 
greater satisfaction. I could sit 
with him for hours. Talking or 
reading silently, he’d hold my 
hand in his huge grasp.

Talks His Way 


To Freedom

It’s a good thing for Dr. Stephen Mur 
phy that he has an amiable disposition 
Because last week, his friendly manner 
convinced two gunmen who had abducted 
Murphy in his car to let him loose. 

V ‘I became very agreeable when they 
pointed the gun at me.” said Murphy, a 
Brookline resident who grew up in Win¬ 
chester and whose parents Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard Murphy, live on Dartmouth st. 

Murphy became so agreeable, in fact, 
that the two armed robbers dropped him 
off a short walk away from his office in 
Brigham and Women’s Hospital — after 
stealing his valuables and his car, of 
course. 

Murphy was abducted Wednesday 
afternoon at about 2:30 as he got into his 
car after running a quick errand on Com¬ 
monwealth ave. in Boston. 

“When I got in the car. somebody got 
into the passenger’s seat, pointed a gun at 
me and said. ‘Move over,’’’recalled Mur¬ 
phy. “Another guy got in the driver’s seat 
and they started driving toward Jamaica 
Plain.” 

Although he was naturally nervous. 
Murphy didn’t panic. Instead, he talked 
calmly and amiably to his captors. 


“I was very relaxed, although I’m not 
sure why,” said Murphy. “I certainly 
wasn’t going to say anything bad to so¬ 
meone who was pointing a gun at me.” 

Since the robbers had told him they 
were going to take him to Roxbury and 
drop him off, Murphy definitely didn’t 
want to go any further with them than 
necessary. 

“I was honest with the guys,” Murphy 
commented. “I said. ‘You can have the 
money.no problem. You can have the car, 
no problem. But I don’t want to go 
wherever you’re going.’” 

The strategy of keeping calm worked, 
and the two 20-year old youths dropped off 
Murphy 10 minutes after the first one 
pointed a gun at the doctor. They even 
started to respond to his friendly manner. 

“They were pretty nice, for people who 
were robbing me and pointing a gun at 
me.” commented Murphy. 

But not that nice. Although the pair told 
Murphy where they would drop off the car 
when they were finished with it, they ap¬ 
parently changed their minds. When he’s 
gone looking for the car, Murphy hasn’t 
found it. 

It’s enough to make one give up being 
a nice guy.

Assessors’ Fight 
Goes On, And So 
Does The Update

The spitting match between the 
members of the Board of Assessors con¬ 
tinued furiously this week, while the ob¬ 
ject of their battle, the latest assessment 
update, slowly moves through the state 
bureaucracy. 

The update, which will raise 
assessments in town between 5 and 1U per¬ 
cent, is awaiting approval from the state 
Dept, of Revenue, and tax bills are not ex¬ 
pected out until Nov. 1. 

That is, unless the battle between 
Assessor George Andersen and Assessor 
Chairman Werner Carlson produces any 
changes in the update. But all the battle 
produced this week were charges, 
countercharges, strange tactics and 
stranger twists. 

Highlights of the fight this week were: 

• Andersen showed up at an assessors’ 
meeting for the first time in a month, 
made six proposals for changing the new 
assessments, and then walked out of the 
meeting before the assessors could discuss 
them. 

• Carlson, for the second time in a 
month, asked for Andersen’s resignation, 


this time in writing. 

• Andersen placed two ads on Con¬ 
tinental Cablevision, telling home and con¬ 
dominium owners that if they wanted their 
assessments reduced, they should call the 
other two assessors. The ads, which were 
placed with stationery listing Andersen as 
assessor chairman, listed the home and 
business telephone numbers of Carlson 
a.nd Assessor Sherman Josephson. 

• Carlson and Josephson discovered 
that house sales used by Andersen to com¬ 
pare recent sales to assessments (a com¬ 
parison published in last week’s Star) 
didn’t exist. The pair checked the 
assessors’ list of sales for 1982, the year 
used by Andersen, and couldn’t find one 
of the sales on Andersen’s chart. 

• Andersen said that if the assessors 
didn’t accept his recommended changes, 
he would go to the transfer station, hand 
out abatement applications, and urge 
every property owner in Winchester to file 
for an abatement. 

None of the above actions changed the 
new revaluation update in the least,

Fight Against Cancer 


Young Leukemia Patient Walking To 


Help Fund Research 


By LIZ WILLEN 

Catherine Krumme of Wildwood st. is 
living proof that cancer can be cured. The 
bubbly, active 7-year-old has battled 
leukemia for the past three years, and will 
lx? walking the 6.2 miles on Sunday to raise 
money to support the kind of treatment 
that she has received. 

The walk-a-thon raised $17,000 last 
year in memory of Charley Davidson, a 
Lexington child who died of leukemia 
several years ago. Money raised will go 
to clinics like the one Catherine attends 
once a month at Massachusetts General 
Hospital, where she receives 
chemotherapy, injections and blood 
transfusions. 

Catherine’s treatment has been so suc¬ 
cessful that she is able to lead a normal 
life. The Lincoln School second-grader 
loves to read, play soccer and attend bir¬ 
thday parties. She enjoys dressing in 
shades of purple from head to toe, com¬ 
plete with a comb full of streaming 
lavender ribbons. 

Catherine’s disease has been in remis¬ 
sion for three years, and in another four 
she will be considered completely cured. 
In the meantime, she has a good 
understanding of what it means to have 
leukemia, a disease of the blood. And she 
does not feel limited. 

“I feel like I can do everything I want 
to do,” she said recently, while waiting for 
her mother to pick her up after school. 
“And I think it’s neat that I’m the only kid 
in my class who has cancer. I tell them all 
about it because I want them to know that 
I have something they don’t have.” * 

This week, there is another message 
that Catherine and her mother, Cynthia 
Krumme, would like to give people. 

“People should know that children with 
cancer are going to be survivors because 
treatment is getting good enough,” said 
Krumme. “There is a lot of terror 
associated with the disease, but seeing 
children in schools and on ball fields can 
help change that image.” 

According to Krumme. that new image 
can be a reality if the kind of excellent 
treatment that Catherine has received is 
supported with programs in research, pa¬ 
tient care and patient amenities. She 
urges people of all ages to support the 
Charley Davidson Leukemia Fund by- 
walking or sponsoring a walker this 
Sunday. 

“This race has been going on for two 
years, and last year $17,000 was raised,” 
she said. “There are no winners, but there 
are prizes awarded in several categories. 
And the money raised will help children 


with cancer to lead a normal life like 
Catherine.” 

Krumme said that she doesn't consider 
Catherine to be ill. “Modern treatment is 
now so good that there is often a remission 
after one month," she said. “And we con¬ 
sider Catherine to be a healthy child with 
leukemia.” 

Catherine herself understands this. 
“Leukemia is a blood disease," she said. 
“But once you get used to it, it doesn’t 
hurt. And I’m used to it.” 

Catherine was 4 years old vVhen a doc¬ 
tor diagnosed her low-grade fever as 
leukemia. Her mother recalled the initial 
shock she and her husband David lelt. 

“Our experience at that point had l>een 
that everyone we knew who’d had the 
disease had died. But the doctors told us 
it was curable and we chose to believe it. 

“We were immediately optomistic and 
we continue to be completely optimistic. 
That’s the approach at Catherine’s clinic 
at Mass. General.” 

Although Catherine only attends the 
clinic once a month, she has spent a total 
of 45 days in the hospital and has suffered 
side effects like the loss of hair that 
chemotherapy can produce. Now, her 
golden brown hair has grown back, and it 
hangs in silky curls way below her 
shoulders. And her mother calls her a 
“toughie." 

“She has had certain problems 
associated with a recurrence of a drop in 
the blood count and the effects of 
chemotherapy,” Krumme explained. 
“But she’s had no relapses and she’s been 
very lucky.” 

Catherine has also had to miss some 
school because of a fear that she would be 
exposed to chicken pox. (It can be fatal 
when associated with leukemia. “She’s 
had a rocky road at times,” Krumme ad¬ 
mitted. “But she doesn’t perceive it that 
way.” 

“The doctors and nurses are all really 
nice to me and I don’t get scared when I 
go to the clinic,” said Catherine, who does 
deep breathing exercises when she starts 
to feel sick from the treatment. “What I 
have is special I want people to know 
that.” 

Catherine has only another two months 
before she can stop’the treatments, and 
another three years in remission before 
she is considered “cured.” It takes seven 
years before a doctor will consider the 
threat of cancer gone.

for people to know that cancer can be 
cured, battled and contended with. “Any 
parent would be concerned if then- 
wonderful, beautiful child had to go 
through something like leukemia," 
Krumme concluded. “But there really is 
more and more that can bedone about it.”

More Books For Winchester

Without purchasing a single new book, 
the Winchester Library will soon provide 
IV 2 million volumes to library users who 
currently pick their reading material from 
a mere 22.000 volumes available in Win¬ 
chester. 

Instant access to a central computer 
will allow readers to locate materials in 
14 local public libraries including Medford 
and Winchester. And all at the flick of a 
wrist at a computer terminal. 

Plans for a central library system were 
first discussed in the spring of 1982 when 
librarians from towns in the area met to 
discuss the possibility of developing an 
automated resource sharing network. 
Calling themselves the Minuteman 
Library Network, they applied for federal 
funds under the Library Services & Con¬ 
struction Act. 

A year later, Minuteman was award¬ 
ed $440,000 in federal grant money from 
the Board of Library Commissioners for 
Massachusetts. 

The funds will be used to expand and 
upgrade the automated circulation system 
that already exists in the Framingham 
Public Library. If all goes well, the Fram¬ 
ingham library will become the central 


processing site serving all 14 libraries by 
Nov. 1984. 

The central system will provide one 
large automated catalog containing lists 
of the books, periodicals, records and 
other library materials that are available 
in all of the network's libraries. 

By Jan. 19H4. the Winchester Library 
will begin entering records of available 
library material into the main computer. 
By Nov. 1984, local libraries will have ter 
minals to begin circulation between in¬ 
dividual libraries. 

If a book is located in another library, 
the library patron can either fetch it 
himself or take advantage of a delivery 
system between libraries in the network. 
Books would hike approximately two days 
to be delivered to a local branch. 

Each library will draw on local funding 
sources to purchase terminals, convert 
records to machine readable form and pay 
for telecommunications costs between the 
local library and the central site. 

Automated library services will not on¬ 
ly benefit the library patrons, it will also 
make clerical work easier and more effi¬ 
cient for library personnel. 

•It will allow the staff to do much 
more.” said Matthew Sperlier. director of 


the Winchester Library. “They are bogg¬ 
ed down with a lot of clerical work.” 

Circulation records and orders for 
books and materials for the library will 
soon be conveniently filed away in com¬ 
puter storage banks. Even the card 
catalog will be automated and will include 
materials from every library in the 
network. 

The Minuteman Library Network is 
part of a growing trend in library resource 
sharing. As the price of computers has 
decreased in recent years, library 
automation has become increasingly 
feasible. By forming cooperative groups, 
libraries can reduce individual cost even 
further. 

If all goes well, there will be a Public 
Access Catalogue available for Win¬ 
chester citizens in January 1985. Without 
wasting time making phone calls or em¬ 
barking on wild-goose chases, booklovers 
will be able to locate materials in all of the 
following libraries: Arlington, Bedford. 
Belmont, Concord, Framingham. Lincoln, 
Medford. Somerville, Sudbury, Waltham. 
Watertown, Wayland, Weston and. of 
course. Winchester.

Town Meeting may get some hint of 
how the selectmen plan to balance the 
budget for the next five years after all. But 
it may be a very broad hint. 

The selectmen might not say exactly 
what they plan to do. but they will give 
Town Meeting an either-or type of budget 
plan — such as saying they will either in¬ 
stitute a sewer use tax or cut department 
budgets by 6 percent. 

However, the selectmen still haven’t 
taken any formal policy stand on the 
budget, drafted any proposals, or taken 
any votes after discussing the budget plan 
Monday night. 

The only suggestion they even seem 
near making is that the town consider a 
sewer use tax, without saying their board 
will support one. “Cutting budgets” was 
also mentioned, although selectman had 
few ideas on how that would be done. 

That type of action is what the Finance 
Committee demanded last week, when 
FinCom meml)ers criticized the select¬ 
men for failing to come Up with the budget 
plan requested by the Spring Town 
Meeting, and warned that if no budget 
plan is produced, Town Meeting may take 
strong retribution. 

Last spring, the Town Meeting took 
strong measures to force town officials to 
come up with a plan, by refusing to en¬ 
dorse police and school custodian con¬ 
tracts until a five-year plan was drafted. 

Town Manager Thomas Groux drafted 
a budget forecast a prediction of how 
the town’s finances would fare if spending 
and revenues don’t change for the next 


five years. But he carefully pointed out 
that it wasn’t a budget plan, since it didn't 
set out any policy for avoiding predicted 
deficits. 

Those deficits will start at $500,000 next 
year, according to the forecast, and rise 
to more than $1 million by 1987 

Last week. FinCom members said the 
forecast wasn’t enough to satisfy Town 
Meeting, and. after thinking about it for 
a week, selectmen tended to agree 

“Since meeting with the Finance Com¬ 
mittee. 1 think we do need to give some 
thought to the next step in our budget plan¬ 
ning,” said Selectmen Chairman Edward 
O’Connell. “To the degree that we can, I 
think we should give some directional 
signals." 

O’Connell's only personal “directional 
signal” was that he may now be in favor 
of a sewer use tax. an idea considered by 
selectmen last year, but withdrawn from 
the budget before the Spring Town 
Meeting could consider it. 

“A year ago 1 was opposed to a sewer 
use tax,” said O’Connell. “But I may not 
Ik» able to hold to that anymore.” His com 
ments were echoed by Selectman Mark 
Lombardi, who said “I’ve changed in a 
year” in his opposition to the tax. 

But Lombardi also had some ideas on 
cutting expenses, as well as raising 
revenues. 

Specifically, Lombardi said he wanted 
to end the practice of departments mak¬ 
ing large supply purchases at the end of 
the year, so that they could use up their 
budgeted funds. By doing so, department 
heads can point to their budgets, say they 


used all the money, and claim they need 
the same amount the following year " 

Lombardi suggested that town budgets 
simply be cut by a small percentage suen 
as 2 percent. “If they don’t have the 
money, they won’t spend it.” he said. 

Lombardi’s main point, however, was 
that the selectmen should give Town 
Meeting some option other than putting in 
a new tax. 

“1 would hope we are going to go to 
Town Meeting and say ‘You can have a 
sewer use charge, or , ” said Lombar 
tli -And we have to be careful with th.d 
•or.’ We don’t want to say ‘Or we’re going 
to cut something dear to everyone’s 
heart.’ That would sway the vote." 

Selectman Alan Macdonald was also 
pushing for giving the Town Meeting 
options. 

“We should try to be as specific as 
possible as to what the choices are going 
to be, without making the choices,” said 
Macdonald. “No matter how the selee 
men feel on a sewer usage tax, we should 
tell Town Meeting that next spring they 
will get a chance to debate the tax And 
that we will present them with a budget 
based on no sewer tax. and make some 
suggestions of how to do that. 

When O'Connell called the discussion 
to a close, the only choices mentioned 
were the sewer use tax or “something 
else." But the selectmen will have one 
more week to come up with that 
something else, as they will draft a final 
introduction to the budget forecast at their 
next meeting.

Police And Selectmen Shake Hands 
Over Long Awaited Contract 

Contract Still Needs TM Ratification 


Even as police and selectmen shook 
hands over the new police contract which 
selectmen signed Monday night, they 
knew that their triumph may be 
short-lived. 

The fate of the newly signed contract 
is up to Town Meeting which rejected the 
negotiated police contract last spring. 

“That is just the battle. The war is still 
to be fought to conclusion.” warned Select¬ 
men Chairman Edward O’Connell about 
the upcoming vote at November’s Special 
Town Meeting. 


Police appeared content with the 
bargains struck in negotiations which 
have been ongoing since last spring. The 
police union salvaged nearly every benefit 
granted to its members under the rejected 
contract. “It was a hard-fought battie. but 
I think we’ve come up with a package that 
both sides can live with,” said Sgt. Fran¬ 
cis Manzies, head of the police union 

The yet-to-be-passed contract gives 
police almost the same raise specified in 
the rejected contract — 7‘a percent as op¬ 


posed to 7>4 percent. All the benefit in¬ 
creases included in the rejected contract 
are in the new compromise, and in the 
case of night duty bonuses, the benefits 
are increased. 

But there is one major change in the 
new contract, a change that both the town 
and police union say is crucial. The new 
contract is for one year, rather than the 
customary two, which allows the town to 
negotiate with police to limit next year’s 
raises.

Dance Collective To Benefit Wellesley Club 


How does a choreographer “write” a 
dance? How does it evolve from its begin¬ 
ning as an abstract idea, linear move¬ 
ment. or rhythm to a fully developed 
theme? What does a dancer do to prepare 
his body for the performance? 

These and related questions will be 
answered and illustrated with featured 
dances at a benefit performance of the 
Dance Collective, sponsored by the Win¬ 
chester Wellesley Club on Oct. 20. 

The curtain will rise at 10:30 a.m. at the 
Parish of the Epiphany, Hadley Hall, 70 
Church st. The performance will lx* follow¬ 
ed by the club’s annual salad bar 
luncheon. 

Now celebrating its tenth anniversary, 
the Dance Collective evolved from a col¬ 
laboration of several choreographers for 
a university residency in 1973. Their ob¬ 
jectives were to produce and perform 
their original works as well as to offer 
training and experience to dancers. 

The present group of four 
choreographers, assisted by a company of 
professional dancers, have produced 80 
works which have received national and 
international recognition, as they have 
been performed both at home and abroad. 
The company is partially funded by the 
National Endowment for the Arts and the 
Massachusetts Council for the Arts and 
Humanities. 

Four members of the company — Ann 
Brown Allen, Martha Armstrong Gray. 
Kawn Kramer, and Carlo Rizzo — will be 
present at the benefit. Excerpts to be per¬ 
formed to illustrate the lecture- 
demonstration will include a duet based 
on karate forms. “Flowering into New 
Battles,” choreographed by Martha Arm¬ 
strong Gray: and “Three Preludes.” a 
solo danced by Ann Brown Allen to music 
by Gershwin. 

The performance will conclude with a 
full-length piece in costume, "Intervals of 
Heavy Rain.” by Dawn Kramer. Framer 
says of her work, “I continue to explore 
ordinary, routine activities as sources for 
making dances. The mundane objects of 


everyday life become physical, kinetic, 
and expressive extensions of the per¬ 
formers.” 

Dawn Kramer, a graduate of Sarah 
Lawrence College, is a former student of 
Martha Graham, Jose Limon. and Merce 
Cunningham. She has received awards 
from the National Endowment for the Arts 
and the Massachusetts Artists Foundation 
and was recently awarded a $15,(XX) grant 
from the Massachusetts Council for the 
Arts and Humanities to create a video¬ 
dance. Kramer is an assistant professor 
at the Massachusetts College of Art. 

Martha Armstrong Gray, a graduate 
of Bennington College, is, like Kramer, a 
founding member of the Dance Collective. 
She is the co-founder of the Harvard Sum¬ 
mer School Dance Center and heads the 
dance department at the Cambridge 
School in Weston. A recipient of numerous 
choreography grants, she recently created 
and performed “Pedestrian Dance Path.” 
a dance for the city performed on the 
walkways of the Boston Common and 
funded by a Massachusetts Arts Lottery 
grant. 

Ann Brown Allen, a performer with the 
Dance Company of the National Center of 
Afro-American Artists, also dances with 
the Danny Sloan Dance Company and the 
Dance Collective. She teaches jazz and 
ballet at Boston University. 

Originally a gymnast. Carlo Rizzo has 
been dancing for seven years. He still 
teaches gymnastics as well as performing 
jazz with a group called Impulse and 
modern dance with Danceworks.

Opera To School Youth 


The Community Schools Assn. Enrich¬ 
ment Committee previews and Sponsors 
educational and enriching programs for 
the town schools. 

The first townwide program of this 
school season will be the “Opera to Go” 
touring troupe from Young Audiences of 
Massachusetts.

Celebrates 63 Years 


The Winchester Chapter. American 
Red Cross, will host an open house for the 
community today, from 6:30 to 9:30 p.m 
at the Chapter, 39 Church st. The event is 
to mark the Chapter’s 63rd year of service 
to Winchester and to kick-off activities for 
the 1983-84 years. 

The general public is invited to drop by 
for refreshments and to meet with volun¬ 
teers and program directors of the Red 
Cross A fully-equipped disaster van will 
be on hand for inspection, short video 
tapes will be showing aspects of current 
Red Cross work, and visitors will he able 
to take a Health Risk Appraisal Test at no 
charge. There will even be several door 
prizes. (’ome and see the “new" office and 
“Old" and "new" of the Red Cross. 

The American Red Cross was founded 
by Clara Barton. Its overall purpose is to 
alleviate the suffeirngs of individuals 
caused by war and natural disaster. Na¬ 
tionally. it has been aiding victims of 
disaster since the great Michigan fires of 
the early 1880s and has l>een serving 


American servicemen since the Spanish- 
American War. 

Many local branches were established 
at the time of the First World War. The 
Winchester Chapter received its charter, 
after having l>een a branch for several 
years, in Nov. 1927. Since then the chapter 
has served the community in a variety of 
ways, providing nutrition and home nur¬ 
sing classes in the 30s, bandages in the 40s. 
transportation for the sick in the 50s, and 
first aid and water safety training from 
the beginning. 

It has also served as a conduit for com¬ 
munity support for the National Red 
Cross’s on-going disaster relief program 
and, perhaps most important, the life¬ 
saving blood collection program. 

The current chairman of the Winches¬ 
ter Chapter is Hubert “Bud" LeFever, 
secretary is Mary Beaton and treasurer 
is Frederick Zapalla. Any questions about 
the Red Cross or its service can be an¬ 
swered by calling the chapter or dropping 
by the office at 39 Church st. between 9 and 
3.

ABC Student Returns 
From Outward Bound 


Maurice “Bucket" Godfrey of 
Philadelphia, one of Winchester s ABC 
students, had an interesting experience 
this summer. He participated in a pro¬ 
gram called “Outward Bound." an out¬ 
door summer adventure program for high 
school age students who travel to the 
mountains of Northern Maine, the Rockies 
in Colorado, and the Blue Ridge Moun¬ 
tains of North Carolina. 

To be selected, candidates must be 
physically fit. along with having a desire 
and strong character to survive the 
rigorous schedule. 

After completing interviews, applica¬ 
tions. and written essays, Bucket was 
chosen to participate. He journeyed to 
Ashville, N.C., for the three-week ex¬ 
perience. which included canoeing, rock 
climbing, and hiking along with the 
camping. 

Ron Conolly, another A Better Chance 
student, interviewed Godfrey for a 
newsletter article. Godfrey told him, "It 
was a very strenuous activity. At times I 
thought I was going to die, but I survived 
it. You learn to expand your limits. Before 
I went there I was afraid of heights but not 
anymore." They hiked in the mountains 
10 to 12 hours a day after jogging five to 
seven miles every morning. 

The small groups each consisted of 10 
to 12 students with a leader. They became 
very close. “We were like a family for 
three weeks." Godfrey recalled. "We were 
all in the same boat and if we helped each 
other things would to a lot easier. I learn¬ 
ed that everyone must assume respon¬ 
sibility or nothing will get done." 

As Conolly pointed out in his article. 
"National ABC has chosen some in¬ 
teresting programs for its students to par¬ 
ticipate in, like the LEAD Program in 
business as well as Outward Bound. Each

of these programs broadens the scope of 
its’ participants. The benefits are im¬ 
measurable." 

Conolly and Godfrey are just two of the 
10 interesting young high school men who 
live at 2 Dix st. and participate in Win¬ 
chester’s ABC program. The program is 
completely community supported and 
depends greatly on fund-raising events 
like the one coming up this weekend on 
Saturday, Oct. 15. It is a "Fifties Dance" 
to be held at St. Eulalia’s Hall at 8 p.m. 
Tickets may be purchased at Cradock 
Apothocary or at the door.

COMPARISON OF THE SAME CLASS ENROLLMENTS

(Editor’s note: The following piece was 
written by Stone ave. resident William T. 
Jervcy to the Winchester School Commit¬ 
tee. A copy was sent to The Star.)

Now that the early enrollment figures 
are available, it might be an appropriate 
time to take another look at the Report of 
the Task Force on Declining Enrollment. 

First, it should be remembered that the 
Task Force report consisted of two entire¬ 
ly different types of analysis — one quan¬ 
titative, based upon over 20 years of 
enrollment and census data, and the other 
qualitative, based upon interview's with 
the community and town educators, and 
their own good sense. 

The qualitative aspects of the report 
never seemed to get much discussion or 
publicity. They are important, however, 
because they represent certain beliefs 
about what should he maintained in the 
school system in the face of continued 
declining enrollment. 

For example, the Task Force argued 
that the concept of neighborhood schools 
should be maintained. Moreover, they 
said, the ideal neighborhood school would 
contain two classrooms for each grade — 
an objective that would be made more at¬ 
tainable by their recommended closing of 
the Mystic School. 

The Task Force also presented the case 
that there is an important distinction to be 
made between the “certified” capacity of 
a school and the “estimated” capacity. 
The difference, by their estimate, is 
significant. For example, the certified 
capacity of the Muraco School is 500, the 
estimated capacity only 325. For the five 
remaining elementary schools in Win¬ 
chester, the certified capacity is 2280, the 
estimated capacity only 1525. 

Nowhere in the Task Force report does 
it recommend split-grade classrooms, of 
which there are currently nine at Am¬ 
brose, one at Lincoln, five at Lynch, five 
at Muraco, and three at Vincent- 
Owen. 

One of the most interesting things 
about the Task Force report is that its 
qualitative analysis seems to have been 
ignored completely. It is very clear from 
the report that the Task Force would 
never have anticipated that all the 
students from the former Mystic School 
district would be dumped into the Lincoln 
School and that no further adjustments 
would be made to the distribution of 
students across the remaining five 
elementary schools. 

Because there was no redistricting, we 
now have a situation in which the Lincoln 
School is housing 417 students and has an 
estimated capacity of only 325. It is 
operating at 128 percent of estimated 
capacity, and other schools are full of 
split-grade classes and operating at as lit¬ 
tle as 73 percent of estimated capacity 
(Lynch). 

That doesn’t sound like what the Task 
Force had in mind. 

The one factor that might justify the 
current unequal distribution of students 
would be that the forecast enrollments 
were decreasing so significantly in the im¬ 
mediate future that it made little sense to 
redistrict now when it might not be 
necessary in a year or two. 

That leads us to take a closer look at 
the quantitative aspects of the Task Force 
report. 

First of all, it is important to note that 
the Task Force was very persuasive in 
arguing that forecasting enrollments is 
less than an exact science. None of the 
earlier forecasts that they reviewed had 
been particularly accurate. In fact, they 
all underrestimated future enrollments by 
at least several percent (except for the ad¬ 
justed forecast for 1982 that was prepared 
in 1981 and was only under by 1.6 percent). 

In thdt light, it is impressive that the 
Task Force’s projection for 1983, ex¬ 
cluding special needs students, was 
remarkably accurate — in aggregate. By 
components, however, it was less accu¬ 
rate. They forecast 30 more high school 
students than showed up this month, and 
30 fewer elementary students. The dif¬ 
ferences, 2.4 percent and 2.2 percent, 
respectively, are at first intriguing, and 
later, indicative of two enrollment trends

that may not have been considered 
thoroughly by the Task Force. 

The enrollment statistics for I960 - 1983 
(Exhibits 1-4) show that, whereas 
students once migrated into the public 
school system in large numbers, they now 
leave it in equally large numbers. The 1st 
grade classes that began in 1960 through 
1968 had all grown larger by the time they 
graduated from high school (including 
Winchester graduates of Northeast Voca¬ 
tional School). For the first seven of those 
nine years, the average graduating class 
was 46 students (12 percent) larger than 
it had been in the first grade. 

By 1978, that migration pattern had 
been reversed, and this year’s senior 
class, including Northeast Vocational, is 
37 students (10 percent) smaller than 
when it was in first grade in 1972. 

The Task Force projections do reflect 
a continuation of this trend. However, one 
might ask where all these students are go¬ 
ing (and why) before attempting to 
predict whether they will continue to leave 
Winchester schools in such large 
numbers. 

Conversely, the first grade enrollment 
has almost always been greater than the 
number of births in Winchester six years 
earlier. Since 1965, there have only been 
two years when first grade enrollment 
was actually less than the birth rate six 
years earlier, 1971 and 1981. 

Although the increase in recent years 
has generally been smaller than it had 
been prior to 1977, it is curious that the 
Task Force forecast of first grade 
enrollments over the next four years calls 
for decreases of from 1 to 23 percent ver¬ 
sus the corresponding birth rate. In fact, 
their forecast for 1983 had expected a 
decrease of over 6 percent, and the actual 
enrollment reflects an increase of 1 
percent. 

The aggregate enrollment of K - 3 has 
increased in each of the last two years for 
the first time since 1968. This year’s third 
grade class may very possibly be the 
smallest we can expect in some time. If 
that is true, the K - 6 population may bot¬ 
tom out five to six years earlier than 
forecast, at a level of at least 150 students 
more than expected. 

In other words, the low point in elemen¬ 
tary enrollment could easily be at about 
90 percent of the estimated capacity of the 
school buildings. Even a moderate rate of 
growth over the next few years (2 percent) 
could put that figure at 100 percent as ear¬ 
ly as ten years sooner than forecast. 

In terms of immediate implications, 
there appears to have been no good reason 
not to redistrict last year when the Mystic 
closing was announced. It is even more 
compelling this year to proceed with 
redistricting, especially if it will help to 
minimize the need for split-grade 
classrooms. 

Finally, there is a real need to deter¬ 
mine why students are leaving the Win¬ 
chester schools. The implications of this 
migration are wide-ranging. If the trend 
continues to accelerate as it has over the 
past six years, the high school enrollment 
could actually bottom out at an even lower 
level than the Task Force has predicted. 
On the other hand, if the trend were to be 
reversed, as it was in the early 70s, the 
minimum enrollment might be nowhere 
near as low as forecast. In either case, the 
current migration begs the question 
whether our schools are as good as most 
of us would like to believe. 

During recent years while schools have 
been closed and teachers laid off, the 
School Committee has had to fight harder 
and harder for a relatively smaller piece 
of a relatively smaller tax pie. There are 
no more schools to be closed, and there 
may not be many more teachers to be laid 
off — or at least those who are laid off in 
the junior and senior high schools may 
have to be replaced by new elementary 
teachers. 

The School Committee is now, or soon 
will be, in a situation where it must fight 
for a grow ing piece of a still shrinking pie. 
If the Town Manager has used the Task 
Force forecasts in his budget planning, his 
anticipated town-wide deficits may be 
understated by an ever increasing 
amount. That is not good news for the 
schools or the town.

Drinking Water May Be Endangered 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

As you know, our drinking water has 
the chance of becoming an endangered 
species and threatens the health of us all. 

According to Ed Hopkins of the Clean 
Water Action Group: “This year Congress 
will have the opportunity to drag the na¬ 
tion’s anemic drinking water protection 
program into the twentieth century when 
it considers amendments to the Safe 
Drinking Water Act. Although large scale 
outbreaks of typhus, cholera, and other 
diseases caused by waterborne bacteria 
have been all but eliminated, preventing 
bacterial contamination remains the prin¬ 
cipal focus of the safe drinking water pro¬ 
gram. This preoccupation diverts 
attention from a pervasive new problem: 
the contamination of drinking water sup¬ 
plies with industrial wastes containing 
thousands of toxic synthetic organic 
chemicals. The presence of low concentra¬ 
tions of these chemicals has closed hun¬ 
dreds of wells, serving millions of people 
within the last few years. And the problem 
is likely to get worse before it gets better." 

Why is CMG involved? We received a 
call from Ralph Nader’s office in 
Washington, DC, asking for our help. 
Those of us who live in Reading know of 


the water problems, as well as the ones in 
Burlington, Winchester, and Woburn. We 
buy spring water at home and at the of¬ 
fice for our employees. To say no to such 
a needed plan of action was to say no to 
our children, our friends, our employees, 
and future generations. 

A recent graduate of Princeton, a 
Massachusetts woman, Polly Hoppin, has 
been put in charge of forming the Clean 
Water Fund in Massachusetts. I asked her 
to contact you for your ideas and help. 
You’ll enjoy meeting her. She is an in¬ 
telligent, dedicated, and thoughtful person 
who will get the job done, benefitting each 
of us. She might ask you to serve on an Ad¬ 
visory Committee. I hope you’ll accept. 
CMG has offered the use of our conference 
room for any meetings. Polly has to raise 
$22,500 to get going, but this will be done 
because the need is there.

This week’s report is on roll- 
calls from the week of Oct. 3-7. 

NEEDY AND HOMELESS (H 
6694): House approved 131-11, a 
complicated bill providing $1.6 
million in emergency assitance 
programs for the poor and home¬ 
less in Massachusetts. The meas¬ 
ure continues many already 
established programs and also 
extends emergency assistance to 
pregnant women without other 
children; provides money for up 
to four months of utility pay¬ 
ments for Aid to Families with 
Dependent Children (AFDC) 
families; and establishes new 
procedures to insure funds go 
only to those eligible. The bill also 
sets in place a system in which 
the homeless “street people” 
without a permanent address will 
be eligible for general relief 
checks. Another section allows 
the state, subject to appropria¬ 
tion, to help nonprofit organiza¬ 


tions provide services for the 
homeless, provided the state 
gives $3 for every $1 in funds the 
organization receives from any 
non-state source. 

Supporters argued the bill is a 
first step toward helping the 
destitute and homeless popula¬ 
tion in the state. They noted cur¬ 
rent projections indicate a $5 
million to $10 million surplus in 
the AFDC account and claimed 
that money could be used to fund 
the programs. 

Opponents said the bill goes 
too far and is simply an addi¬ 
tional duplicate welfare program 
for people already receiving siate 
aid. They said the bill is too broad 
and will result in people coming 
into Massachsuetts from out of 
state, without a home, and apply¬ 
ing for aid. 

A “Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
“Nay” vote is against it.

beneath it. 

I’ve always wondered about 
these kinds of housekeepers. 
What drives them to pursue that 
standard of so-clean-you-could- 
eat-off-the-floor? Do they plan to 
eat down there themselves some¬ 
day? Or are they seeking to erase 
some inner soil, in the fashion of 
Lady Macbeth? 

The interiorly neat find 
counterparts in those people who 
are especially particular about 
the outsides of their houses. They 
rake up leaves still swirling 
through the air, and snip off 
blossoms five minutes after 
they’ve started to droop. They're 
always touching up paint and 
replacing shaky floorboards on 
the porch. Some of them even get 
out brush, ladder and hose from 
time to time, and give their house 
a bath — just as if it were a big 
dog. 

There are those who are neat 
in their personal habits too, the 
types who will insist on just- 
ironed boxer shorts or a different 
nightie for every day of the week; 
who seem physically incapable of 
climbing into a bed that hasn't 


been invitingly turned down for 
them, with a fresh slice of clean 
linen beckoning them to rest. 
These people will make an un¬ 
made bed at midnight, hospital 
corners and all, only to im¬ 
mediately unmake it again by 
climbing into it. 

The interesting thing is, that in 
every case I’ve ever run across, 
people have chosen one par¬ 
ticular area of life on which to 
concentrate the full force of their 
neat-need. 

My husband has file cabinets 
full of tidy little stacks of cancell¬ 
ed checks, arranged 
chronologically — every check 
we’ve written in the last 15 years. 
But the inside of his closet looks 
like the scene of a terrorist bom¬ 
bing. Ruined shoes and certain 
favored hole-y workshirts com¬ 
pete for floor space with a 
decathlon’s worth of sporting 
goods. Tennis hats, squash rac¬ 
quets, golf cleats, you name it — 
all unified for the eye by full dress 
strangulation of neckties. 

I personally have a reputation 
for neatness that occasionally, I 
know, causes friends to want to 


punch me. “This place is always 
so perfect,” they sneer. “Where 
do you hide all the junk?” What 
they don’t realize, of course, is 
that I’m a let’s keep-the-place- 
picked-up sort of neat person. 
God knows, I’m not especially 
clean, as the most casual ap¬ 
praisal of my kitchen floor will 
testify. 

It’s true that entertaining the 
other night, I wet a corner of my 
napkin and cleaned a bit of fudge 
sauce off a guest’s face. True too 
that I tucked another guest’s lin¬ 
ing in for her as she arrived at the 
door. But that’s just my obsession 
with a blemish-free surface. The 
great irony is that I walked 
around for the first half-hour of 
that evening with the 24-inch hack 
zipper of my dress completely un¬ 
fastened. 

And if that isn’t a good 
metaphor to end on, I don’t know 
what is. Neat people are selec¬ 
tively neat; they choose one area 
of life in which to exercise their

We all need to do this in one 
way or another. Some do it by 
flossing three times a day. others 
by hosing down their sidewalks. 
Neat people take refuge in their 
urge to substitute the 
straightened-up and the orderly 
for the random and the dishevel¬ 
ed. They’re generally powerless 
before this urge. 

So give them your understan¬ 
ding and not your contempt, is 
what I say. If you can stop 
laughing long enough, give them 
a little help with their zippers too.

Council On Aging To Host MBTA Team To Issue SeniorlD’s 


An MBTA registration team will be at 
the Council on Aging. 1 Davis Square, 
Somerville, on Oct. 20 to issue identifica¬ 
tion cards permitting senior citizens and 
handicapped persons to ride MBTA rapid 
transit and local buses for reduced rates. 

With the cards, senior citizens may 
ride MBTA r^pid transit lines and local 
buses lor 10'. If the fare exceeds that 
amount, the cardholders pay half fare. 


Eligible citizens from Somerville and 
surrounding towns are eligible to register 
between the hours of 9:30 a.in. and 2:30 
p.m. 

To be eligible for a senior citizen re¬ 
duced fare identification card, which con¬ 
tains the name and address of the holder 
and a color photograph for positive iden¬ 
tification. senior citizens must bring pro¬ 
of of age — 65 years of older such as a 


birth certificate, baptismal record, or 
driver’s license; proof of residency, such 
as a driver’s license, or library card. 
Medicare cards will not be accepted as 
proof of age 

The MBTA stressed that senior citizens 
who already have a reduced fare identifi¬ 
cation card do not need to register again. 
MBTA will make visits to other com¬ 
munities in the area throughout the year. 


To be eligible for a handicapped citizen 
reduced fare identification card, handi

We had a wonderful vacation trip to the 
most beautiful scenes in America if not 
in the world the Canadian Rockies.

the lake for her daughter, Louise. The 
glacier is often in fog but a number of 
times it was clearly visible and 1 look 
some lovely pictures, one at 8 p.m. It 
stayed light until 10 o’clock at night in late 
June when we were there. 

The banking in front of Chateau Lake 
Louise and in the back was covered with 
gorgeous big yellow and orange poppies 
swaying in the wind. From Lake Louise 
we took a sightseeing trip to Morraine 
Lake and the Valley of the 10 Peaks. 

It was an all-day trip to Jasper Na¬ 
tional Park and we stopped several times 
at “viewpoints” where we left the scenic 
dome buses to admire or take pictures. 

At noon we arrived at Columbia Ice¬ 
fields where they operate icemobiles to 
take you out on the glacier for *15 minutes 
— if you have the courage. I thought I 
didn’t want to go, but when I got there it 
didn’t look too Hazardous so I went. 

Icemobiles are a kind of Jeep with run 
tiers on the front like a sleigh and traction 
wheels on the back like a Jeep. They go 
right out onto the glacier, over the crusty 
snow with streams of water running just 
underneath the crust. 

When one of these crusts breaks 
through the icemobile lurches down into 
the rut and you are considerably jolted so 
it’s a bumpy if not a dangerous ride. In¬ 
side passengers sit three or four each side 
and hang on for dear life when the icemo¬ 
bile lurches or goes over a bump 

Caretakers spend five hours a day 
working on the glacier to keep the path 
passable. The center part of the icemobile 
is open, so you can stand up when they 
permit il. if you dare, and peer over the 
edge of the center to get an unobstructed 
view. 

When far out on the glacier they stop 
and you can get out and walk around, very 
cautiously, lest you step into a soft crust 
where your foot mighl sink into the cold 
water. One man got his foot completely in¬ 
to the icy water. 

Sometimes the wind is 40 miles per 
hour, hut it was not blowing and the 
sunlight was not too dazzling when we 
were there. The glacier is melting quite 
a number of inches every year yet the ice 
is over 1,0(K) feet thick where we went. 

After our thrilling trip on the Colum¬ 
bia Icefields we had lunch at the chalet 
there and continued on to Jasper on a dif¬ 
ferent bus. Each bus was driven by a 
young college student who acted as guide, 
pointing out places of interest and mak¬ 
ing the tour as interesting as he individ¬ 
ually could. My friend Fat says she put 
more boys through college than she could 


count with the tips we paid them. 

The mountain driving was hazardous 
and sometimes a passenger would ask the 
driver how long he had been in that local¬ 
ity Most ol them, it turned out. had been 
there two weeks or less. Our driver. Gor¬ 
don had been over from Scotland only a 
month and another lad just a week 

()n one of the hairpin turns, after it was 
safely past, Gordon remarked. “Such a 
deathly silence! “ At another place he ad¬ 
vised us. “You had better shut your eyes 
here. I always do!” 

We arrived at night at Jasper Park 
Lodge, a beautiful place, the lodge itself 
built new in 1952 after a lire. There are no 
rooms m the lodge itself, but in small log 
cabins built on little paths laid out around 
the lodge like streets. 

After trailing along quite a distance, 
we asked the porter what to do it it rained 
hard. He replied. "Oh just pick up the tele¬ 
phone and call us and we ll send a taxi to 
bring you to the lodge.” And they did 

The first night we were there we went 
into the gift shop and right outside the win¬ 
dow beyond the footpath was a huge big 
moose, wild, yet tame enough to come 
right into the lodge grounds It would have 
been a wonderful picture but 1 didn't have 
my camera and we didn’t see him again 
in the four days we were there. We saw 
plenty of wild animals — bears and cubs, 
moose, deer, beavers, praric dogs once, 
even buffalo in an enclosure. 

Lac Beauvert was beautiful, contin¬ 
ually changing color with the different 
lights and shadows Jasper was my 
favorite among all the places we visited. 
We ate in the main dining room which was 
very swanky, with glass windows from 
ceiling to floor and a fine orchestra. There 
were eight or nine courses with French 
titles to main dishes. 

July 4 they celebrated with a huge 
Statue of Liberty, almost life size, made 
of ice and lighted by electricity from 
within the statue's base The children 
were captivated and stood open-eyed with 
clasped hands in front of it. 

We took a trip up Ml. Edith Cavell, 8400 
feet up the 11,000 foot mountain. I was for¬ 
tunate enough to see the start of a new 
cascade of snow or water start down the 
mountainside where there had been none 
before. 

Our last trip from Jasper was to 
Maligne Canyon, most awe-inspiring and 
beautiful , then back to Montreal via Cana¬ 
dian National, and home with memories 
to last a lifetime and slides to supplement.

Captain Cook arrived and brought with 
him a new era. On Aug. 21. 1959, the 
Hawaiian Islands were proclaimed the 
50th state in the union by President 
Dwight Eisenhower. 

That the people of Hawaii still pre¬ 
serve, protect and love their land is evi¬ 
dent in every aspect of Hawaii. As one 
avid traveler said: “a Vacation is going 
away and deliberately leaving your cam¬ 
era at home:” it is obvious he had never 
been to Hawaii. 

The lush green valleys, exotic forests, 
tropical sea life, winding coast lines and 
a picture beside a hula dancer to show the 
folks back home will serve as wonderful 
memories of your Hawaiian vacation 
when captured in photographs. (In case 
you accidentally forget your camera most 
camera shops and hotels rent underwater 
and regular cameras.) 

Oahu 

The most popular location for travelers 
visiting the Hawaiian Islands is the island 
of Oahu home of Honolulu and Waikiki 
Beach. Honolulu is the capital of the 
islands and is the only city in the Pacific 
It is the land of twinkling city lights, fiery 
luaus. mile-long beaches and Don Ho. 

Sheraton Hotels dominate Waikiki 
beach with five hotels. They have several 
tantalizing restaurants, nightly shows, 
and shops. The Hyatt in Honolulu is a 
gigantic mass of indoor waterfalls, elite 
shops, gourmet restaurants and a splen¬ 
did view of Waikiki Beach and Diamond 
Head. The Hilton Hotel chain also has 
several hotels in Honolulu. Please consult 
your travel agent for accommodations. 

The Ala Moana Mall, one of the largest 
in the world, is just a quick ride on the 
local bus. On Kalakaua ave. there are the 
International Market Place, the Royal 
Hawaiian Shopping Mall, and the Waikiki 
Shopping Center which has many fast-food 
restaurants. 

Factory outlet stores in Honolulu in¬ 
clude the Macadamia Nut Factory and the 
Mu-Mu Factory which both offer great dis¬ 
counts and will ship goods anywhere. 
There are also many street vendors who 
can offer great bargains but you should 
be warned that some vendors try to cheat 
the tourists. 

Most hotels have outside cafes for 
breakfast, lunch, brunch and dinner. Tell 
the cab driver to take you to Bobby 
McGee’s Restaurant for a delightful even¬ 
ing, your waiter is dressed as a fairytale 
character. (Good food - good prices.) 

A rental car is not necessary in Hono¬ 
lulu. because the local buses take you vir¬ 
tually anywhere such as the Polynesian 
Cultural Center, Pearl Harbor, Diamond

Head, or around the island. 

You should know that the Pearl Har¬ 
bor tour does not allow you to actually go 
on the Arizona Memorial, the Navy Tour 
is the only tour that allows admittance on 
the Memorial. 

Maui 

The second most popular island is 
Maui, the second largest in the Hawaiian 
chain. Maui was named after a Polynesian 
Paul Bunvan who was a maker of mischief 
and miracles. 

To make ones own mischief and maybe 
miracles you must rent a car on Maui. One 
of the highlights of your trip to Maui is the 
“road to Hana.” It is breathtaking and 
awe-inspiring and can become an adven¬ 
ture — or a nightmare. You will cross one¬ 
way bridges (beware of oncoming cars), 
cascading waterfalls, trees with leaves as 
big as man, and tropical foliage. 

The road, part of which was carved out 
of the cliffs, has no less than 900 curves, 
most of which arc in the last 25 miles, 
therefore the road is suitable only for 
small cars. It takes over two hours to 
finally reach Hana, a village consisting of 
a small inn and a few shops. It is said that 
famous people reside in Hana to truly be 
“away from it all.” 

Ten miles past Hana are the Seven 
Sacred Pools, a series of seven basins 
leading to a black sand beach (the sand 
is black from lava spouting out of the 
volcanoes >. The pools were once forbidden 
to anyone except Hawaiian royalty. Swim¬ 
ming is permitted. 


Your hotel will gladly pack you a pic 
nic lunch to eat at The Seven Pools picnic 
grounds or try Dillon’s, a popular stop for 
liana-hound travelers. Don’t blink or 
you’ll miss this homestyle eatery located 
a few miles before the "road to Hana " 
When leaving Hana make sure that you 
leave before 4 p.m the roads are 
treacherous to drive after dark. Another 
alternative for your return trip is to go 
about 10 miles past the Seven Pools and 
enter onto a road which bears this warn¬ 
ing "This road unpaved and not recom¬ 
mended — travel at your own risk and 
expense.” 

Charles Lindbergh's grave is located 
on this road, you must look very carefully 
for a small white church and behind it is 
the cemetery where he is buried. 

For the less-than-brave souls, an alter¬ 
native to the “road to Hana” is the drive 
which takes you to the "Blow Horn." a 
natural formation of rocks which spouts 
water. This road has hidden paths which 
lead to secluded beaches and if you are 
lucky enough you might even spot a local 
surfer “hanging ten " 

Lahaina, the main village on Maui, was 
the original whaling port of the Pacific and 
sometimes you can still see the fishermen 
weighing in their daily catch. 

Kaanapali is fast becoming the Hono¬ 
lulu of Maui with its never-ending develop¬ 
ment of hotels and condominiums. You 
will be greeted at the Kaanapali Beach 
Resort by a meticulously manicured golf 
course which flanks the lioach front hotels.

The Hyatt Regency Maui, is one of the 
most lavish resorts anywhere. It boasts a 
double swimming pool centered by a cave 
with an underground bar and health spa 
If you arc a guest of the hotel you may 
take a splash in the pool via a two story 
slide through a lush tropical garden or 
take a stroll over the rickety and swaying 
bridge 

The Swan Court restaurant at the 
Hyatt is expensive, but a most pleasant . 
and elegant dining experience situated on 
the shore of a pink swan-filled lagoon. 
Other hotels are the year-old Marriott and 
the Sheraton Maui. 

Every night at sunset you can watch 
the world-famous cliff diver light the tor¬ 
ches at the Sheraton Maui and then tak$ 
a daring dive off the cliffs for a sped* 
tacular grand finale. 

If you like pineapple and sugar cane 
fields you can drive through the lab 
Valley. This road takes you through tree- 
shaded streets and then to the Iao Needlb 

Maui’s strange 2,250 feet high lava for 
motion. 

Molokai 

Molakai, “The Friendly Isle" is knowp 
for its primitive tropical beauty. If you are 
an unhurried traveler looking for a remote 
spot to unwind, Molokai is for you. 

Although it does not exist any longer, 
you can still visit the site of Father Da¬ 
mien’s leper colony by prior arrangement 
with Molokai Mule Tours or by a travel 
agent or take a photo safari through the 
Molokai Ranch 

If you are a golfer, the Sheraton 
Molakai is your dream come true — some 
days only a groundskeeper is on their stun 
ning golf course. 

Hawaii 

The island of Hawaii lies 2(H) miles 
southeast of Honolulu and is twice as large 
as the other islands combined. Some at 
tractions are Kilauea Volcano which is 
still erupting, Hawaii Volcanoes National 
Park, Tree Fern Forest, and Thurstoh 
Lava Tube. 

Kauai 

The Island of Kauai has the distinction 
of having the movie “South Pacifia” 
filmed on it. This island boasts wide 
gleaming beaches, as well as the Coconut 
Plantation, Spouting Horn, and breathtak¬ 
ing Poipu Beach. 

The temperature in the Hawaiian 
Islands averages from 67 in January to 90 
in August and September

although Andersen attended his first 
assessor’s meeting in a month to request 
changes 

Arriving at the meeting 15 minutes 
late. Andersen told his fellow assessors 
that he believed the new update was 
inequitable. Higher-priced homes were 
being underassessed, he said, and lower- 
priced homes were being overassessed to 
make up the values 

To rectify the situation. Andersen said, 
assessors should decrease condominium 
assessments by 2 to 4 percent and 
decrease assessments on the least expen¬ 
sive single family homes by 2 percent. 
Any home valued at over $ 200 , 000 . he said, 
should be increased by 4 percent. 

Under the update, condominiums were 
assessed individually, the least expensive 
homes got an assessment increase of 7 
percent, and the most expensive homes 
were increased by 10 percent. Andersen’s 
proposal would cut the increase for inex¬ 
pensive homes to 5 percent, and up 
assessments on expensive homes by 14 
percent < twice the rate of inflation in hous¬ 
ing prices). 

Andersen said that his proposal would 
iron out inequities still present from the 
1981 Patten revaluation, inequities he said 
won’t be solved by the update. 

“There are still going to be inequities, 
because you have an inequitable base,” 
said Andersen. “But it will be better.” 

Carlson answered that he would be 
glad to make any changes that would 
make the assessments more equitable. 
But he wondered if there were statistics 
to back up Andersen’s 4 percent, 2 percent 
and 6 percent changes. 

When Carlson went to the assessors’ 
files to look at property values, and sec 
what Andersen’s changes would do to 
them. Andersen said “Goodnight 
gentlemen” and walked out, 45 minutes 
after he arrived.

Carlson was left shouting. ”We’re 
working on it. George. Come back and 
work with us.” 

Then, when Carlson and Assessor Sher¬ 
man Josephson checked Andersen’s sales 
comparison to see whether those figures 
would back up the proposed changes, they 
found the sales didn’t happen. 

Andersen’s refusal to work with the 
board, and his action in placing the ads on 
Continental Cable, led to Carlson’s request 
for his resignation. 

In a letter to Andersen, Carlson stated, 
“1 find your act of placing an ad on the loal 
television channel inconsiderate, uncon¬ 
scionable and not in the best interests of 
the town of Winchester. Your concerns 
should have been made known through 
productive measures, such as fulfilling 
your responsibility as an assessor by 
working for the best interests of the town’s 
taxpayers.” 

Carlson concluded the letter by stating, 
“As long as I am chairman, equitable tax¬ 
ation will be the main goal of this office, 
and I formally request you work with us 
or resign.” 

Andersen did neither, and the battle 
rages on.

O’Connell that the Jaycees, who disband¬ 
ed this year, would continue to cooperate 
with the Chamber of Commerce to help 
the event run without mishaps. 

“We are providing manpower, direc¬ 
tion and lay-out,” he said. “We’ve hired 
two MDC policemen, and we ourselves 
could assist them by remaining outside 
across the street.” 

O’Connell said he welcomed the sug¬ 
gestions and that they deserved to be tried 
out. He also insisted that the hours be 
changed so that all lines would be ter¬ 
minated after 9. 

Chamber of Commerce Director 
Catherine Alexander assured selectmen 


that the short-term inconvenience to 
neighbors would be worth the long-term 
benefit to the town. 

“I have no doubt that the dark side of 
this whole thing is petty vandalism.” she 
said. “But hopefully, if we all work 
together we can continue this valuable 
tradition.” 

O’Connell suggested that Alexander 
enlist the help of the schools to participate 
as well. 

“I have already done so." she told him. 
“And I extend the invitation to anyone, in¬ 
cluding you.” 

“It’s been a long time since I bobbed 
for apples,” laughed O’Connell. 


Fair Share Designs Program 
To Bring Down Fuel Costs 


Massachusetts Fair Share, the 
statewide citizen action organization, has 
designed a program to help people drive 
down rising fuel costs while increasing 
consumer protection and the quality of 
service. 

This program is a Heating Oil Coop 
which last year helped 1300 households 
save up to 20 percent on their oil bills. 
Because of the tremendous success of the 
program, the Coop has been expanded to 
over 200 communities, including Win¬ 
chester. 

Fair Share’s Coop locates reliable 
dealers willing to sell oil and service at 
reasonable prices to our members. The 
maximum price Fair Share members pay 
is the wholesale price plus a fixed mark¬ 
up for profit and operating expenses. As 


the wholesale price rises or falls, the retail 
price charged by oil dealrers goes up or 
down accordingly. 

Fair Share has successfully negotiated 
contracts with 1(5 retail oil dealers to 
deliver oil to its members at a fixed mark¬ 
up from the wholesale price. 

As a result of the unique pricing struc¬ 
ture used by the oil coop, members were 
able to save between five-15 cents per 
gallon last winter. While wholesale prices 
fell dramatically last year, (from $1 to 80 
cents a gal.) many retail oil dealers were 
slow in passing these savings along to 
their customers. However the coop price 
fell to below 90 cents a gallon last winter 
and many coop members reported sav¬ 
ings for the heating season of $100-$200.

John Roll Brings Unusual Souvenir 
Back From Norway —His Roommate

Together, they have milked 
cows, learned each other’s 
languages, shared homes and 
dined on foods as diverse as 
brown cheese, rice porridge and 
McDonald’s hamburgers. 

John Roll of Central st. and 
Tominge Haaland of Tysaer, Nor¬ 
way, met last year when Roll was 
an exchange student at a voca¬ 
tionally oriented boarding school 
outside of Bergen. 

Haaland helped Roll to learn 
Norwegian, and at the end of the 
year he decided to accompany his 
roommate back to the States, to 
attend Winchester High School 
for one year. 

In Norway, the two studied 
and socialized together, along 
with working on Haaland’s farm, 
where Roll learned how 
Norwegians make the most out of 
a land rich in natural resources. 

The pair also rode Haaland’s 
motorcycle through the moun¬ 
tainous countryside, replete with 
snow-capped fjords, intensely 


green hills and pine-studded 
forests. 

Throughout their different ex¬ 
periences, the two communicated 
in a mixture of English and 
Norwegian, until Roll insisted on 
dropping the English altogether. 
And both laugh as they 
remember that Norwegians 
couldn’t tell Roll was American 
when he hitchhiked throughout 
the countryside. 

“John speaks to me in 
Norwegian because he doesn’t 
want to forget,” laughs Haaland. 
“He learned so fast it was 
unbelievable. But now he’s been 
helping me with my English, 
since I got here in August. His 
whole family has been helpful.” 

Both Haaland and Roll refer to 
the friendliness of each other’s 
countries. And both are quick to 
point out differences they’ve en¬ 
countered. For Haaland, who is 
used to a more vocationally 
oriented school system, the 
academic nature of Winchester 
High School has been suprising, 


along with the competition he 
notices between students. 

“They take it so much more 
seriously here,”he points out. “In 
Norway, they study more prac¬ 
tical things, and there isn’t so 
much homework.” 

For Roll, now a physics major 
at the University of 
Massachusetts in Boston, the 
Norwegian boarding school did 
not require a great deal of study¬ 
ing, and he was able to devote 
most of his time to learning the 
language. 

“They study more practical 
things in Norway, like weaving, 
hotel management and 
childcare,” he explains.“I didn’t 
have to study very hard.” 

It isn’t as easy for Haaland, 
who is studying geometry, social 
studies and English as a Second 
Language at Winchester High. 
He was also enrolled in a wood¬ 
working class which he dropped 
when he discovered how confus¬ 
ing it was to measure his 
materials in inches, instead of the 


metric measures he is used to. 

Before spending a year at 
boarding school, Haaland attend¬ 
ed schools near his farm. After 
school, he would help out with the 
chores, often riding his tractor 
through the isolated roads. 

“There is much more privacy 
and freedom where I come 
from,” he says a bit wistfully. “In 
Winchester, there are always 
police around.” 

Haaland is also suprised at the 
amount of time Americans are 
willing to devote to athletics. As 
a member of the high school’s 
varsity soccer team, he now 
spends his after-school hours 
dribbling, shooting and perfec¬ 
ting his soccer skills. 

“When I write to my friends 
and tell them how much time we 
spend playing football, they can’t 
believe it,” he laughs, explain¬ 
ing,“They don’t call it soccer. But 
even the national team in Norway 
doesn’t practice as much as we

Dynasty In The Making? 


Young Golf Team Wins First Two, Shows Promise Of Future

The first hint that future Winchester 
High School golf teams will be tearing up 
the courses of the Middlesex League came 
this week. 

Discount the fact that the current team 
had three losses and a tie in its first four 
matches of the season. After all, the 
golfers on the team are just getting started 
— there is only one senior on the squad, 
and the majority are freshmen and 
sophomores. Plus, until recently the team 
didn’t have a home course to practice on. 

But in those first four matches, the 
neophyte golfers got valuable experience. 
And a few weeks ago, thanks to the father 
of one of the team members, they got a 
course to practice on — the Winchester 
Country Club. 

Now, with a degree of experience and 
a whole lot of practice, the team has 
started winning. 

Last week, the Sachem golfers took two 


matches in a row, in back-to-back contests 
against Malden and Wakefield. The 
team’s four top golfers are regularly 
shooting in the low 40s, and coach Joe 
Aversa sees a dynasty in the making. 

“They’re a young team now, but in a 
year or two they’ll be giving every other 
team in the Middlesex League fits,” said 
Aversa. 

They’ll be giving the ML teams fits for 
a few years, too. Number two golfer David 
Bonner, who shot a 41 last week, is only 
a sophomore. Numbers three and five 
golfers John Colantino and Brian Babin 
are freshmen, and Colantino shot a 41 last 
week as well. 

Younger players like Charlie Mar- 
quardt and Bob Zirkel, who at number 
seven and eight don’t compete for scoring 
points, are also playing well as they get 
into the season. 

And the entire team really wants to 
work at it. “They are interested in the 


game, spend a lot of time practicing, and 
now they’ve had two very good matches,” 
noted Aversa. 

The main cause of the Sachem im¬ 
provement this year can be traced to the 
“lots of time practicing." And where that 
practice is done. 

When the season started, Aversa was 


sending the kids out to practice on any 
course they could get a tee time at. But 
thanks to Robert Zirkel and the manage¬ 
ment at the Winchester Country Club, the 
team now practices on a true home 
course. 

The fact that the WCC is one of the best 
courses in the country has to help as well 


— if the Sachems golfers can turn in low 
scores on the long, narrow, tricky holes at 
Winchester, they can shoot well 
anywhere. 

All that practice at the WCC paid off 
last week, as the Sachems defeated 
Malden on the fairways of the Unicorn 
Golf Club in Stoneham on Wednesday, and 
then went on to defeat Wakefield 
Thursday. 

Malden wasn’t scheduled to play 
against Winchester, but they “had some 
time, called us, and asked if we could get 
together," according to Aversa. Judging 
from the 7-2 drubbing Malden took, they 
probably shouldn’t have called. 

Malden only took one individual match 
all day, beating number one golfer John 
Donnellon by one hole, even though Don- 
nellon shot a 42. Donnellon’s partner, 
fourth man Tom Outwater, took his in¬ 
dividual match 3-1, but the Sachem team 
still lost the best ball match 1-0. 


That was it for Malden, as the Sachem 
golfers swept the rest of the matches. 

Number two golfer Dave Bonner won 
by 2-1 with a 41. his partner Brian Babin, 
fifth on the Sachem depth roster, won 2-0, 
and the team won 2-0. 

John Colantino, playing at number 
three, added to the Sachem score with a 
4-3 win. while partner Bob Murphy took 
his 2-0. The team won 2-1 in the host ball 
match to give the Sachems the seventh 
point. 

Although they weren’t playing for 
points, Marquardt and Zirkel were play¬ 
ing for pride, and they can claim some of 
that.

A Certain Dynasty Continues 


Girls Soccer Team Just Can’t Lose, Continue Unbeaten Streak

There is one thing the Sachemette soc¬ 
cer team can’t do. 

No matter who they come up against, 
the team can pass, dribble, defend their 
goal and score time after time. Their 8-0 
record proves that this team can go out on 
a soccer field and do everything a team 
of experienced players can do — except 
lose a ball game.

And Roll wasn’t used to Nor¬ 
way’s rainy climate. “It rained 
for the first two months I was 
there,” he recalls.“And in the 
winter, it was only light out from 
11 in the morning until about 3. 
And even then it was only hazy.” 

But Roll did get a chance to 
see the midnight sun.“I saw it go¬ 
ing down behind the mountains. 
It reminded me of a stone skim¬ 
ming across a lake. It was really 
beautiful.” 

Roll is still a little overwhelm¬ 
ed by his experiences in Nor¬ 
way.“It’s been really hard to 
come back and sit down to study 
physics,” he admits. 

“I miss the mountains and the 
farm, and the people I lived with. 

I feel like I got really close to peo¬ 
ple, and then I had to leave.’ 

Roll got especially close to the 
Vatne family, who own a farm 
outside of Bergen. He was 
already friends with Hilda Vatne, 
who had spent a year living on 
Somerset st. with her aunt and 
uncle and had attended Win¬ 
chester High School for a year. 

“When Hilda kept talking 
about Norway my senior year, I 
decided I wanted to go,” he 
recalls. “Her parents were the 
ones who suggested I attend the 
boarding school, instead of just 
working on the farm.” 

Roll’s own parents weren’t as 
enthusiastic about the idea. 

“My father wanted me to go to 


college right away,” remembers 
Roll. “But when I said, ‘I’m leav¬ 
ing, he began to cooperate. 

After a while, Roll’s parents, 
John and Margaret, got used to 
the idea, and even came over to 
Norway themselves to visit. 

“Once they saw it for 
themselves, they really 
understood,” says Roll. “I also in¬ 
troduced them to Tominge’s 
family, and that’s when I asked 
them about having him come 
stay with us.” 

With five children of their own 
as well as an ABC student, the 
Rolls were a little hesitant at 
first, but soon agreed. And 
Haaland had to convince his own 
parents. 

Haaland says his friends, 
many of whom are about to enter 
the army for their mandatory 
12-15 months of service, are 
jealous.“Everyone thinks I am 
very lucky to go to America,” he 
grins. “And I think I am too.” 

Haaland says other students 
have been both friendly and 
curious. And he noticed several 
other appealing things about Win¬ 
chester, despite an occasional 
bout of homesickness. 

“I think it is very beautiful 
here,” he says.“I’ve never seen 
such houses, and the trees come 
across the street like a tunnel. 
There are also many pretty girls, 
although they wear too much 
make-up.” 

While Haaland is planning on 
visiting Florida and Washington, 
Roll is planning on going back to 
Norway as soon as he can 
manage. 

It is certain that the two will 
have many exchanges between 
them in the future.

Gridders Back On Win Track 


The Sachem football squad, coaching 
ranks and fans could have wiped out the 
New’ England supply of Rolaids after Fri¬ 
day night’s contest. 

Although Winchester led through the 
entire game, and bounced back from its 
first loss of the season last week with a 
26-16 victory over Wakefield Friday night, 
the game was nerve-wracking from begin¬ 
ning to end. 

For the first quarter of the game, there 
were a few knots in every stomach as 
Sachem followers, recalling last week’s 
6-0 loss to Belmont, watched the Sachem 
offense go nowhere. 

Taut nerves unwound in the second 
quarter though, as the gridders managed 
a pair of touchdowns in a matter of 
minutes to put Winchester high above the 
Wakefield Warriors. 

The mood in the stands was so loose 
that everyone laughed, clapped and 
cheered at the half-time extravaganza put 
on by the Winchester High School Mar¬ 
ching Band, complete with a hocus-pocus 
entrance by Priscilla Miller and a Fred 
and Ginger routine from the drum majors. 

But by the end of the game, the heart¬ 
burn was blazing away. 

The Sachem defense, which had 
managed to shut out Wakefield w’ith a 
series of sacks, fumble recoveries and in¬ 
terceptions (one of which was returned by 
Brian Carroll for a touchdown), was sud¬ 
denly unable to stop the Warrior rush. 

The offense suffered the loss of starting 
quarterback Bob Palmer in the second 
half, and was turned away twice from in¬ 
side the Wakefield 10-yard line. 

And with less than two minutes to go. 
Wakefield put together two eight-point 


producing drives to draw within four of the 
Sachems. 

The Warriors would have gone ahead, 
in fact, on a fourth quarter interception 
that back Bill Reynolds ran back across 
the goal line. But a roughing the passer 
call nullified the play. 

(Palmer, shook up on that play, turn¬ 
ed over the quarterback duties to Will 
Porter. However, he will be back next 
week.) 

It was that call, and the late start of the 
Warrior surge, that gave Winchester the 
game and allowed the Sachems boost their 
season record to 3-1 (2-1 for the league). 

For about three quarters of Friday 
night’s football game, it looked like 
defense would be the game story for the 
second game in a row. But in this one. it 
would be the Sachem defense and not Bel¬ 
mont’s that starred. 

The defense sacked Warrior quarter¬ 
back Steve Amyouny four times for 45 
yards, forced and recovered two fumbles 
to stop a couple of drives, and came up 
with that crucial, goal-producing in¬ 
terception. 

Led by the fierce rushing of Dave Mac¬ 
Millan, Dave Koffman and Tony Vozzella, 
the Sachems managed to stop every shot 
Wakefield had at moving up the field for 
three-and-a-half quarters. 

Even in the last few minutes of the 
game, the defense looked like they could 
shut out Wakefield right to the end. 

About mid-way through the quarter, 
when Wakefield started moving up the 
field quickly with a series of well-executed 
running plays, the Sachem defense 
responded. 

A long bomb was broken up by the 


Sachem defensive backfield, Dave Doher¬ 
ty and MacMillan stormed the Warrior of¬ 
fensive line to sack Amyouny for a 15-yard 
loss, ajid then Koffman charged in for the 
second sack in a row to push Wakefield 
back to the 6-yard line. 

That bit of defensive work gave Win¬ 
chester its final and game winning 
touchdown, as a short punt started them 
off at the Wakefield 40. 

Pat Murray and Steve Cullen were 
responsible for that one. On the first two 
plays from the 40. Winchester got 
nowhere, as they tried to go outside 
against a Wakefield defense that was look¬ 
ing outside. So Murray simply bulled 
through the middle of the line to get to the 
20. Cullen then did the same thing on the 
next play for the score. 

Cullen’s was the only touchdown of the 
half, although the Sachems got inside the 
10-yard-line twice in the third quarter, on¬ 
ly to miss the score. 

The offense produced only one other 
score of the game, in fact, halfway 
through the second quarter. 

The first touchdown was a masterpiece 


of grind-em-out football, as the Sachems 
moved 75 yards downfield on the running 
of Brian Carroll, Murray and quarterback 
Palmer 

Nothing fancy all the way, just a few 
yards here and a few yards there from 
hard-working backs. The touchdown, in 
fact, was scored on a five-yard dive from 
Carroll. 

Carroll would score the second Sachem 
touchdown seconds later. 

Wakefield fielded the kick-off on the 24, 
then got nowhere as the Sachem defense 
stopped a run and then sent Koffman in 
to throw Amyouny for a 12-yard sack. 

On third-and-22, Amyouny had to 
throw. Only trouble was, he threw right in¬ 
to the arms of a leaping Carroll, who 
scooted across the goal line for the 
touchdown. 

The play was the highlight of the game 
for the Sachems, psyching the team and 
the fans in the stands as well. 

And besides helping win the game, it 
gave the band a relaxed audience. Good 
thing they don’t march at the end of the 
game.

a career advertising executive and 
premier jazz musician, is the recipient of 
the L. K. Sissman Award of the Advertis¬ 
ing Club of Greater Boston. 

Crandall, a senior vice president and 
management supervisor for Cabot Adver¬ 
tising in Boston, was presented with the 
Sissman Award at the club’s 23rd annual 
Hatch Awards recently. 

In the presentation of the award, which 
is kept secret from the recipient until the 
ceremony, Crandall was cited for both his 
contributions to the advertising field since 
1948 and "for finding the time to pursue 
the arts in a serious way.” 


Crandall, a loth Mountain Division 
veteran and a graduate of Harvard Col¬ 
lege. is renowned not only for his 
numerous successes in the creative and 
account aspects of advertising but also for 
his facility as a pianist since his 
undergraduate day.

Tax Exemption Bill Passed By House 


Whip Saltmarsh’s bill increasing the 
property tax exemptions for certain 
religious organizations has been passed by 
the House and sent to the Senate for 
action. 

The bill, which is subject to local ap¬ 
proval, increases the exemption for each 
parsonage from the current $100,000 to 
$400,000. 

According to Saltmarsh. the $100,000 


exemption was reasonable when 
established in 1976, a time of 20-30% valua¬ 
tion. However, the recent move to 100% 
valuation necessitated a comparable in¬ 
crease in church property exemptions. 

"This just up-dates a long-established 
tax policy," Saltmarsh said. "I’m hoping 
for speedy Senate approval of this 
equitable measure." 


Deadline For Legislation Changed 

In an effort to involve his constituents 
in the legislative process and keep them 
informed of activities on Beacon Hill, 

State Sen. Richard A. Kraus advises 
residents that the deadline for filing 
legislation for the 19H4 state legislative 
session has been changed. 


The filing deadline had been the first 
Wednesday in December but was just 
changed to Wednesday. Nov. 2, so that all 
Dills can be printed before the new 
legislative year begins. All legislative 



peititons must be received in the Senate 
or House Clerk’s office by 5 p.m. on that 
day. 

Referring to the change, Kraus stated. 
"There is now a lot less time for everyone 
to prepare their legislation for the coming 
year. That is why I am trying to get the 
message out to as many people as possi¬ 
ble informing them of the new date." 

The senator added, "I am hopeful that 
I can be of help to people who need 
assitance in filing their legislative petb 
tions.”

BUYERS 
DEMAND MORE 

Though home and con¬ 
struction prices keep soar¬ 
ing, Americans continue to 
demand and buy larger and 
better-equipped homes. 
Though many believe high 
prices are forcing a lot of 
people out of the home¬ 
buying market, the sales 
figures show increasing 
numbers of people are, 
somehow, paying the price 
and buying. 

Homes are getting 
larger and contain more kit¬ 
chen appliances and other 
features which add to the 
cost. Homes built last year 


averaged 1,700 square 
feet. That’s up 155 square 
feet from five years ago. In 
the five year period, accor¬ 
ding to the new census 
report. homes with 
dishwashers increased 
from an average of 40% to 
78%; seventy two percent 
of homes now have at least 
two baths. Air conditioning 
is increasingly being includ¬ 
ed. More than half, 53%, of 
the homes built last year of¬ 
fered it. 

Fireplaces are also 
popular. Last year 60% of 
new homes had at least one 
fireplace. Only 35% of new 
homes built five years ago 
had them. In five years, the 
proportion of new homes 
with electric rather than gas 
or oil heat, increased from 
27% to 45% - nearly half.

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Four Are Picked For 
Superintendent Job 


Choice To 
Be Made 
On Nov. 1 

By LIZ WILLKN 

Five months after Supt. William Mac¬ 
Donald announced his retirement and two 
months since a committee began to search 
for his successor, the School Committee 
and the public have some idea of who that 
successor will be. 

The names of four superintendent 
finalists — three men and one woman — 
were released on Monday night. 

Three of those candidates are from 
Massachusetts, and one is a Wisconsin 
resident who is an assistant superinten¬ 
dent in a school district outside of Chicago. 
All but one of the candidates, who is a high 
school principal from Newton, are assis¬ 
tant superintendents in their districts. 

The School Committee hopes to choose 
the new superintendent from among these 
candidates by Nov. 1 

Dr. Frederic Vorlop. Dr. Isa Zimmer¬ 
man, Dr. Ernest Van Seasholes and Dr. 
Charles Mitsakos will all be interviewed 
during the next two weeks at the Lynch 
School cafeteria. 

But although those interviews will be 
public, tbe School Committee decided to 
cancel several other public forums 
scheduled or planned for the next two 
weeks, including coffees that the Com¬ 
munity Schools Association <CSA) was 
planning to hold for the finalists. 

Instead, each candidate will be invited 
to visit Winchester schools on separate 
dates, not yet announced, to meet infor¬ 
mally with faculty 

Cancelling the public meetings was the 
idea of Screening Committee Chairman 
John McElwee. who told the School Com¬ 
mittee it was his strong opinion that the 
interview process not be politicized. 

"I urge you and plead with you not to 
distort this process by bringing the can¬ 
didates all together," he said."There are 
certain parts of this public process that I 
cannot understand. If you have an open 
forum, every kook in town will give you 
an opinion." 

Screening Committee member John 
Sullivan said he agreed. "You don’t want 
to encourage a popularity contest lx?tween 
candidates," he said. 

School Committee Chairman Con¬ 
stance Papas said she appreciated 
McElwee’s advice. "We’ve discussed 
these different approaches extensively," 
she said. "We have set up activities, 
canceled them and then rescheduled 
them. The Community Schools Associa¬ 
tion and the Principals’ Association were 
prepared to offer hospitality to the can-

Editorial 

For What Purpose? 


The town of Winchester’s battle with 
USA Today over the placement of news¬ 
stand racks on public property is an ab¬ 
surd waste of time, resources, energy and 
money and should be terminated' 
forthwith. 

Two Federal court judges have heard 
the town argue its case and both have 
ruled in favor of restraining orders which 
prohibit the town from interfering with the 
newsstand boxes. 

This is not a new issue. Winchester is 
not the first community in the United 
States where local officials decided there 
might be some popular political advan¬ 
tage to banning newsstand boxes, particu¬ 
larly for those of out-of-town newspapers. 
In fact. Winchester is Johnnie-come-lately 
in this regard. That’s why the town is 
losing in the courts. 

A clear body of constitutional law sur¬ 
rounding the circulation of newspapers 
has been developed since 1938 when the 
U.S. Supreme Court struck down a distri¬ 
bution licensing law in Georgia. That case, 
Lovell v. City of Griffin, became the 
benchmark against which all prior 
restraints on distribution are measured. 

Winchester is more than 40 years late 
in its misguided and wasteful attempt at 
starting a "ban the newspaper" drive 

And for what purpose? Are the five 
USA Today newsracks really creating 
some great threat to public safety and con¬ 
venience? And why just here? USA Today 
distributes over one million papers a day 


in most major metropolitan areas of the 
country. 

Is Winchester the only community 
where there is such great public inconve¬ 
nience that we must devote the attention 
of our Selectmen and Town Counsel to a 
fruitless effort? More than 40 years of law 
has been developed in hundreds of cases 
across the country along the principles 
laid down by the U.S. Supreme Court in 
Lovell v. Griffin. 

In declaring the constitutional protec¬ 
tion for a freedom of distribution under the 
First Amendment in 1938, Chief Justice 
Charles Evans Hughes said, "without the 
circulation, the publication would be of 
little value." 

A year later, 1939, in Schneider v. New 
Jersey, the court struck down laws which 
prohibited distribution on public streets 
because of potential littering problems 
The court noted that cities have a respon¬ 
sibility to keep streets open, clean and 
available for the movement of people and 
traffic, but that responsibility must be bal¬ 
anced against freedom of the press to pub¬ 
lish and distribute ideas and opinions as 
guaranteed under the First Amendment 

In the last 40 years case law over at¬ 
tempts by cities and towns to control news 
racks has pretty well defined just what 
constitutes that balance between the right 
to distribute and the right to regulate the 
streets. USA Today would not sell one 
million copies per day in a thousand dif¬ 
ferent communities if every municipality 


could enact different regulations. 

Newspapers and the public would be in 
a sorry state if every politician could ex¬ 
ert pressure on the press by the granting 
or withholding of newsrack privileges. 
Fortunately, the Federal Courts won’t let 
this happen. 

Winchester doesn’t even have a com¬ 
prehensive set of reasonable newsrack 
regulations which might be constitution¬ 
ally enforceable. The town just claims a 
broad general power to control locations 
and placement at a whim. 

This whole affair is a waste of public 
money, time and effort. These five news- 
racks aren’t a public safety threat to 
anyone except a few public officials whose 
noses were knocked out of joint when they 
felt something happened on their side¬ 
walks without their permission. The town 
is getting bad legal advice if it thinks it 
should pursue an attempt to throw the 
clock back 45 years and write new con¬ 
stitutional law which would give each 
municipality freedom to J »ft broad or¬ 
dinances to regulate the distribution of 
newspapers. 

Again we ask: for what purpose? You 
could eliminate auto accidents by banning 
cars. And that might be a good thing and 
ultimately have a greater chance of legal 
success. But really, what is the purpose 
here? 

So far, we haven’t heard of anyone be¬ 
ing run over by a newsrack.

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USA Today Wins Round 

Ruling Will Keep News Racks In Town Until Case Settled 



The USA Today court battle with Win¬ 
chester could go on for years — Town 
Counsel Douglas Randall commented that 
“The court case could last longer than the 
newspaper.” 

And so far. while the case has been in 
court the newspaper’s vending machines 
have remained on the streets of Win¬ 
chester. 

USA Today won a victory in the courts 
this week, as a decision was made allow 
ing the machines to stay in Winchester for 
at least another month. 

On Monday, a federal court judge con¬ 
tinued an injuction keeping the newsracks 
on the street until the case comes up for 
summary judgment, which probably 
won’t happen for another month according 
to lawyers from both sides. 

In asking for a summary judgment, 
USA Today is asking for a quick decision 
based on the facts agreed upon by both 
sides. If a summary judgment isn’t 
granted, the case will go on to trial. 

It could keep going on. according to 
Randall, who predicted the case, pitting 
the newspaper’s claim of First Amend¬ 
ment rights against communities’ claims 
that they can regulate what goes on their 


sidewalks, will eventually reach the 
United States Supreme Court. 

It might cost USA Today a good deal 
of money to keep those machines on the 
street all that time, though. 

Last week, Woburn District Court 
Judge Francis Cullen ruled Winchester’s 
civil case against USA Today had enough 
merit to go to trial by issuing a criminal 
complaint. And if USA Today loses in that 
trial, it could be in for a hefty fine. 

Winchester is charging that USA To¬ 
day violated the town’s by-laws by putting 
the machines on the street without a per¬ 
mit. If found guilty. USA Today could be 
fined $250 for each day the machines have 
been in Winchester — $50 per day for each 
of the five machines which have been in 
Winchester since the end of August. 

The federal district court ruling, 
however, could affect the Woburn court 
decision. 

USA Today has been doing pretty well 
in the courts recently. Although U.S. 
federal judge Andrew Caffrey has not rul¬ 
ed in favor of the newspaper, his orders 
have allowed USA Today to do what it 
wanted to do in the first place — keep the 
racks on Winchester’s streets. 


Caffrey will eventually decide between 
USA Today’s claim that it is the 
newspaper’s First Amendment right, 
under freedom of the press, to distribute 
the newspaper, and Winchester’s conten¬ 
tion that the town can regulate what goes 
on its streets. 

Winchester’s Board of Selectmen turn¬ 
ed down USA Today’s request for permits 
for five of its machines last month, noting 
the machines would interfere with 
pedestrian traffic and snowplowing and 
would clash with the town’s planned 
downtown beautification. 

When the town Public Works Dept, 
removed the newsracks, USA Today 
retorted with its court suit. Since then, 
court orders have forced the town to put 
the racks back and keep them there. 

In court on Monday, Caffrey issued 
similar orders to Woburn. Malden and 
Norwood, which had also tried to remove 
the newsracks. 

According to Town Counsel Randall, 
who argued Winchester’s case for 25 
minutes before Caffrey. “I don’t think I 
could characterize the judge’s comments 
on the case in favor or against either 
side." 


Selectmen Start Talking Budget Cuts, Raise 
Reductions As They Develop Budget Plan 


They aren’t exactly charging into their 
battle with budget deficits, but the select 
men are creeping towards a budget policy. 

After an hour-and-a-half of arguing 
Monday night, the selectmen decided they 
would, in fact, let Town Meeting consider 
a sewer use charge to wipe out some of the 
future deficits. 

And for the first time Monday night, 
they also talked about cutting budgets, 
taking a hard look at the school budget and 
keeping employee raises down. 

In fact, the selectmen indicated they 
would prefer to make the cuts, take the 
look and keep down the raises than in¬ 


stitute the new sewer tax. 

Selectmen are trying to come up with 
a plan to cope with budget deficits which 
Town Manager Thomas Groux predicts 
will rise to $1 million in four years. 

Groux prepared a forecast of the future 
budgets after Town Meeting demanded a 
five-year budget plan this spring, and 
backed up their demand by refusing to 
pass the police, school custodian and 
managerial contracts. 

Up until Monday night, the only con¬ 
crete statement selectmen had made 
about how they would handle the budget 


deficits was to promise they would let 
Town Meeting decide if it wanted a sewer 
usage tax. Such a tax could raise up to 
$500,000, according to Groux, and wipe out 
next year’s deficit. 

When mentioning the new tax, select¬ 
men always added, “and we’ll also look 
for ways to cut the budget.” 

But with Selectmen Mike Saraco and 
Mark Lombardi loudly advocating no new 
taxes and trimming the fat from town 
budgets, selectmen have taken a new 
tack. 

“We should tell Town Meeting, ‘Vote 


for the contracts, because we’re going to 
cut the budgets,’ ” said Lombardi. “Then 
say, ‘If we can’t cut the budgets, we’ll look 
at a sewer use tax.’ ” 

Saraco said he thinks selectmen can, 
in fact, cut the budgets. 

“I say there’s a lot of fat in the 
budgets,” said Saraco. “But we’re not go¬ 
ing to find it until we go over the budget 
line item by line item - which this board 
has always been reluctant to do, even 
though they’re quick to come in and 
establish new taxes.”

other punched him in the face and burn¬ 
ed his chest and eyelid with a cigarette. 
The victim also said he was repeatedly 
threatened and bitten 

Before the suspects left on the victim's 
motorcycle, they told him to stay in the 
woods until noon and then go home and tell 
his parents he had been in a motorcycle 
accident. 

But the victim was able to free himself 
and make it to the police station, and 
police accompanied him to Winchester 
Hospital. 

Police broadcast the assault to Win¬ 
chester. Woburn and Malden police. And 
officers remained at Winchester Hospital 
with the victim until his release at 5:30 
a.m.. when they accompanied him back 
to the site of the attack. 

At the scene, police recovered the vic¬ 
tim's work uniform, shoe and face shield 
which were all brought back to the station 
for prints. However, the real clues in the 
case were yet to be uncovered. 

Acting on tips from the victim’s co¬ 
workers, police interviewed several Win¬ 
chester youths concerning the assault The 
lirst few details police received were 
vague and sketchy, until they tracked 
down a Wakefield student who provided 
them with the name of Kenneth Helmar 
on Monday. 

“Poole and Benson followed things up 
immediately,” said McHugh. “They came 
back in here on their day off (Monday > to 
get more information from the detective 
bureau. And after 11 hours of traveling 
back and forth, plus obtaining the war¬ 
rants, they were able to make the ar¬ 
rests.”

Acting on information provided to 
them from the student, who police with a 
description that matched the ones the vic¬ 
tim had given of his assailant, Benson and 
Poole went straight to the Bedford Police 
Dept. 

The Bedford police told the officers 
that the suspects were believed to be liv¬ 
ing together in a tent in the woods, but 
could not provide the police with the full 
name or address of the second suspect. 

Benson and Poole then went to 
Woburn, where they obtained a warrant 
for Helmar’s arrest. They picked him up 
at his mother's home and took him to the 
Bedford Police Station. 

The second suspect was finally track¬ 
ed down and arrested on Tuesday, after 
Helmar’s mother provided Poole and Ben¬ 
son with his full name on Monday night. 
Bedford police got a hold of .John Carrol 
at noon on Tuesday, and he was booked at 
the Winchester Police Station several 
hours later. Their trial date was set for 
Oct. 2». 

“We still don’t know why the victim 
was attacked so extensively,” concluded 
McHugh. “We don’t think he knew the 
suspects.” 

McHugh also praised his officers for 
their efficient and thorough investigation. 
“These men are very interested in their 
jobs,” he said. “They weren’t even assign¬ 
ed to work on Monday, but they tracked 
down the subjects and made the arrest.”

Petition Drive To Break State House Power 


( Whenever we tried to work on reform from the inside, the 
constant refrain we heard from the leadership was, *your 
constituents don’t care.’ If people do not sign the petition 
we’ll never convince the leadership there is an interest 
outside in the community.’ — Sen. Richard Kraus

If citizens want to do something about 
the concentration of power in the State 
House, local legislators say, they must 
sign the petition placing rules reform on 
the state ballot. 

A coalition of groups as diverse as 
Common Cause and the Republican State 
Committee is attempting to collect 61,508 
signatures by Nov. 23, in order to put a 
rules reform package on the state election 
ballot in 1984. 

In Winchester, a dozen volunteers 
began collecting signatures last week for 
the petition, which would allow rank-and- 
file legislators to choose committee 
members, reduce the salary bonuses 
given to floor leaders and committee 
chairs, and make it easier to get bills out 
of committees. 

Although both of Winchester s state 
legislators say that unless the petition is 
signed by a large number of citizens, rules 
reform will never go through. 

Sen. Richard Kraus noted that even if 
the ballot question is ruled illegal (the 
question is now before the state Superior 
Court), a large number of signatures will 
convince the legislative leadership that 
citizens want rule reform. 

Kraus, in fact, would rather have rules 
reform put back in the hands of the leader¬ 
ship and the legislature. “My feeling is 
rules reform is best done from inside," he 
said. 

However, Rep. Sherman “Whip" 
Saltmarsh doesn’t believe the leadership 
will ever be convinced, and points to the 
House’s refusal last spring to pass many 
of the reforms included in the petition as 
proof. 

Part of the problem, Saltmarsh said, 
is that the state legislature is manned 


almost entirely by Democrats. With only 
one party in power, hj said, the 
Democratic leadership can draw on par¬ 
ty loyalty to get and keep power. 

And, he said, the leadership won’t give 
that power up. 

“We should be doing this ourselves, 
and it’s too bad we reached this point.“ 
said Saltmarsh. “But we brought this upon 
ourselves, because of our lopsided leader¬ 
ship rules reform won’t come from in¬ 
side." 

That’s why outside groups decided to 
take action through the ballot petition. 
“It was clear the legislature was not go¬ 
ing to reform itself,’’ said Susan 
Greenblatt, a Bonad rd. resident who, as 
a board member of Common Cause, is 
organizing the petition drive in Win¬ 
chester. “As a result, there was no alter¬ 
native but to go to the people. 

“The Senate appointed a committee to 


investigate changing its rules, but it came 
up with a very weak set of what they call¬ 
ed reforms," she continued. “There are a 
few maverick senators who are not hap¬ 
py with the way things are run, but with 
the way the system works now, they don’t 
have the power to get anything done." 

Kraus, one of those who pushed for 
rules reform, disagreed with part of 
Greenblatt's assessment — the recent rule 
changes were significant, he said, and 
rules reform should probably come from 
the Senate and not through referendum. 

Vet Kraus is in total agreement with 
what Greenblatt and the others of the 
Rules Reform coalition are doing. In fact, 
he helped draft the lengthy ballot 
proposal. 

If the coalition gathers enough 
signatures, Kraus explained, that alone 
might convince the State House leadership 


to change the rules. 

“Whenever we have tried to work on 
reform from the inside, the constant 
refrain we hear from the leadership is, 
‘Your constituents don’t care. Nobody out 
there cares. Rules reform is something 
newspapers use to drum up circulation 
and wild-eyed groups use to boost 
membership,’ ’’ Kraus explained. 

“If people do not sign the petition, we’ll 
never convince the leadership there is an 
interest outside in the community," Kraus 
said. 

Convincing the leadership to change 
the rules may be crucial, Kraus noted, 
because the rules reform referendum may 
be declared unconstitutional. 

Senate President William Bulger is 
challenging the referendum in court, 
arguing that referendums are intended to 
make laws, not change the internal 
regulations of the legislature. The power 


to make those regulations is given to the 
legislature by the state constitution, he 
maintains. 

For his part, Saltmarsh would like to 
see different reforms than those in listed 
in the coalition’s petition. 

A second petition, being pushed by 
Citizens for Limited Taxation, would do 
far more by cutting the legislative session 
from a year to six months. 

“The more I read this (the coalition 
petition), the more I’m convinced a six 
month session would be the best thing." 
said Saltmarsh. “(In the coalition peti¬ 
tion), they want to get bills out of commit¬ 
tee in 30 days. If you had a six month 
session, they’d have to get out because the 
work would have to get done. They 
wouldn’t have the time to wait on bills. " 

If the length of the legislative session 
was cut down, then reformers could have 


an excuse to cut legislative salaries, said 
Saltmarsh. And that would be, he said, a 
real reform. 

To really wipe 1 out the concentration of 
power in the legislature, Saltmarsh con¬ 
tinued. the voters should elect more 
Republicans. 

“The root of the problem is the im¬ 
balance of Democrats and Republicans," 
he said, pointing out there are 130 
Democrats in the House compared to 30 
Republicans. "I’ve been there nine years, 
and if there was a more realistic balance 
of power, they wouldn't have to be out get¬ 
ting signatures today. 

But barring an unforeseen change in 
voting patterns, Saltmarsh said the peti¬ 
tion is the only way to change the 
legislature. 

He feels the petition will pass if it gets 
on the ballot, noting that a ballot question 
on revoking legislative raises passed over¬ 
whelmingly a few years ago. 

Kraus also feels the voters want, and 
will vote for rules reform. He noted that 
constituents asked him about rules reform 
at every one of the 90 coffees he attended 
during his campaign last year. 

And Greenblatt noted that her cause 
was furthered by The Boston Globe, with 
its series of articles last month depicting 
the legislature as under the control of its 
leaders, Sen. President William Bolger 
and House Speaker Thomas McGee. 

But, as both legislators put it, nothing 
will push rules reform as much as a 
signature. 

“Anybody with an interest in a more 
democratic legislature, anybody with an 
interest in seeing power less concentrated 
in the hands of two people ought to get in¬ 
volved in the petition drive," said Kraus.

I flew to Europe one night last 
week. 

We left at 9 in the evening, 
departing in the cool of October 
darkness, the marigolds, crisp as 
the corsages in a florist’s refri¬ 
gerator, growing along the path¬ 
ways on our journey in toward 
the airport. 

This was my first experience 
with trans-oceanic travel. I knew 
we were in for a good long flight, 
and we had ourselves one all 
right. It would be 12 hours from 
the time we boarded the plane at 
Logan to the time we arrived at 
the hotel and our destination. 

The early part of the trip was 
all fun, of course. Airplanes are 
as good as hospitals for the fre¬ 
quency of the meals they serve 
you. There’s the drinking of cock¬ 
tails and the munching of those 
salted peanuts that come in the 
little foil packages. Later, there’s 
the fun of uncovering all the dif¬ 
ferent courses dinner offers, the 
opening of a tub-ette of this and 
the lid-puncturing of a compart¬ 
ment of that. Even unwrapping 
utensils seems a joy and a 
discovery. 

But by 11 o’clock, we all heard 
what our bodies were telling us. 


We knew that at home folks were 
brushing their teeth and watching 
the late news; and that those 
brave enough to sit through that 
half-hour rehearsal of disasters 
were probably cheering them¬ 
selves up before sleep by catch¬ 
ing Joan or Johnny’s monologue 
on the Tonight Show. We knew, in 
short, that it was bedtime. 

So the experienced travelers 
headed for any available rows of 
empty center aisle seats. They 
pushed the armrests up and stret¬ 
ched themselves out full-length, 
in the hope of catching some shut¬ 
eye. The rest of us. provided with 
pillows and blankets as well, did 
the best we could to fashion beds 
for ourselves out of 22 inches of 
non-reclinable airplane seat. 

The movie came on for those 
who had rented head-sets to fol¬ 
low it. But as far as I could tell, 
for most of the passengers it con¬ 
stituted little more than a small 
and voiceless patch of flickering 
light up toward the front of the 
cabin. 

The cabin lights were lowered. 
The engines continued to hum. 

And for several dark and furry 
hours, the plane flew on without 
our conscious awareness. 

We became, for a time, like a 


large airborne nursery; we slept 
like newborns in our little com¬ 
partments, while the night-shift 
moved about in the shadows with 
soundless efficiency, keeping 
watch over our repose. 

It was then that the most won¬ 
drous thing happened. 

They roused us. rather sud¬ 
denly it seemed, the way they do 
in hospitals. 

The lights came on and the 
flight attendants chirped and 
bustled down the aisles, deliver¬ 
ing juice, and sweet rolls and cof¬ 
fee to people still dazed and 
blinking with sleep. 

The sky brightened. It was 2 
o’clock in the morning. 

And then the sun came up. It 
didn’t come up exactly, it just 
sort of appeared, the way you pic¬ 
ture jehovah appearing to the an¬ 
cient Jews in that pillar of fire. It 
came the way it must have come 
in the beginning, when the source 
of all creation, that Causeless 
Cause, thought "Light." and 
behold there was light. 

Above and below us, it suf¬ 
fused its radiance. It shone gold 
and azure and peach and coral, 
with clouds bunched into cotton 
balls here and filamented into 
angel hair over there. 


It was ethereal; it was eleva¬ 
ting. It looked like heaven, like 
nothing else I’ve seen in my life. 

In time, the plane began to 
descend, and the tidy farms and 
villages appeared below us, but¬ 
tered in the golden light of dawn. 

We too descended into the 
morning, took our place in the 
world of Western Europe half 
a day ahead of our friends still 
sleeping in Boston. 

I saw' some wonders during 
our week’s stay there, buildings 
erected when the Christian era 
was 900 years younger, streets 
traveled and rivers fished by a 
steady stream of humanity dat¬ 
ing back to the time of the 
Caesars. 

I’ll see some other wonders 
yet in the years that lie ahead of 
me, I suspect. And then perhaps 
a plane ride heading eastward 
will seem a small and paltry 
thing. 

I have a hunch that the image 
of that sunrise will linger in my 
mind. And that the memory will 
not soon vanish of those moments 
of pure and unfettered exaltation 
I felt when we turned a corner in 
time and flew straight into 
tomorrow. 


LIVING WILL (II :i7i:i): 
House 77-02, gave final approval 
to and sent to the Senate for ac¬ 
tion, a bill allowing adults of 
sound mind to draft "living 
wills.” The documents would in¬ 
struct doctors, if a patient is ter¬ 
minally ill or unable to 
participate in the decision, to 
withdraw or withhold life sustain¬ 
ing procedures which artificially 
prolong the moment of death. 

Supporters said the bill, 
already approved in many states, 
is an extension of patient rights. 
They argued adults should have 
the right to make this important 
decision. 

Opponents said the bill goes 
too far and disregards the impor¬ 
tance of human life. They argued 
that no bill of this type can take 
into account all the nuances of a 
death situation and claimed the 
bill is the first step toward mer¬ 
cy killings. 

A "Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
"Nay” vote is against it. 

Hep. Sherman Saltmarsh 
voted no. 

DRINKING AGE (II 1829): 
House 94-46, gave final approval 
to and sent to the Senate for ac¬ 
tion. a bill raising the Massachu¬ 
setts drinking age from 20 to 21. 

Supporters argued the hike 
would reduce drunk driving ac¬ 
cidents and related deaths. They 
said the national commission on 
drunk driving has recommended 
that all states consider the hike to 
21 and pointed out that 16 states 
which had reduced the age have 
now increased it back to 21. 

Opponents said the recent hike 
to 21) in the state was sufficient 
and helped decrease drunk driv¬ 
ing accidents. They argued 20 
year olds will rush to border 
states w'ith lower drinking ages 
and drive back drunk. 

A "Yea” vote is for the bill. A 
"Nay” vote is against it. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 

UTILITIES (II 6224): House 
145-0, gave final approval to and 
sent to the Senate for action, a bill 
increasing assessment of utility 
companies from $250,000 to 
$500,000 to fund intervention by 
the Attorney General and "in¬ 
dependent interveners’’ who 
represent the consumer in utility 
rate matters. The bill also allows 
the AG to spend money on utility 
rate cases which are outside ol 
the state. 

Supporters argued the fund 
had not been increased since 1976 
and claimed the hike is needed to 
give the consumer proper 
representation. 

A "Yea” vote is for the bill. 

Saltmarsh voted yes. 


Voters may finally have a say 
in how' the legislature operates if 
a group known as the Coalition 
for Legislative Reform has its 
way. The group has filed an in¬ 
itiative petition drastically 
changing the way the House and 
Senate operate. If the petition is 
deemed in proper order by At¬ 
torney General Frank Bellotti, 
sponsors must then gather 61,500 
voter signatures in order to have 
their proposal considered by the 
House and Senate. 

If lawmakers reject the peti¬ 
tion or take no action on it, spon¬ 
sors must then gather an addi¬ 
tional 10,252 signatures to place it 
on the 1984 ballot for voter con¬ 
sideration. If approved, the pro¬ 
posal becomes law, but is subject 
to changes and amendment by 
the legislature, just like any other 
law is. 

Key provisions in the lengthy 
and complicated petition include 
creation of a Majority Party and 
Minority Party Caucus — each 
with a seven-member Steering 
and Policy Committee elected by 
caucus members and responsible 
for nominating committee chair¬ 
men and committee members; 
power given to all members of 
the House and Senate to ratify 
and later remove their own 
branch’s presiding officer 
(senate president or speaker), 
committee chairmen, floor 
leaders, and rank and file com¬ 
mittee assignments by w'ritten 
votes in party caucuses and/or by 
open floor votes (currently the 
president and speaker make all 
such assignments indepen¬ 
dently); a required public hear¬ 
ing on every bill; a required roll 
call vote on any committee action 
if requested by at least 25 percent 
of committee members; a re¬ 
quired roll call vote on any 
legislative pay raise; and a 
reduction in the salaries of the 
speaker and senate president 
from $65,000 to $45,000 as well as 
reductions in the salaries of ma¬ 
jority and minority leaders and 
committee chairmen. There are 
many other parts to the package. 

Sponsors of the petition in¬ 
clude Citizens for Limited Taxa¬ 
tion, Citizens for Participation in 
Political Action, Common Cause 
of Massachusetts ; Democrats for 
Rules Reform, and the Republi¬ 
can State Committee. The coali¬ 
tion says the measure will open 
up the legislative process, reduce 
the power of the leadership, and 
give rank and file members more 
input into the process. Opponents 
say the proposal goes too far and 
takes away key leadership 
powers. They claim it will result 


in an unwieldy and ineffective 
legislature. 

To add to the battle, there is a 
possibility that opponents may 
challenge the legality of the peti¬ 
tion. They cite a section of the 
Massachsuetts consitution 
stating that the House and Senate 
shall choose their own president 
and speaker and settle the rules 
and orders of proceedings in their 
own branch. Sponsors say they 
are ready for the challenge and 
are confident the petition is legal. 

COMMITTEE CHAIRMEN: 
House rejected 97-51, a rule re¬ 
quiring that committee chairmen 
be elected by the members of the 
majority party in the House and 
that ranking minority members 
of each committee be elected by 
the minority party members. The 
rule also creates Majority and 
Minority Steering Committees 
and enpowers them to make 
regular committee assignments 
subject to confirmation by the 
respective majority or minority 
members. The initiative petition 
proposal is similar but gives even 
more power to the Steering and 
policy Committees and to rank 
and file members. 

A "Yea” vote is for the rule. 
A "Nay” vote is against it.

The initiative 
petition proposal rquires all 
legislative matters to be in print 
and available to legislators 24 
hours in advance of 
consideration.

that they will he out ol town 

It they want their votes to be counted, 
they must apply in writing for an absentee 
ballot before noon ot the (lay preceding the 
election. They will then receive a form 
which must in* notarized and returned 
before 8 pin on election day. The 
absentee ballots are then counted at the 
polling places where the voter would have 
gone if he or she had been able to vote in 
person 

There are certain perennial problems 
that all towns have to deal with in regard 


to absentee voting. One is that there is no 
way to accommodate a voter who has a 
last-minute medical emergency. Another 
is the difficulty ol having absentee ballots 
notarized if a voter is visiting a foreign 
country No fee is ever charged for 
notarizing a ballot in the United States, but 
this rule cannot be enforced in other 
countries. 

The third problem is that the person 
who is notarizing ballots in a nursing home 
or institution may have undue influence 
over confused or senile voters. If such a 
person is unethical, he or she may tell a 
voter that a particular candidate w ill do 
more good for people who have his pro 
hlem. and the voter may uncritically 
follow that advice 


In repl\ to questions. Ward said that 
election otlicers are appointed by the 
Hoard ol Selectmen and that |>ooplo may 
apply lor the posts by coming to her office 
There must lie an equal number ol 
Republicans and Democratss; not more 
than two Independents may be appointed 
in each precinct.

Red Cross Chapter Celebrates Anniversary

For many of its 62 years, the 
Winchester Red Cross organized 
blood drives, taught first aid, and 
made socks and bandages for ser¬ 
vicemen overseas. 

Today the Winchester chapter 
still organizes monthly blood 
drives, holds free blood pressure 
clinics and teaches first aid 
classes. And, although they no 
longer darn socks for men in ac¬ 
tion, volunteers do help sponsor 
birthday parties for hospitalized 
veterans in the Veteran’s Ad¬ 
ministration Hospital in Bedford. 

With the help of a recently ac¬ 
quired disaster van, local 
volunteers will continue to be in¬ 
volved in bringing emergency 
supplies to the site of a fire or 
natural disaster. Soon, they will 
provide a health risk appraisal 
test that evaluates personal 
health in terms of that of the 
general population. 

Last Thursday night, 
members and friends of the local 
Red Cross chapter on Church st. 
met to celebrate their 62nd 
birthday. 

Since it received its charter in 
1921 (three years after its foun¬ 
ding in 1918 by Natalie Jewett), 
the Winchester Red Cross has 
educated the public through pro¬ 
grams such as the first aid 
classes, and helped others with 
state blood drives. 


As time went on, more pro¬ 
grams were added — for swim¬ 
mers, for servicemen and their 
families, and for disaster victims. 

In the 1920s, the Red Cross 
began a recreational swimming 
program at Wedge Pond. Swim¬ 
ming and lifeguard services con¬ 
tinued until the late 1950s when 
the town developed a full-time 
recreational program. 

During World War II, the 
chapter occupied the third floor 
of Town Hall with members put¬ 
ting in long hours knitting for ser¬ 
vicemen while continuing to 
conduct classes in first aid and 
organizing state blood drives. 

In one instance, Red Cross 
service extended as far away 
from Winchester as Okinawa. 
The late Dawn Kelley Bartlett, 
who lived on Mystic Valley pkwy. 
arrived in Okinawa in the fall of 
1945 where she helped to open the 
Caisson Club for servicemen. 
Shortly after, she earned the ef¬ 
fective nickname of “The Lady of 
the Lamp” from the Marines in 
Okinawa after Florence 
Nightingale the first “Lady of 
the Lamp.” 

On Christmas day, two 
months after her arrival, the 
heroic young staff assistant died 
while on duty on Okinawa. She 
had previously done Red Cross 
work in Denver and Hawaii as a 
stenographer and staff assistant 
trainee. 


A memorial was installed in 
the Winchester Unitarian 
Church: eight stained glass win¬ 
dows, donated by Mr. and Mrs. 
Arthur Kelley in memory of their 
daughter. Service is the theme of 
the memorial and both Clara 
Barton and the original “Lady of 
the Lamp” — Florence 
Nightingale — are pictured in the 
glass panels. 

For those volunteers who 
stayed at home, wartime duties 
included service to military 
families, acting as a liason bet¬ 
ween servicemen and their 
families. In case of a family 
emergency, the local Red Cross 
contacted servicemen via 
Washington telecommunications. 

“The Red Cross was the go- 
between between the man in ser¬ 
vice and his dependants at 
home,” said Mrs. Wayne Davis, 
a long-time volunteer at the Win¬ 
chester Red Cross. “We also kept 
$75 on file for minor needs for the 
military families.” 

Today the local Red Cross con¬ 
tinues to help families get in 
touch with family members in 
service, channeling communica¬ 
tions through the Boston Red 
Cross. 

“We verify for the military 
authorities that there really is an 
emergency,” said Robert Gerri- 
ty, Director of the Winchester 
Red Cross. “We speak with the 


physician of t Ik* family to get a 
confirmation ol tin* nature of the 
illness/' 

When people need to get in touch 
with friends or family who may 
be caught in a disaster. The Red 
Cross has acr< to the telecom¬ 
munications at the McCord Winn 
Co 

Other local Red Cross ac¬ 
tivities include blood drives, 
blood pressure clinics, transpor 
tation services, classes in CPR 
and first aid. and emoregency aid 
in case of a disaster 

The monthU blood drives in 
Winchester usually draw 50 to 200 
donors per drive According to 
Director Garrit \ .the program is 
very dependent on repeat donors. 

“Fewer than three percent of 
eligible donors are repeat 
donors,” Gernt> said. “A minori¬ 
ty is supplying blood fora majori¬ 
ty.” 

Gerrity points out that as the 
population gets older and the uses 
for blood increse. the need for 
blood is greater than ever. 

“Older people tend to be 
hospitalized more than any other 
group m the nation,” Gerrity 
said. The uses for blood in 
medical treatment for the elder¬ 
ly include kidney dialysis and 
chemotherapy. 

Another important health ser¬ 
vice provided by the Winchester 
Red Cross are the blood pressure 


clinics held on every third Satur¬ 
day each month. An average of 50 
people, many of them required by 
a doctor to monitor their blood 
pressure, take advantage of this 
free service. 

According to Gerrity. high 
blood pressure] called the “silent 
killer,” has a strong correlation 
to both excess weight and per¬ 
sonality type. It affects, “those 
people who always seem to be on 
the go and never relax,” he said. 
Monitoring blood pressure can be 
an important part of a health 
regime, for those who are at high 
risk. 

For people who need to get to 
a doctor or to a hospital, the Red 
Cross also has a core of volunteer 
drivers who will take people to 
Boston or any nearby area. 

To help people learn to deal 
with medical emergencies in the 
home, the Red Cross sponsors 
classes in CPR, first aid and ad¬ 
vanced first aid. Classes are held 
for the police and fire depart¬ 
ments as well as for the public at 
the Winchester High School. 

Red Cross instructors conduct 
classes and participants receive 
certification for successfully 
completing these courses. 

For the 60 volunteers who are 
involved in disaster service, the 
acquisition of a regional disaster 
van was good news. The van is 
designed to bring Red Cross 


volunteers to the site of a 
disaster, usually a fire. 

Volunteers take an “Introduc 
lion to Disaster Services” course 
to learn the basic nursing skills. 

“You decide which cases are 
priority. What the important pro¬ 
blems are,” said Evelyn 
Trageser of North Gateway, a 
volunteer at the Beacon 
Chambers fire in Boston last 
year. “There is an attempt to sort 
out who should really be in the 
shelter and who needs medical 
care.” 

Volunteers provide emergen 
cy shelters for victims who an* 
temporarily homeless. They also 
equip them with food, clothes and 
financial assistance when it is 
necessary. 

Disaster aid is only one of I he 
many services that the lied Cross 
has provided to the Winchester 
community in the last 62 years. 
Their history is one of continual 
human service offered by com¬ 
munity volunteers and supported 
by both the national and interna¬ 
tional Red Cross. 

“Basically the American Red 
Cross and its international 
counterpart are there to provide 
humanitarian services to our 
peoples in times of both war and 
peace and in times of natural 
disaster,” Gerrity summarized. 
“It’s what we do best.”

More On Canadian Rockies 


(Editor's Note: Last week. The Star 
ran a Travel Section story about a train 
trip to the Kocky Mountains of Canada. A 
companion piece about different methods 
of getting to and around the Rockies as 
well as other travel tips about Canada was 
left out of the paper inadvertently.) 

The Canadian Rockies are a spec¬ 
tacular place to visit by land. air. rail or 
water. For the driver, the area is even 
easier to drive through than it was when 
author Hill visited thanks to the Icefield 
Parkway completed in the early 1960s. 

The Rockies are on the western border 
of the province of Alberta, not too long ago 
a frontier area, home of the Hudson’s Bay 
Co. fur business and jumping off point for 
the Klondike gold rushers. 

The Rockies extend along the Mountain 
and Pacific Time Zones and also include 
Willmore Wilderness and Waterton Lakes 
National Park, in addition to Banff and 
Jasper National Parks. 

The province, which has 65 parks, puts 
out good tourist materials such as the 
“Alberta Adventure Guide” which 
features guest ranches, fly-in fishing, 
climbing, rafting, cycling, dogsledding, 
horseback and pack trip vacations. 
Another brochure lists special events such 


as festivals, rodeos, trade fairs and rait 
races. 

For the driver there is the “Alberta 
Auto Tour Guide.” And for all an accom¬ 
modation directory lists prices and places 
to stay. Hotels and motels which meet 
Travel Alberta’s standards for 
cleanliness, comfort and construction 
display a decal. 

Americans are behind the rest of the 
world in adopting metric, so visitors 
should be prepared for road and weather 
indications to be in metric. 

From May 1 to Oct. 15 counseling on 
trips to Alberta is available seven days a 
week from 9 to 9 at 1-800-222-6501. From 
Oct. 16 to April 30 the hours are 9-5, Mon¬ 
day through Friday. 

Within the province there are 19 Travel 
Alberta information centers. The Cana¬ 
dian government also has a tourist bureau 
office in Boston. Other information can be 
requested from Travel Alberta, Dept. 032, 
P.O. Box 2500, Edmonton, Alberta, 
Canada T5J2Z4. 

U.S. driver’s licenses are valid in 
Canada. While passports are not needed 
by American citizens, proof of citizenship 
is advised. Hunting and fishing licenses 
are required. A veterinarian’s certificate 


of rabies vaccination within the previous 
three years must be shown for pets on the 
trip. 

As for when to go to the Rockies, that 
depends on the kind of weather you like. 
Your travel agent will have plenty of in¬ 
formation about the seasonal activities. 
The warmest months are June, July and 
August. In the winter of 1988 the Olympics 
will be hosted in Calgary for those who 
want to make sure they don’t miss that 
winter event. 

The most famous of the Rockies resorts 
is Banff with its famous Chateau Lake 
Louise and Banff Springs Hotel and hot 
springs. In this area, Zone 12 on the Alber¬ 
ta travel maps, are mountains and lakes, 
golf and skiing, Lake Louise, Mt. Norquay 
and two other mountains served by cable 
car. Mt. Norquay scenic lift is a seven- 
minute ride open from May 21 to Sept. 15. 

Jasper is in Zone 9 which features 
lakes, mountains, trails for driving, hik¬ 
ing and riding, hot springs, waterfalls, ski¬ 
ing, Maiigne Canyon with its tea room and 
trails, Mt. Edith Cavell and the Columbia 
Icefield. 

Three glaciers flow from the icefield 
and feed three river systems: the Macken¬ 
zie, Saskatchewan and Columbia. The 


snowcoach tours are offered from May 25 
to Sept. 30. The icefield has an interpretive 
center with displays and film. 

For local information there are 
chambers of commerce in both Lake 
Louise and Jasper Park. Driving between 
the parks is easy on the Icefield Parkway. 

If you’d like to have someone else plan 
your transportation and accommodations, 
there are several companies which have 
Canadian Rockies tours. Information is 
available from your travel agent. 

Westours has a selection of bus tours 
and Inside Passage cruises to the Banff, 
Lake Louise, Jasper area with more or 
less of the U.S. and Canada, depending on 
the length of the trip. FourWinds has train 
trips which start in New York or Montreal. 
Travelers can get off in Montana or stay 
on for the return to New York. Some of 
their trips include the U.S. national parks 
and Pacific Northwest. 

Johansen Royal Tours offers a varie¬ 
ty of Canadian Rockies bus trips that can 
include more of Alberta and British Col¬ 
umbia, the states of Montana and 
Washington and the coasts of Oregon and 
California. Cruises on the Alaska Inside 
Passage are also offered.

didates by holding coffees.” 

During a brief recess, members of both 
committees and the audience discussed 
the various options 

After the recess, one member of the au¬ 
dience, Barbara Murdock, told the School 
Committee that she was opposed to 
coffees. 

“I think we as a community should put 
our trust in you to make the decison," 
Murdock told the School Committee. “I 
agree with Mr McElwee. 1 think the cof¬ 
fees arc a bad idea.'' 

The School Committee came to that 
decision as well. After the recess they 
decided not to hold those coffees until the 
superintendent is chosen. 

Tt would be appropriate to hold a cof¬ 
fee once a decision is made instead of hav¬ 
ing the candidates interact,'’ said School 
Committee member Sandra Rodgers. 
"Then we can give the new superintendent 
an expression of warmth and welcome.” 

School Committee member Mary Jean 
Weylman expressed concern that the 
faculty might not get a chance to have 
enough input. 

"YVe’ve promised the faculty the oppor¬ 
tunity to have input," she said. “Do you 


really think we shouldn’t open it up to 
them?” 

McElwee said his suggestions did not 
mean that the faculty shouldn’t be includ¬ 
ed “The faculty are grown up, free 
citizens and there is no reason why they 
can’t come in and ask questions during the 
interview,” he said. “It can be complete¬ 
ly open and easy.” 

Joanne Martignette, president of the 
Winchester Educatgion Assn., said that 
the faculty would do that. “I was under the 
impression that the candidates would 
meet much more of the staff," she said. 
“We’ve really had no input since June, 
and I wouldn’t want to exclude a big seg¬ 
ment of the population.” 

Martignette also said that the news 
regarding staff input had changed every 
week, but she was relieved that the staff 
would have the opportunity to submit 
questions. 

A faculty committee that will represent 
teachers, administrators and the central 
office will be meeting this week to discuss 
w'ays of interacting with the finalists and 
submitting their input to the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

McElwee and Screening Committee 


members also explained their informal in¬ 
terview process, and advised the School 
Committee not to get too hung up on the 
process itself. 

“We believe it would be imprudent to 
discuss our views,” McElwee said. “But 
we’d be willing to meet with you if you 
want to discuss reference checking or 
other facets of the interview process.” 

Papas said she would be meeting with 
resource consultant Diane Capstaff, who 
coordinated the activities of the Screening 
Committee, to discuss such details. 

“Assuming the interviews and the 
other processes (reference checking and 
on-site interviews) go as planned, I’d like 
to have the decision made by Nov. 1.,” 
said Papas. “If the committee isn’t 
prepared to make that decision, we will 
consider waiting another week if we have 
to." 

The first candidate, Dr. Charles Mit- 
sakos, will be interviewed on Sunday at 1. 
Dr. Ernest Van Seasholes will be inter¬ 
viewed on Wednesday night at 8.30. The 
dates for the last two interviews have not 
been finalized.

from a close perspective,” she said.“It’s 
a complicated job and you need a good 
team of support systems.” 

Zimmerman said that Winchesters 
needs were comparable to Lexington’s, 
although the district is smaller.

“This focus would be a tangible and 
symbolic statement to students, faculty 
and staff, parents and other members of 
the community that I make teaching and 
learning my first priority,” he added. 

Although it remains to be seen if 
Seasholes will have the opportunity to 
match his needs with Winchester’s, he did 
relate some of his distinct educational 
philosophies. 

“Education should foster decent, 
humane values and prepare an individual 
for work, public life and private life,” he 
said. “At Newton South, preparation for 
public life is something we do very well. 
But I think as educators, we’ve got to re¬ 
mind ourselves that we’re here for what 
goes on in class.” 

Seasholes said his own career has been 
teaching and schools, and what goes on in 
those two realms are most important to 
him. 

“Schools are not an employment agen¬ 
cy,” he said. “And it’s unfair to just get 
rid of teachers when there are budget con¬ 
straints. We are an educational institu¬ 
tion.” 

Seasholes is familiar with the problem 
of reduemg faculty due to declining enroll¬ 


ment, a problem he has faced at Newton 
South. He says he has helped to sustain a 
strong academic program in all areas, as 
well as extending offerings in many 
departments despite the reductions. 

He has also helped plan and implement 
the addition of a ninth grade and the start 
of a four-year high school at Newton 
South. 

Seasholes gained international ex¬ 
perience in education when he worked as 
an instructor of social studies with the 
Harvard-Nigerian Comprehensive High 
School in Nigeria. Aside from teaching 
several grade levels, Seasholes helped 
prepare a social studies curriculum, ad¬ 
vised the publications society and helped 
with the games program. 

Seasholes other experiences in educa¬ 
tion include a principalship at the E.A. 
Day Junior High in Newtonville, where he 
helped initiate new approaches and struc¬ 
tures for the educational program, 
counseling services and parental and com¬ 
munity involvement. 

Seasholes calls himself “reasonably 
thick skinned.” And he says the biggest 
problem he encounters where he works is 
apathy. 


A public school person al of his life, 
Seasholes grew up in Shaker Heights, 
Ohio, as the son of public high school 
teachers. He was active in athletics, stu¬ 
dent government and the yearbook in high 
school. 

At Amherst College, Seasholes ma¬ 
jored in history, and graduated cum 
laude. He was also a varsity letter winner 
in football and the president of his frater¬ 
nity. After graduation, Seasholes receiv¬ 
ed a national scholarship from the 
Experiment in International Living. 

Seasholes spent two years in the U.S. 
Navy through the voluntary selective ser¬ 
vice, and was honorably discharged in 
1961. 

Seasholes has been the Principal of 
Newton South for the past 10 years. And 
he believes that leadership is a quality 
that “goes through a lot of what an ad¬ 
ministrator does.” 

As a superintendent, Seasholes said he 
would face outwards to the School Com¬ 
mittee, be the head of the school systems’ 
various relationships, and provide energy, 
intelligence and commitment. 

His interests include travel, sports, 
current affairs, reading and the activities 
of his children.

budget constraints that can curtail in¬ 
novative programs. “Winchester wants it 
all at Filene’s basement prices,” he noted. 
“You have to look at alternative funding, 
try to maximize resources and say to each 
department, ‘You’re going to have to look 
at choices.’” 

Mitsakos said he has done fund-raising 
and actually called people to ask them for 
money for the schools. “I’d like to see a 
relationship with industry,” he noted. “It’s 
a big deal to get money from major cor¬ 
porations but I’ve done it before and I’m 
willing to do it again.” 

Mitsakos identified three areas he con¬ 
siders essential to the future of education 
in Winchester in response to a Screening 
Committee question. 

“It’s important to garner support from 
the 80 percent of the community who don’t 
have children in school,” he said. “You’ll 
also be dealing with declining 1 -ailment, 
class size and Proposition 2' 2 . ^.so, you 
have to worry about retraining and 
motivation of your very experienced 
staff.” 

In his present position, Mitsakos is 
responsible for an instructional budget of 
$10 million. He is also responsible for an 
instructional staff of 400 teachers, aides, 


principals and supervisors. 

As assistant superintendent of Andover 
schools, Mitsakos coordinates curriculum 
and instructional programs, oversees im¬ 
plementation of special education and is 
involved with staff development, budget 
preparation, employee negotiations and 
all personnel matters. 

In charge of cutting a half million 
dollars out of the school budget each year, 
he is familiar with teacher cut-backs, but 
said he has not had to dismiss a teacher 
during his time at Andover. 

“It’s important to focus in on certain 
elements such as clarity and ability to 
generate enthusiasm and motivate people 
when you evaluate teachers," he said. 
"There should be some kind of data 
technique for evaluating teachers, and 
perhaps an additional evaluator shoud be 
brought in as well.” 

Mitsakos said warnings should be 
given about a teacher’s performance 
before dismissal action is taken. “If that 
doesn’t work, you have to make sure you 
have good legal counsel,” he added. 

As a consultant, Mitsakos most recent¬ 
ly supervised instruction and teacher per¬ 
formance evaluation for the School 
Improvement Model Project at Iowa State 


University ana school districts throughout 
Massachusetts and the Midwest. 

Mitsakos has a long list of publications 
to his credit as well. He recently co¬ 
authored a junior high school American 
history textbook entitled, “America! 
America! ” and authored the supplemen¬ 
ting workbook. He also published a series 
of articles in textbooks and magazines 
about various topics related to social 
studies, history and family life in foreign 
countries. 

A member of several national profes¬ 
sional associations, Mitsakos also has a 
history of community involvement on task 
forces, advisory committees to the 
Chelmsford Board of Selectmen, and 
educational committees at his local 
church. 

Listed in Marquis’ “Who’s Who In The 
East,” Mitsakos lives in Chelmsford with 
his family. Interested in music, writing, 
theater, skin diving and swimming, Mit¬ 
sakos assured the Screening Committee 
that he is not a man who just sits back. 

“I play leadership roles,” he said. 
“I’ve had to be kept alive and vital as an 
administrator. And I believe in develop¬ 
ing enthusiasm for learning. Schools 
should be a happy place to learn."

The idea of an 80-year-old 
bachelor devoting years of pa¬ 
tience, planning and passionate 
support to the opening of a new 
youth center might seem far¬ 
fetched at first. 

It might make more sense if 
the 80-year-old bachelor was 
devoting that energy towards the 
Jenks Senior Center. 

But to those who know Har¬ 
rison Chadwick, the idea of the 
former state legislator taking an 
active role in the establishment of 
the town’s soon-to-open Youth 
Center makes perfect sense. 

“It doesn’t surprise me at 
all,” says Sandra Rodgers, who 
works with Chadwick on the 
Council on Youth. “This is just an 
extension of the remarkable kind 
of person that Harrison is. In the 
20 years that I’ve known him, 
Harrison Chadwick has always 
encompassed community spirit.’’ 

That community involvement 
is wide-raging — Chadwick does, 
in fact, devote time to the Jenks 
Center as well as the Youth 
Center. His remarkable record of 
public service touches all age 
groups, and spans 50 years as a 
Town Meeting member, 28 years 
as a state legislator, and 16 years 
as the Town Moderator. 

In a typical month, Chadwick 
will attend Council on Youth 
meetings, (a council he himself 
established) visit students at 
Winchester High School to cham¬ 
pion the establishment of a year-

round job bank for youth, and 
even journey to Washington. 
D.C., to testify on a variety of 
legislative issues that he still 
spends hours researching. 

The self-proclaimed “old- 


fashioned Yankee’’ refuses to 
quit. 

• Harrison Chadwick has 
never really retired,’’ says Rep. 
Sherman “Whip” Saltmarsh, who 
succeeded Chadwick in 1975. “He 


has always had the town’s in¬ 
terests at heart and the com¬ 
munity is still the benfactor. 
After giving such a large portion 
of his life to the legislature, he has 
continued to serve the com¬ 
munity.’’ 

The pragmatic, disciplined 
Chadwick has devoted his life to 
two major passions — govern¬ 
ment and the town of Winchester. 

And he has received recogni¬ 
tion for his service. The Chamber 
of Commerce named him the Out¬ 
standing Citizen of 1980. And 
former Gov. Edward King lauded 
him as “a man of integrity who is 
always willing to listen.’’ 

As a public servant, Chadwick 
likes to think of himself as a hard¬ 
working, conservative, yet pro¬ 
gressive legislator. Along with 
listening to other views, he is will¬ 
ing to talk about his own, in a con¬ 
trolled, carefully modulated 
voice. But when he gets off the 
subject of government, his under¬ 
lying warmth and generosity 
surface. 

Those are the qualities that 
characterize Chadwick’s concern 
for the town’s youth, and en¬ 
deared him to the many residents 
who know the man behind the 
political views. 

“I’ll see him downtown and 
he’ll have a big smile on his face 
and a twinkle in his eye,’’ notes 
Sandra Rodgers. “He loves going

“The youth are one cog in the 
future of this town," he says with 
conviction. “They help determine 
the standards of education, chur¬ 
ches and family life." 

Those standards are ex¬ 
tremely important to Chadwick, 
who is proud of his old-fashioned 
values. He is proud of his involve¬ 
ment with the town’s youth, an in¬ 
volvement that prompted him to 
develop a youth council. 

Chadwick also thought 
carefully about the idea of a 
youth center for a number of 
years, ever since he introduced 
the warrant which to Town 
Meeting in 1980 requesting the 
establishment of a Council on 
Youth. 

“I got my inspiration from the 
Council on Aging and the Seniors 
Association," he admits. “When 
I saw the miraculous results, I 
began to think that younger stu¬ 
dents might profit by the same 
type of thing. They’ve always 
complained that there is nothing 
to do." 

Chadwick believed that one of 
the first projects the council 
should tackle should be working 
towards a youth center. 

“I knew it would take plann-

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ing, hard work and dedication," 
he says, in his carefully thought- 
out manner. “It has taken some 
time to get this idea to come into 
being, but it has been exciting." 

Chadwick is pleased at the 
role the Recreation Dept, will 
have in operating the new Youth 
Center. "I naturally had to think 
the idea of a youth center through 
very carefully, knowing that 
other attempts at having one had 
failed. And without the coopera¬ 
tion of the Recreation Depart¬ 
ment, I can’t see how it would 
have proper supervision." 

In Chadwick’s mind, it was the 
lack of proper supervision that 
caused the other two youth 
centers to fail. 

“It’s very fortunate the 
Recreation Department is 
located right next to the new 
Youth Center." he says. “Ken 
Cereghino and Steve D’Onofrio 
have the vision, ability and 
dedication to make it a success." 

And Chadwick plans on drop¬ 
ping into the center himself when 
it opens next month. “1 hope to 
get to know some of the partici¬ 
pants," he says. “And 1 hope 
youths from private schools and 
even drop-outs will feel free to 
use the center." 

It doesn’t seem likely that 
Chadwick will find much time to 
spend at the Youth Center. His 
schedule is still full of his many 
time consuming interests, partic¬ 
ularly in the area of government. 

“Doing nothing just doesn’t 
appeal to me at all," he says 
earnestly. “For 50 years, I 
worked hard — I’d heard of the 
40-hour work week, but it was 
always more like 60 for me." 

Although Chadwick no longer 
works those 60 hour weeks, he 
maintains an active interest in 
both state and federal legislation. 

“I will soon be testifying on 
the flat tax bill, which I’ve ad¬ 
vocated for a number of years," 
he says. “It’s not difficult to ad¬ 
minister and I think it’s more 
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fair." 

According to Chadwick, the 
tax would benefit people in the 
lower income brackets by draw¬ 
ing from equal percentage of 
every income, with virtually no 
reductions. 

Chadwick also spends a lot of 
time researching a merger of the 
House and Senate, an idea he has 
nurtured for years. 

“I believe one branch of 
government can act faster and 
more expeditiously than two," he 
says firmly. “A single branch 
would be much less expensive 
and members would be far more 
accountable." 

Hep. Saltmarsh praises his 
predecessor’s accomplishments. 

Saltmarsh concludes, “I never 
heard anything but the highest 
compliments paid to Harry. He is 
held in the highest esteem by his 
colleagues, no matter what the 
party." 

Chadwick still treasures his 
traditionally Conservative, 
Republican ideas, recalling with 
pleasure the Eisenhower years. 

“In the 1950s, conservatives 
were in the majority with our 
belief in balanced budgets, and 
public service before private in¬ 
terests," he says. “I enjoyed 
those years, and I hope they come 
back." 

Chadwick says he believes the 
Reagan administration has done 
a remarkably good job, and he 
believes that conservative view¬ 
points like his own will enjoy a 
renaissance. 

“I think people have had 
enough of happy-go-lucky liberal¬ 
ism," he says. “I believe one has 
a set of principles that you either 
stand by or don’t." 

Chadwick says he has stood by 
his conservative principles 
through years when his view¬ 
points were repeatedly chal¬ 
lenged by liberals who opposed 
America’s involvement in the 
Vietnam war. And while standing 
by those views, he believes he 
was able to accomplish a lot as a 
state representative. 

“During the years that conser¬ 
vative Republicans like myself 
were not in the majority, I was 
successful in getting the govern¬ 
ment to adopt a system of data 
processing," he says. “I’m also 
proud of my role in going after 
the leaders of organized crime in 
the 1960s." 

Chadwick was also successful 
in working towards the establish¬ 
ment of a crime commission and 
a legislative research bureau, to 
study legislative issues in great 
depth. 

“I really enjoyed those 
years," he says. “I believed I 
had a good town to represent and

I worked hard for it." 

During the 28 years that Chad¬ 
wick served, he heard rumblings 
on several occasions from friends 
and supporters about starting a 
“Chadwick For Governor Club. " 
But he was not interested in 
running. 

“You need the type of per¬ 
sonality that mixes easily and 
knows how to turn on the charm," 
he says with a smile, adding, 
“I’m much more interested in 
getting a job done. I didn’t feel I 
was right for the position of 
governor." 

But Chadwick has been right 
for the many positions he has 
undertaken as a public servant 
for the town of Winchester. 

“I am very lucky and very 
happy to be a citizen of Win¬ 
chester," he concludes. 

And those who have worked 
with Chadwick believe that Win¬ 
chester is lucky to have a citizen 
like Chadwick. 

“Every Ttme there is some¬ 
thing that needs to be tackled in 
this town, Harrison Chadwick is 
an advocate for supporting it," 
says Recreation Director Ken 
Cereghino. “His views may be 
conservative, but on the practical 
level, he gets things done. That’s 
why lie’s involved in this Youth 
Center at the age of 80. He puts 
the town before anything."

The man Winchester youths hoped 
Would turn a sagging hockey program 
around at Winchester High School will not 
see the ice he had expected to coach on 
this winter. 

James McAdam, a former juvenile of¬ 
ficer with the Everett Police Dept., is on 
a health disability from his former job. 
That disability caused Workmen’s Com¬ 
pensation Agent Howard Chase to recom¬ 
mend that McAdam not be hired. 

Although McAdam and a group of high 
school hockey players and other sup¬ 
porters came before the School Commit¬ 
tee last week seeking to retain the 
experienced coach. School Committe 
members reluctantly voted this week that 
they could not rescind Chase’s. 

School Dept. Acting Personnel Direc¬ 
tor Robert Fitzzgerald warned the School 
Committee not to overide that decision. Tt 
could cost the town a considerable amount 
of money because we'd be liable for his 


workmen’s compensation. " he said. “It's 
a risk and a tension that I’m not sure you 
want to take, even though Mr. McAdam 
is a healthy and outstanding candidate for 
the job." 

School Committee members, still 
believing that McAdam was the man for 
the job. waited a week to make any kind 


ol decision at all. However, Chase told 
School Committee Chairman Constance 
Papas that he would not reconsider. 

"We unanimously regret this deci¬ 
sion,” said Papas on Tuesday night, after 
the committee voted 5-1 to rescind the ap¬ 
plication. 

"In this case workmen’s compensation 


just doesn't work in our lavor." 

Papas had decided to put off the deci¬ 
sion for a week after hearing McAdam s 
presentation, which was a convincing 
testimony to his top physical condition. 

"I think I know more about my own 
health than anyone in this room," he told 
the School Committee I check my blood 


pressure every day. I run eight miles a 
day and I'm in excellent shape I'd sign 
10 waivers if I had to." 

And Paul Ferullo, a member of the 
high school’s hockey team, also spoke in 
McAdam’s favor. 

"I met McAdam this summer." he 
said.“The man is a fitness fanatic. We 


talked about the hockey program at the 
high school and 1 really leel that he's the 
person that can turn our hockey program 
around." 

Despite the moving demonstration, the 
School Committee felt it had to act on 
Chase's recommendation this week after 
a special meeting was held between 
Chase. Papas, Fitzgerald and McAdam. 

"It’s our loss," said Fitzgerald after 
the meeting. I’m very disappointed, but 
he got hung up on a technicality ' 

Fitzgerald added. "1 don’t doubt 
McAdam’s physical condition. We had no 
access to his records and his pension 
disability is between him and the Everett 
Police Dept But we simply could not take 
the risk of compounding a situation that 
could be a potential problem for the 
town." 

Fitzgerald said the position of varsity 
hockey coach at Winchester High School 
is now open. 


X-Country Split 

Boy Harriers Alone On Top, 
Girls Drop Back To Second 


You don’t know whether to laugh or cry 
over the fate of the Winchester High cross 
country teams this week. 

The Sachem cross country squad 
defeated Wakefield 26-31 Tuesday after¬ 
noon to take sole possession of first place 
in the Middlesex League. 

The Sachemettes, however, couldn’t 
match the depth of their Wakefield op¬ 
ponents. losing a heartbreaker and their 
share of first place 24-31. 

"We thought going in that the boys 
might have a little better cKancet" com¬ 
mented coach Joe Cantillon. "And that’s 
how it turned out." • 

It turned out so well for the boys 
thanks, in part, to the record-breaking ef¬ 
forts of Barry Sirchis and Bill Derry. 

The pair have been setting new 
benchmarks steadily over the course of 
the season — in the team’s earlier victory 
last week against Belmont, both broke the 
course record, and they did the same 
against Wakefield. 

Plus, Sirchis broke another course 
record in winning the Catholic Memorial 
in Franklin Park Saturday with a 13:59 
time. Derry, the only other Winchester 
runner competing, took a medal with his 
12th place. 14:58. 

"They just keep breaking records,” 
said Cantillon. "(In Belmont), they didn’t 
just break the course record, they shat¬ 
tered it.” 

Sirchis won the Wakefield race in 13:08, 
with Derry taking second only a few 
seconds later, at 13:13. 

Back in the pack for the Sachems 


against Wakefield, but just as important, 
were Jim Whitehead, who finished fifth at 
13:34, Brian Pothier, with a sixth place 
14:38, and Jason Boone, with a seventh 
place 15:21. Gary Ducharme finished the 
race 14th. 

"For the boys, the freshmen and 
juniors are working very hard giving us 
the depth we need.” said Cantillon. "It’s 
possible to take one-two and lose, so three, 
four and five are very important.” 

That’s what happened to the girls 
against Wakefield — the team garnered 
a first place, but wasn’t able to put another 
finisher across the line until three 
Wakefield runners had crossed. Then, 
when Winchester took two more places. 
Wakefield followed with another three. 

"There were some good races," said 
Cantillon. "But Wakefield had a bit too 
much experience. It boiled down to their 
fourth and fifth runners being a little bet¬ 
ter than ours." 

The best on the field was Winchester’s 
Laurie Glynn, who won the race in 16:09. 
Sandra Reilly and Beth Nowell took fifth 
and sixth seven seconds apart, at 17:43 
and 17:50. Then Lauren Chabot grabbed 
a 18:35 ninth place and Laura Miller came 
in 10th with a 19:04. 

"We’re very pleased with both teams,” 
said Cantillon after the dual meet. 
"They’ve done a terrific job." 

They also did a terrific job against Bel¬ 
mont last week, as both teams crushed the 
Marauders. The boys took their meet 
20-36, while the girls rolled 18-43. 

In that meet, the girls had more than 


enough depth to handle Belmont, as they 
took first, second, third, fifth, seventh, 
eighth and ninth 

"Twenty-one runners and we got seven 
runners ahead of their third runner,” said 
Cantillon. "That’s great depth. 

"Several freshmen have done par 
ticularly well for the girls," Cantillon said. 
"It’s those freshmen who are providing 
the depth." 

To Belmont, the Sachemettes must

The first three runners across the line 
were Sachemettes - Glynn winning in 
17:05, then Reilly and Nowell.

Catch-Up Ball 

GriddersKeep Last-Quarter 
Poise, Tie Melrose 14-Up 


The Sachem football team proved they 
were the equals of the Middlesex League’s 
best Saturday. And maybe even the 
betters. 

For although the Sachems only manag¬ 
ed to tie defending league champion 
Melrose 14-14 this week, they did so by 
keeping a poise in the final minutes which 
deserted their opponents. 

It would have been easy for the 
Sachems to call it quits. For more than 
three quarters, Melrose had shut them 
down. Three times they had been inside 
the 25, within striking distance of a goal, 
only to blow the opportunity on fumbles 
and missed passes. 

But in a final stretch run, the Sachems 
scored 14 points in the final seven minutes 
of the contest, salvaging the tie with 1:17 
left.

He might have been able to, but the 
Sachem fans will never know as the kick 
was blocked and the clock ran out. 

Three fourth-quarter scoring drives 
were probably more than any fan could 
ask, though, and the successful drives the 
Sachems did manage were plenty 
satisfactory. 

In the final two minutes, quarterback 
Bob Palmer, looking more like a cool 
Roger Staubach than a junior rookie, con¬ 
nected for a 21-yard pass to put the 
Sachems in scoring position, hit Brian 
Carroll for a 23-yard touchdown pass, and 


then tied the game with a two-point con¬ 
version pass to Dave Koffman. 

Carroll was making some pretty cool 
moves himself in the final drive, carrying 
the ball 14 yards on third and seven to get 
Winchester to midfield and then spinning, 
dodging and diving to carry Palmer’s pass 
into the end zone. 

For a minute, it looked like that 
touchdown would only give the Sachems 
the satisfaction of coming close. The first 
time they tried for the two-point conver¬ 
sion, the gridders were hit with a motion 
penalty and pushed back five yards. 

But the poise that took them within two 
didn’t desert the Sachems. Palmer hit 
Koffman in the corner and tied the score. 

For the first three quarters, it didn’t 
seem the Sachems would ever score, 
never mind lie the game. 

The team fell behind on a long, grind¬ 
ing drive by Melrose that resulted in six 
points just as the second quarter began. 

They scored again, and got a two-point 
conversion, at the close of the third 
quarter, to go up 14-0. 

By indications that far in the game, the 
Sachems could never get 14 points. But 
then Palmer started throwing, and even 
did a piece of running.

As the quarter opened, the Sachems 
were behind their own 40 — decent field 
position, but they had got decent position 
before that day. 


It didn't look, at first, like things had 
changed from the first three quarters, as 
Palmer tried to carry twice and was 
knocked back a yard both times. 

Then the Sachem offense came alive. 

On third and 12, Pat Murray slipped 
around the end of the Melrose line and rac¬ 
ed for 21 yards to put the Sachems in 
Melrose’s territory. 

Palmer followed the crucial run with 
a 20-yard pass to Koffman, then carried 
the ball himself for 15 yards to bring the 
Sachems to within 10 yards of the goal 
line. 

It was Murray who would carry the 
ball over the goal line, bursting through 
the middle of the line to make it 14-6. 

When Melrose spoiled its own drive 
with a 15-yard penalty on third and four, 
the Sachem offense got its chance to tie 
the game.

Teamen Reach The\

World Soccer Cup 
Semifinals Of N.H. 


The Winchester Teamen < boys born in 
1971), recent champions of the 
Connecticut-Massachusetts Classic held in 
Wallingford, Conn., over the Labor Day 
Weekend, participated in the Nashua, 
N.H., World Cup Soccer Club Columbus 
Day Kick Off during the weekend of Oct. 
8, 9, and 10. 

Sixteen teams from Massachusetts and 
New Hampshire took part in the Boys 
Under 14 Division of the tournament. The 
Teamen were one of the youngest teams 
in their division, but were able to reach the 
semi-finals before bowing to Franklin in 
a nerve-racking shoot out. 

The Teamen played game one on 
Saturday against a big, strong team from 
Dedham. Winchester started fast, nearly 
scoring in the opening seconds on a well 
executed kickoff play and a follow-up of¬ 
fensive rush.

In the semi-final game the Teamen 
were matched against a small, quick; 
skilled and aggressive team from’ 
Franklin. 

With a slight wind at their backs, 
Franklin was ready to play front the open¬ 
ing whistle. Utilizing an effective short 
passing game, Franklin took advantage of 
several defensive miscues and scored five 
minutes into the game. For the first time 
in the tournament, the Teamen were 
behind. 

The rest of the half was basically a 
standoff as the Teamen gradually began 
to pick up their intensity level and get in-, 
to the game. 

The second half was a different story 
as the Teamen stopped being “Mr. Nice 
Guy.” They were all over the field coni; 
plctely dominating every phase of the 
game. A number of near misses brought 
oohs and aahs from the fans. The big ques; 
tion w’as when would the score come. • 

With 10 minutes left in the game, thq

But, so did Franklin. 

In the sudden death shootout, the sixth 
Teamen player missed to the left of the 
goal, but so did the Franklin shooter. 

The pressure mounted. 

The seventh, eighth, and ninth Teamen 
hooters all kicked fine goals, but the cor¬ 
responding Frankli ’ayers were equal 
to the task. 

The tie was finally broken on the tenth 
shot when the Teamen penalty kicker just 
misled the left corner of the goal and the 
Franklin shooter hit the post, but the ball 
took a Franklin bounce, rolling across the 
goal line despite a valiant effort by goalie 
John Murray.

Eligible Winchester residents can get 
as much as $750 in fuel assistance by sign¬ 
ing up today for the Tri-Cap Community 
Action Program. 

Interested residents should call in ad¬ 
vance to the Jenks Senior Center, where 
applications will be taken today from 9 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

Fuel assistance provides as much as 
$750 in payments to a household's main 
heating source. The program also serves 
people whose heat is included in their rent, 
provided they are not in public or subsidiz¬ 
ed housing. People in subsidized or public 
housing who pay for their heat are eligi¬ 
ble for the program. 

This will be Tri-Cap’s fifth year of 
operating the program. Last year the 
agency spent $3.9 million in federal and 
state funds to assist 7000 households in 
Everett, Malden, Medford, Melrose. 
Stoneham, Winchester and Woburn. 
Offices will be open in each community to 
take applications. 


Eligibility for Fuel Assistance is deter¬ 
mined by household size and gross 
household income. Residents who feel 
they may qualify according to the income 
guidelines listed below can call Tri-Cap at 
322-6284, or call for an appointment at one 
of the intake sites beginning the week of 
October 17. 

Tri-Cap requests people to follow these 
procedures: 

l. Call Tri-Cap at the number listed 
below for your town. Applications are by 
appointment. Do not expect to walk in and 
get an appointment. Phones will be very 
busy for awhile, and the waiting time for 
an appointment may be long, so patience 
is required. It is important to call so the 
operator can tell you exactly what 
documentation to bring with you for your 
appointment. If you should be in an 
emergency heating situation before your 
appointment, call Tri-Cap, or go to your 
nearest intake site for further instructions. 


2. Documentation is required for the 
gross income of everyone in the household 
for a period of no less than 90 days nor 
more than one year immediately 
preceding application. Incomplete or im¬ 
proper documentation will delay or pre¬ 
vent households from getting service, so 
make sure to call Tri-Cap for details. Ex¬ 
amples of documentation include: 

A signed and dated letter from an 
employer (on company letterhead) in¬ 
dicating gross earnings for the last 90 days 
to 12 months, or at least the last 13 con¬ 
secutive weeks of pay stubs (with 
employee and company identification). 

A recent Social Security or SSI check, 
or a letter from the bank indicating the 
amount of direct deposit, or a copy of a 
Social Security award letter, less than 12 
months old. 

A signed and dated letter from the 
Department of Welfare indicating AFDC 
or General Relief benefits for the last 90 
days to 12 months. 


A copy of a Claim Benefit Record form 
from Unemployment indicating any 
benefits received in the last 90 days to 12 
months. 

3. This year the State requires Tri-Cap 
to ask for the Social Security numbers of 
all adults in the household. Please be sure 
to have this information available. Thus in¬ 
formation will be matched against the 
State’s Wage Reporting System and the 
State’s list of subsidized housing tenants.

Cop Cruiser Wrecked 


In High-Speed 


A seafood-loving Medford man led 
police on a nerve-wracking chase at 
speeds over 1(H) miles an hour before 
crashing into a police cruiser at the cor¬ 
ner of Washington st. and Mt. Vernon st. 
early Thursday morning. 

Joseph Beraldi was accused of stealing 
four cases of shrimp from his employer, 
the Tighe Trucking Co. on Holton st. 

He was arrested on charges of larceny, 
assault and battery with a dangerous 
weapon, operating to endanger, speeding 
and failure to stop for a police officer. 

No one was hurt when Beraldi s car 
collided with Officer John Guarente’s 
cruiser, which the policeman had parked 
diagonally across Washington st. to cut off 
the suspect's escape. The crash caused at 
least $l,(HK) worth of damage to the police 
car and scattered clouds of smoke and 
shards of glass all over the intersection of 
Washington and Mt. Vernon sts. 

“I saw both cars bounce off each other 
and I honestly thought Officer Guarente 
was killed,” recalled a weary and reliev¬ 
ed Officer Paul DeLuca. DeLuca was a 


passenger in Officer James Gray’s car at 
the time, and witnessed the accident from 
several hundred feet away on Washington 

st. 

The chase began after police received 
a phone call that a robbery had taken 
place at the Tighe Trucking Co. A super¬ 
visor reported the theft of more than $200 
worth of shrimp. 

“The call came in as robbery, and 
that’s why Officer Guarente put his life on 
the line,” said DeLuca, recalling the 
events that took place after the phone call. 

According to DeLuca, and a report fil¬ 
ed by Officer Gray, the suspect’s 1969 
Buick, was heading south as it exited from 
the Tighe parking lot. Despite Gray’s ef¬ 
forts to stop the car, it sped away. 

“We had the lights and sirens going 
and everything, and he kept pulling away 
from us,” said DeLuca. “My adrenalin 
was really flowing. I’ve only gone that fast 
once before during a chase.” 

The chase continued on Holton st. and 
then Cross st., before both cars headed 
south on Washington st.

“Thank God there was no one on the 
road or he would have killed someone,” 
added DeLuca. "He just wouldn't stop " 

Finally, Gray radioed the station for 
help, and Guarente, who was in the vicini¬ 
ty, responded. 

It wasn’t until Gray and DeLuca had 
passed St. Mary’s Church on Washington 
st. that they noticed Guarente’s lights and 
sirens coming from across the median 

And after witnessing the hair-raising 
accident, Gray and DeLuca brought their 
cruiser to a halt and watched Guarente 
drive his damaged vehicle up Mt. Vernon 
st., where he finally cut the Buick off. 

“I jumped out of the car because I 
thought the guy might be armed,” said 
Gray, shaking his head at the memory. 
"Then I opened his door and grabbed one 
of his arms. Then all of us wrestled him 
to the ground and handcuffed him.” 

Beraldi was taken to the police station 
and placed under arrest. He was arraign¬ 
ed on Thursday in Woburn District Court. 

Four cases of Bendiksen’s shrimp were 
confiscated from his Buick.

Trial Ends 


In Mistrial 

After debating the conflict-of-interest 
case against Middlesex County Treasurer 
Hocco Antonelli for four days, a Middlesex 
jury was unable to decide whether An¬ 
tonelli is guilty of using county funds to get 
a $1.9 million loan. 

When the jury announced for the se¬ 
cond time Monday it was deadlocked, 
Middlesex Superior Court Judge John 
Sullivan declared a mistrial. 

Sullivan said he would soon hold a con¬ 
ference with attorneys on a retrial for An¬ 
tonelli, a Swan rd. resident. 

Antonelli is accused of conflict of in¬ 
terest in his dealings with the Coolidge 
Bank and Trust of Watertown while coun¬ 
ty treasurer. 

In 1979, Antonelli deposited $1 million 
in county funds in the Coolidge Bank. 
Later, Antonelli's private construction

business received a $1.95 million loan from 
the bank. 

Antonelli testified he could not recall 
delivering the $1 million in county funds 
to Coolidge president Harry Klein, but 
Klein testified that Antonelli gave him the 
money in an after-hours meeting.

Parent-To-Parent In Second Year 

Parents’ Problems Are Put 
In Perspective By Their Peers

Should a 15-year-old be allowed to go 
to a party when the host parents will not 
lx? home? Should the mother of twin junior 
high school daughters allow them to wear 
denim jackets, which the mother hates? 
Should the father of a 16-year-old boy be 
staying up past midnight with his son help¬ 
ing him with a paper he didn’t start until 
the last minute? 

Parents may be confused about where 
they can and should step in and set limits 
with their teen-agers. And, unlike teen¬ 
agers who have many opportunities to 
discuss these issues with each other after 
school, parents don’t always have the 
chance to get together to talk about them. 

In the past year, however, many Win¬ 
chester parents have seized the opportuni¬ 
ty to talk to each other about being 
parents. Evei since “Parent to Parent” 
groups were proposed, initiated and fund¬ 
ed by three high school administrators last 
year, parents are feeling better. 

Group members say that merely hav¬ 
ing other parents to talk to on a regular 
basis helps them understand what teen¬ 
agers are going through, and gives them 
ideas and perspective on handling 
curfews, allowances, freedom and other 
everyday issues. 

One “Parent to Parent” group was so 
successful that it has continued to meet a 
year beyond its original eight-week 
schedule lust fall. And this year, a group 
has already started for parents of junior 
high school students as well 

“I feel that the group takes my every¬ 
day problems and puts them into the pro¬ 
per perspective by suggesting solutions 
and sharing their experiences.” said Ann

Moore, who has been a member of the 
group since “Parent to Parent" was form¬ 
ed last fall. “My group has continued to 
meet on its own because we were all get¬ 
ting so much out of it. It’s really gotten me 
to stop and think and listen more.’’ 

If listening to their teen-agers is one 
way that parents are benefiting from the 
group, merely talking to one another and 
sharing their experiences is another. 

Marlene Schultz, the social worker who 
runs the weekly groups i the groups run for 
six to eight weeks) said parents are get 
ting a much better idea of what other 
parents are going through by attending 
the meetings. 

“The focus of ‘Parent to Parent' is sup¬ 
port and communication,” she said. “We 
do a lot of talking about communication 
skills, such as how to listen and respond 


to party rules, and dealing with issues con 
corning drinking, homework, friends and 
schoolwork. Sometimes parents just need 
to hear that other parents are going 
through the same situation and talk about 
it, to find out that their teen-ager is nor 
mal." 

Vice Principal John Pirani, who helped 
write the proposal for “Parent to Parent' 
funding, said Winchester parents don't 
communicate as easily as they used to. 

“Many years ago parents would talk to 
one another, when the town was much 
smaller," he recalled. “There seems to be 
more fear of adolescents these days, and 
there is more pressure on both parents 
and kids concerning acceptance Parents 
want their kids to be accepted by their 
peer group, and they are in conflict about 
it too ' 

Pirani said professionals at the high 
school can do a lot to identify problems 
during the day, but are helpless 
afterwards 

“What happens when a kid goes 
home?” Pirani wondered “A group ot us 
began to think about it last year and we 
identified the need for parents to talk 
about it more.” 

That need brought Pirani together with 
Asst. Principal Kvander French and 
guidance counselor Carolyn Tiffany, who 
formed an advisory group with parents, 
clergymen and people from different 
organizations in town A proposal was sub¬ 
mitted to EnKa, which offered to fund 
“Parent To Parent” groups by hiring 
Schultz and paying for the various 
speakers who lecture on different issues

By this day next week. Winchester will 
have a new school superintendent. 

The School Committee plans to choose 
one of the four superintendent finalists for 
the job at their Nov. 1 meeting, according 
to School Committee Chairman Constance 
Papas. 

The meeting will begin at 7:30 in the 
Lynch School. 

The choice will come after the School 
Committee members finish interviewing 
each of the four finalists — Charles Mit- 
sakos, Ernerst Van Seasholes. Frederic 
Vorlop and Isa Zimmerman — visiting 
them at their schools and giving them a 
tour of the Winchester schools. 

The School Committee has finished 
three of the four interviews. Mitsakos was 
interviewed Sunday afternoon, Zimmer¬ 
man was quizzed on Tuesday and 
Seasholes on Wednesday. 

The final interview, with Vorlap, will 
be held Saturday at 2 p.m. in the Lynch 
School auditorium. 

During each of the two-hour inter¬ 
view’s. which have been attended by about 
30 citizens. School Committee members 
have quizzed candidates at length on their 
management techniques, educational 
philosophy and experience. 

Candidates have been asked how they 
would deal with declining enrollment and 
accompanying layoffs in the secondary 
schools, what class size and curriculum 
should be used in the elementary schools. 


and how big an administration the school 
system needs. 

Papas noted that the School Commit 
tee members received a list of questions 
from the faculty, and were weaving those 
questions in with their own 

(Since not all of the candidates had 
been interviewed before press time and 
any story today would focus on two of the 
candidates while excluding the other two, 
The Star will not report on specific inter 
views this week. 

(Next week’s Star will feature a report 
on the choice of the new superintendent, 
a story on the superintendent ’s successful 
interview, and a summary of the other 
three interviews.) 

Mitsakos. the first of the candidates to 
be interviewed, is the assistant 
superintendent in Andover, lie has been 
a social studies teacher, an author of an 
elementary-level text on American 
history, a consultant and the head of an 
education mission to Greece. 

Zimmerman, the only woman can¬ 
didate and the only finalist recruited by 


the Screening Committee, is the assistant 
superintendent in Lexington. A former. 
English Dept. head, assistant principal 
and high school principal, she has ex 
perience in public relations and magazine 
and educational writing 

Seasholes, the principal of Newton 
South High School, said he would like to 
continue teaching while serving as 
superintendent. He has taught socih 
studies at several grade levels, helped 
prepare a social studies curriculum, 2 
taught social studies in Nigeria. He % 
also been a principal at a Newton SdjjtflJ 
High School for the past 10 years. 

Vorlop. the only candidate not frorr 
Boston area, is an assistant superin ^ 
dent in Barrington. Ill., a suburb^. 
Chicago. He was also a high school prtn 
cipal for seven years and an Americfltij 
history teacher for four years.

Lights Go Out In Town Due To 


Edison Malfunction On 


A large section of Winchester was left 
in the dark on Saturday evening, when a 
malfunction in the Pond st. substation in 
Woburn caused more than 5,000 customers 
to lose their power for almost an hour. 

The power shortage also caused 
alarms to go off all over town, and kept 
police busy handling phone calls from 
irate residents who could not get in touch 
with Boston Edison. 


Selectman Michael Saraco, w ho went 
down to the police station to find out what 
happened, said he was amazed that 
Edison could not be reached. 

“1 stood there for half an hour wat¬ 
ching.” he said. “Three police officers 
handled all the calls, while the dispatcher 
was told to take fire emergency calls on¬ 
ly. The police didn't know w’hat caused the 
shortage, and there w'as no way of 
reaching Edison.” 


Sat. Night 

When Edison finally w’as reached on 
Monday, a spokesman said the power 
shortage resulted from a malfunction in 
equipment, and caused a large volt circuit 
to fail. 

The power shortage began at 6:40 p.m. 
and some residents didn’t see the light un¬ 
til 7:50. Other residents had their power 
restored in 40 minutes. 


Resident Threatened At Gunpoint In Home 


A Slyvester ave. man was handcuffed, 
bound to his bathroom sink and threaten¬ 
ed w’ith a .357 magnum revolver when an 
intruder forced his way into the resident’s 
home last Wednesday. 

According to a report filed by Officer 
Theodore Yeanaeopolis, the resident 
answered the doorbell and was asked by 
the intruder where Slyvester ave. was.

I like to note the flamboy¬ 
ance of the maples, the more sub- 
dqbd golds of the elms, and the 
chocolately browns of the oak 
leaves, these last the most stub¬ 
born of hangers-on, remaining 
wyll into the winter and falling at 
las’t only in the whitened winds of 
the January blizzard. 

That’s what I like to see in 
October, not many small Santas 
perched in many styrofoam 
sleighs. 

Even a month from now, I 
wpn't be ready for Christmas 
decorations in the stores. 

JBy then it will be late 
November, of course, which is a 


season all in itself. Our world will 
wear that swept-clean look that 
comes when the leaves are down 
and raked and bundled off to their 
compost beds for the long 
winter’s sleep. The days will be 
bright and brief, with air as tangy 
as the taste of cranberry. 


By then it will be Thanksgiv¬ 
ing, and we’ll want to meditate on 
that holiday some too, I should 
think. 


We’ll want to think about those 
people that landed in Plymouth, 
quitting for good the cozy cob- 
blestoned streets of Europe to 
face that first deadly winter in 
the wilds of the Massachusetts 
woodlands. We’ll want to wonder, 
maybe, why they came here, how 
they dared to chuck it all — 
civilization, universities, and the 
warmth of the public house — all 
for an idea, a theory about the 
kind of life that could be lived 
here.

There’ll be real snowflakes 


then, to catch on real people’s liv¬ 
ing lashes. And the whack and 
slice of neighborhood hockey 
games will puncture the quiet of 
the short pewter-colored 
afternoons. 

I’ll be ready to buy Christmas 
presents then, and to buy them in 
the proper spirit. 

For isn’t the whole point of the 
Christmas season to stop a while 
and sense the richness of our 
blessings; and then, out of a fresh 
awareness of that richness, to 
give gifts expressing our warmth 
toward the people who share our 
lives? 

The point isn’t to buy things, 
mindlessly and desperately, in a 
race against the clock. “Ten 
more shopping days ‘til 
Christmas!

What kind of exercise is this 
for sensing the inner quiet of 
Christmas peace? 

If we celebrate it aright, the 
season can furnish us with a 
pause in the frenetic pace of our 
lives as we live them normally. 
Instead, what does it do? It 
doubles that pace and celebrates 
its frenzy. It transforms the 
season into an orgy of getting and 
spending a shameless invitation 
to prifligacy and greed — All 
starting in the last weeks of 
October. 

Not for me, thanks. In my 
world it’s still late autumn. I’m 
looking forward to pulling that 
first cold handful of seeds out of 
the innards of my children’s 
pumpkins. 

Christmas is lovely, sure. But 
it will get here, don’t you think? 
In its own good time.

{SCHOOL TRANSPORTA¬ 
TION (II 0721): House 100-45 gave 
firfal approval to and sent to the 
Senate for action, a bill giving 
pi^vate and parochial school stu¬ 
dents the same school transpor¬ 
tation rights as public school 
students. The measure requires 
eafch school committee to provide 
transportation for any student at¬ 
tending a private school within 
till boundaries of the school 
district, provided the student 
meets the minimum distance re- 
qiarement established by the 
committee. The measure also 
provides for state reimbursement 
foi some of the costs. 

{Supporters argued the bill 
wduld cost only $1.1 million and 
simply restores services and fun¬ 
ding that were provided before 
thi Massachusetts Supreme Judi¬ 
cial Court temporarily struck 
down the private school transpor¬ 
tation requirement. They said 
many communities are now pro¬ 
viding the transportation and 
paying 100 percent of the costs. 
Ttyjy noted that under the bill, the 
stijte would reimburse about 75 
percent of the costs. 

(Some opponents said the bill 
violates Proposition 2 l - and is ac¬ 
tually a new state-mandated pro¬ 
gram, imposed on cities and 
towns, which is not 100 percent 
funded by the state. Others said 
communities have been forced to 
cuj back on public school funding 
and should not be forced by the 
stiite to put available money into 
private school transportation.

pOLID WASTE (II 0077): 
Hotise defeated, 133-12, a bill giv¬ 
ing the local board of health in a 
coi nmunity the power to approve 
zoring locations of solid waste 
facilities operated in conjunction 


with a resource recovery facility 
(trash to energy), in that commu¬ 
nity. Under the bill, “an assign¬ 
ment for a sanitary landfill — 
resource recovery facility which 
has been approved by the local 
board of health and by the depart¬ 
ment of environmental quality 
engineering is deemed to be in 
compliance with municipal zon¬ 
ing by-laws.” 

Supporters argued the bill 
would help the solid waste pro¬ 
blem and also be a step in the 
right direction toward use of 
resource recovery as a form of 
energy. 

Opponents said the meeting 
must approve zoning and loca¬ 
tions and claimed giving the 
power to boards of health takes 
away citizen power and input in¬ 
to this important matter.

STUDENT AID AND DRAFT 
(II 5087): Senate 21-15 refused to 
send to the Ways and Means 
Committee the bill denying state 
scholarships and loans to male 
students who fail to register for 
the military draft. The bill has 
already been approved by the 
House and will now be considered 
by the Senate. 

Supporters of sending it to 
Ways and Means argued the bill 
involves millions of dollars in 
state money and said all bills in¬ 
volving spending must go to the 
committee. Most of them also op¬ 
posed the measure and hoped to 
tie it up in committee. They 
claimed the bill discriminates 
against men and the poor who 
cannot attend school without aid. 
Many charged the bill is unconsti¬ 
tutional and urged the Senate to 
wait for a pending Supreme Court 
ruling. 

Opponents of sending the bill 
to committee said it was merely 
a tactic to delay passage of the 
measure. They said students who 
fail to register for the draft are 
breaking the law and should not 


receive state aid. 

A “Yea” vote is for sending 
the bill to Ways and Means. A 
“Nay” vote is against sending it 
to Ways and Means. 

Sen. Richard Kraus voted no. 

FILING DEADLINE: Under 
a new rule passed by the House in 
June and the Senate in October, 
the deadline for filing bills was 
moved from Dec. 7 to Nov. 2 of 
this year. The rule provides that 
in the second year of a legislative 
session, the deadline for bill filing 
is changed from the first Wednes¬ 
day in December to the first 
Wednesday in November. Since 
the rule did not receive approval 
in the Senate until Oct. 3, many 
people are frantically working to 
meet the new deadline. The 
deadline is 5 p.m. on Wednesday, 
Nov. 2. 

Massachusetts is the only 
state in the nation which allows 
any citizen, group of citizens, 
association, corporation, or 
organization to file a bill for con 
sideration by the legislature 
Every year, thousands of bills are 
filed and many become law. Al 
though the 1983 session is still go 
ing on, now is the time to make 
final preparations to file bill for 
consideration in 1984. 

In order to file a bill, you must 
first have it sponsored by your 
local senator or representative, 
or any one of the state’s 240 
legislators. If the legislator sup¬ 
ports the measure, he or she will 
oftentimes co-sponsor it with you 
and lend support in seeing it 
through the complicated legisla¬ 
tive process. If the official does 
not support the measure, he or 
she will usually file it for you “by 
request” — usually indicating he 
or she does not necessarily sup¬ 
port it but is filing it as a 
courtesy. 

The bill must be in proper 
form and must be filed with the 
House or Senate clerk. Your 
legislator can help you draft the 
bill or may refer you to the House 
or Senate counsel for help.

Elections are to be held in Winchester 
High School on Nov. 8, to select that 
school’s delegate to the thirty-seventh an¬ 
nual Student Government Day Program. 

The program was established in 1947 
by the Massachusetts General Court in 
order that secondary school students of 
the commonwealth would be able to learn 
about state government by participating 
in an unique and meaningful experience. 
This idea has developed into a six-month 
program which explores all aspects of our 
state governmental system and includes 
a one day “take over’’ of the state ad¬ 
ministration by the students. 

Any secondary school in Massachu¬ 
setts is eligible to send one student 
representative to this program. The stu¬ 
dent must be 16 years of age on or before 
May 31,1984. The student must be elected 


by his high school in a democratically held 
election. The student must lx? dedicated to 
receiving full benefits offered by the pro¬ 
gram in understanding state government. 

After the election in each school, the 
name of the delegates will be placed in a 
glass bowl. Names of the student counter¬ 
parts will be drawn by the governor, other 
constitutional officers, and supreme court 
justices. Another drawing will beheld to 
select the governor's councillors, depart¬ 
ment heads, cabinet secretaries, senators 
and representatives. 

Three series of workshops will be held 
for the purpose of educating and inform¬ 
ing teachers and student delegates about 
the legislative process and state govern¬ 
ment. The first series will be held in the 
regional education centers. The second 
and third workshop series will be held at 


the State House. 

The governor will participate in these 
workshops along with the constitutional of¬ 
ficers, legislators, judicial officials, 
members of interest and lobbying groups. 
The workshops will also provide an oppor¬ 
tunity for students to observe the legisla¬ 
ture in session. 

Student Government Day is the first 
Friday in April. On this day. students will 
participate in all aspects of the adminis¬ 
tration of state government in the place 
where it happens, the State House. This 
allows students who have been educated 


in state government the opportunity to ex¬ 
ercise their newly obtained abilities in the 
atmosphere that actual governmental of¬ 
ficials perform. 

The Student Government Day Pro¬ 
gram has been successful in many ways 
during its long history. Along with the 
responsibility of educating a concerned 
population of the citizens and future voters 
of Massachusetts, it has been estimated 
that one-third of the elected state govern¬ 
ment officials currently serving in 
Massachsuetts have participated in the 
program.

Winchester public schools officials 
have set a deadline date for completion of 
student immunizations to be updated. 

Dr. Robert G. Forest, acting superin¬ 
tendent, set Nov. 9 as the final date for 
students whose immunizations are incom¬ 
plete to fulfill the requirements mandated 
by state law. 

According to Frank J. Bianco, director 
of Special Education and Pupil Services, 
those students whose records do not in¬ 
dicate evidence of all immunizations be¬ 
ing updated will not be admitted to school 
after the Nov. 9, deadline date. 

The requirements include: 

DPT/DT — Three or more doses — one 
required if 10 years has elapsed since the 
last dose. 

Polio — Three or more doses — one re¬ 
quired if the last dose was received l>efore 


the age of two. In kindergarten, one dose 
is required if three years have elapsed 
since the last dose. 

Measles — Given after the age of 12 
months. 

Mumps & Rubella Previously 
recommended, now required for grades 
K-12. 

Parents were notified earlier in the 
school year of their son or daughter’s 
record status. The Board of Health Clinic 
held Oct. 4, provided immunization for ap¬ 
proximately 100 students. To date approx¬ 
imately 90 students systemwide remain in 
jeopardy of being expelled from school 
Nov. 9, unless the requirements are met.

once a month. 

This month’s topic, ‘‘Coping With 
Hostile Adolescents," will be presented by 
Professor Ed Stone on Wednesday night 
in the social studies area of the high 
school. 

Ronnie Fiorillo, a member of the 
“Parent To Parent" advisory board, ask¬ 
ed ‘‘Is there any other kid of adoles¬ 
cent? "adding, ‘‘The groups have been 
great. They really give parents the sense 
that they are not alone with a problem, 
even if it seems insurmountable. And I 
really enjoy the group because I feel a 
strong need for parents to support one 
another and share ideas. It’s a big help." 

Tiffany said the response to the free 
groups has been excellent. "I don’t know 
of any other program like this funded by 
a public service group in town," she said. 
“And the groups are not aimed at therapy 
— it’s just normal concerns of parents, 
and a way for them to get information on 
what it’s like to be an adolescent." 

Jane Jepka, Asst. Minister at the 
Unitarian Church and a member of the 
original committee that initiated ‘‘Parent 
To Parent," said the exposure parents 


have gotten to different kinds of teen¬ 
agers has broadened their understanding. 

"The group serves parents of all dif¬ 
ferent kinds of teen-agers, and that’s a 
good exposure," she said. "Parents of the 
very successful pressured teen-ager, the 
drop-out, the athlete and all different sub¬ 
groups can discuss issues together. And 
the parents let their hair down in a way 
that’s unusual in Winchester." 

And although it may be difficult for 
parents to truly understand what their 
adolescents are going through, the group 
helps them to at least feel more comfor¬ 
table with the issues. 

"What I’ve gotten out of it has been 
very obvious to me," said Nancy Rich¬ 
mond, last year’s Parent Faculty Assn, 
president and a group member for a year. 
“I’m a lot more comfortable com¬ 
municating with my teen-agers." 

Richmond added, "The group has en¬ 
couraged all of us to create the openness 
that most of us feel is lacking in our rela¬ 
tionships. A lot of this has to do with the 
dynamics of a small group setting, where 
there is a lot of trust and confidence." 

The small groups meet at the Win¬ 


chester Library, and range in size from 
15-20, with no more than 20 or no fewer 
than six allowed. Most of this fall’s groups, 
which are all full, have about 15 members. 
The large lecture groups, open to anyone, 
are also followed by a discussion. The 
small groups will begin again in January. 

"The large groups are all really helpful 
for those who can’t make a commitment 
to the small group," said Schultz. ‘‘It’ all 
free and it’s a chance for all parents to get 
involved in adolescent issues." 

Other topics planned for this year’s 
large groups are ‘‘Freedom From 
Chemical Dependency" and "Sexuality." 
No registration is necessary. 

In the small groups, the agenda is 
determined by the parents at the first 
meeting. Schultz then structures the group 
by putting the topics into what she calls 
a "workable format." 

"Different things come out with dif¬ 
ferent groups," she said. "Last year, the 
prom was a big isue in one group, and not 
in the other. Basically, parents want to 
know what other parents are doing about 
curfews, alcohol and other issues. We do 
some role playing, and encourage parents 


to call each other." 

Schultz said the issues in a high achiev¬ 
ing community like Winchester can 
revolve around academic and financial 
pressure or simply listening skills. 

"The group helps parents to listen and 
to respond to their teen-ager." she said. 
"And parents are concerned about in¬ 
dependence — how much independence do 
you give them, where do you set the limit, 
how do you hold on to rules and regula¬ 
tions?"

Sachemette Soccer Team Mops

The Wakefield Warriors actually 
thought they had a good chance of beating 
the undefeated Sachemettes from Win¬ 
chester last Friday.

The players maintain excellent control 
over the ball, they pass accurately and 
strategically to their teammates and they 
move quickly past their pass to regain an 
open position for receiving the ball. 

Furthermore, as their record in¬ 
dicates, the defensive players on the team 
do not let the ball get by them. In only one 
game all season, against Lexington, did a 
player actually score a goal against this 
near-invincible defense. 

And perhaps there is another reason

Winchester Fire Fighters Turn Scuba Divers 


To Prepare For Underwater Emergencies

Beneath the surface of the 
South Reservoir Sunday, four 
scuba divers went through the 
painstaking routine of searching 
for a body. 

When they had arrived at the 
lake off South Border rd., it had 
taken the four fighters barely 10 
minutes to don their wet suits, 
masks and air tanks and leap in¬ 
to the chilly water. 

Two of the divers quickly took 
up positions at opposite corners of 
the search area, marking off its 
boundaries. The other two, at¬ 
tached to their buddies by 600-foot 
lengths of rope, slowly crisscross¬ 
ed the area in a grid pattern. 

No body was found in the res¬ 
ervoir Sunday. But then, the 
scuba divers weren’t expecting to 
find one. 

The four scuba divers were go¬ 
ing through their weekly drill as 
members of the Fire Dept.’s 
10-month old underwater rescue 
team, preparing for the day they 
could be called upon to rescue a 
driver trapped underwater in a 
car, or recover the body of a 


drowning victim. 

It was a case of a drowning a 
year ago, and the frustration of 
waiting helplessly until the 
Boston-based Metropolitan Dis¬ 
trict Police Underwater Squad 
could arrive, that spurred the 
Fire Dept, to form its own four- 
man underwater team. 

On that day when a young 
man drowned in the North Reser¬ 
voir, all Winchester rescue squad 
could do was stand on the shore 
of the lake and wait. 

The Fire and Police Dept, men 
waited three hours for MDC 
divers to arrive at the scene, 
divers who would find the young 
suicide victims body in 15 
minutes. 

In that case, not even the 
prompt arrival of a dive team 
would have saved the boy. But 
Fire Dept. Lt. John Freitas began 
thinking, what would happen if 
someone’s life depended on a 
diver? 

Counting the bodies of water 
in town the Mystic Lakes, the 
ponds along the Aberjona River, 
Wedge Pond and Winter Ponds — 


a/id recalling several incidents in 
the last few years when cars had 
gone off the road and into those 
waters, Freitas decided the town 
needed an underwater rescue 
squad. 

“After that last drowning inci¬ 
dent, I went to the chief and we 
concluded something had to be 
done," said Freitas. “Three 
hours is a long time to wait for 
anyone, especially in an emer¬ 
gency situation. 

“It was a frustrating exper¬ 
ience for everyone,” recalled 
Freitas. “It caused us ... a feel¬ 
ing of helplessness.” 

As an amateur diver for 10 
years, Freitas volunteered to 
head up the new underwater 
team. The Fire Dept., he felt, 
should provide the manpower. 

“This kind of operation follows 
the basic principle of the Fire 
Dept.,’’ Freitas said. “We’re here 
if you need us. Hopefully you 
don’t. But if you do, we’ll be 
prepared." 

Fire Chief Robert McElhinney 
agreed with Freitas, and arrang¬ 
ed for the town to cover the $100 


per man cost for underwater 
rescue training, and the $2,200 for 
equipment. Three firefighters, all 
emergency medical technicians 
trained in lifesaving techniques, 
were chosen from eight 
volunteers for the squad. 

Those three men, John 
McDonough, Michael Beaton 
and Ed Smith, each shelled out 
money for their own wet suits, 
masks and other diving para¬ 
phernalia, and went through 12 
weeks of training. 

The training included lessons 
in underwater search, rescue and 
recovery techniques, lectures 
from MDC underwater squad 
divers, and a very, very cold 
water dive off Rockport two days 
after Christmas. 

“To have guys show that kind 
of interest is great for the town 
and the department,” commen¬ 
ted McElhinney. “The men have 
donated their own money, and a 
lot of their own time to the train¬ 
ing.” 

Some of that interest in the 
squad, the dive team members 
admit, was to get into diving 


simply for pleasure. ‘‘Diving was 
something I always wanted to 
try, and this was an opportunity 
to learn,” said Smith. But the 
firefighters also feel that diving 
is one more way to do their job. 

“I think knowing how to dive 
rounds me out a bit as a fire¬ 
fighter," said Beaton. “This is 
one more service the Fire Dept, 
can provide the town. 

“For the size of the town, 
there is a considerable amount of 
water,” he continued. “We may 
have one time a year where an 
underwater rescue is needed, but 
how many times does it take? I 
mean, we hope there’s not a fire 
every day, but if there is one, the 
Fire Dept, is here. 

“What if we got a car full of 
kids that went off the bridge on 
the Mystic Lakes?” wondered 
Beaton. “We can’t just stand 
there until the MDC comes.” 

Beaton can recall the agony of 
waiting for an MDC underwater 
rescue squad, when he was work¬ 
ing as an ambulance crew mem¬ 
ber for another town and a car¬ 
load of youths crashed into the 


water. 

“It was so frustrating," he 
said. “You’d try to make an en¬ 
try into the water to rescue the 
kids, and you couldn’t stay in for 
more than a minute. 

The ultimate result was the 
death of a 17-year-old boy," he 
continued. “With our wetsuits 
and gear, r boy like that would 
stand a better chance.” 

Freitas noted that if there 
were such an accident in 
Winchester, his squad (each of 
whom carries a beeper and is on 
24-hour call) could be at the 
scene, suited up and in the water 
in 20 minutes. 

That kind of speed could save 
a life, noted Freitas, since some 
accident victims, immersed in 
cold water, have been 
miraculously revived after long 
periods of time without oxygen. 

Not that the firefighters look 
forward to trying to revive a 
drowning victim. 

“We hope we never have to 
use our training," commented 
Freitas. “But if we do, we’ll be 
ready."

A canoe trip down the Mystics from 
Winchester to Boston Harbor may not be 
most people’s idea of an idyllic voyage, 
but ever since the idea came to mind last 
spring, its simplicity grew in appeal. We 
could set out from our boat club on the Up¬ 
per Mystic Lake, paddle to the dam bet¬ 
ween the lakes, portage, cross the lower 
lake, enter the Mystic River, pass through 
the locks at the Earhart Dam, sneak by 
the ships along the Charlestown docks and 
enter inner Boston Harbor. 

But then what? Of course — head up 
the Charles, go through the locks at the 
New Charles River Dam, arrange to tie up 
at a yacht club and spend the night at the 
Sonesta. 

An overnight canoe trip without tents, 
sleeping bags, or bugs. More like an in- 
town weekend. And we could always go 
get the car if we decided not to paddle the 
return trip. Simple. 

After all, we decided to try canoeing in 
the first place because it’s simpler than 
the bits of sailing we’ve done over the 
years. And there was the appeal of being 
able to buy and outfit your own vessel 
without going through a loan officer. So, 
in late April we entered the exciting world 
of boating, through the back door, with the 
purchase of our first very own boat — a 
Coleman 15 canoe. 

It’s a relatively new, popular design us¬ 
ing a slightly flexible plastic hull sup¬ 
ported by an inner aluminum frame that 
you partially assemble. The Coleman’s 
come in two colors — orange and green. 
We picked the orange, judging our 
chances of needing rescue were greater 
than our need to be unobtrusive. 

We chose the 15 footer because it was 
the largest size that would fit into the 
garage. Putting it together took about six 
hours with some help from a friend and 
only one call to the factory. We had just 
joined the Winchester Boat Club on the 
Upper Mystic Lake and we could keep our 
canoe there during the season. 

As with most new toys, we used the 
canoe quite a bit at first in the early sum¬ 
mer and got a smattering of canoeing ex¬ 
perience, albeit on a small lake. But each 
summer seems to be busier than the last 
and the idea of a trip down the Mystics 
(even though a modest endeavor) seemed 
like that’s all it would be — just another 
idea that we never got around to realizing. 

Labor Day was a week away and we 
had taken no vacation yet and had no 
special weekend plans. We were hoping 


that some close friends of ours would ask 
us to crew on their 24 foot sailboat on a 
weekend coastal cruise out of Beverly. 
They did, but at the same time we realized 
that we now had a boat of our own and that 
maybe we should be seizing opportunities 
closer to home. We thanked them for the 
offer and began to plan our own weekend 
trip a few days away. 

Although the route down the Mystics 
and up into the Charles was obvious, some 
important arrangements had to be made. 
We received permission from the Medford 
Boat Club to portage through their club, 
we called the MDC to find out if there were 
any problems in locking through a canoe 
at either the Earhart or Charles River 
Dams, received reciprocal privileges 
from a yacht club on the Charles to ^ie up 
for the night, made the reservations at the 
Sonesta for Saturday night, and notified 
the police that we’d be leaving our car 
overnight at the club. 

We had to get some extra gear, and we 
also wanted to check out the life vests in 
a swimming pool to see what we could ex¬ 
pect if we capsized. On Friday night our 
kitchen was full of gear and provisions.: 

3 paddles (one spare), 2 life vests, 1 
flotation cushion, 1 chain and padlocks to 
secure the canoe overnight, 12' - lb. Dan- 
forth anchor with line, 2 bailers in case we 
capsized; 

Also, 2 sponges to pick up where the 
bailers left off and also to protect the 
foredeck from the anchor to be fastened 
down with the bungee cords, 1 set of bow 
and stern lines, 1 Freon horn to signal the 
lockmasters (2 long and 2 short blasts); 

And, 1 duffle bag, lined with doubly- 
wrapped and sealed trash bags, contain¬ 
ing our clothes including a blue blazer 
(now nautical) for Saturday evening’s din¬ 
ing and bathing suits. (Not for the Mystic. 
The Sonesta has a pool.) and 1 pair of 
shower tongs so I could wade in shallow 
waters without stepping on who knows 
what; 

Also, 1 watertight ammo box. 1 screw¬ 
driver and one adjustable wrench for 
minor repairs, 1 road map, 1 first aid kit, 
1 camera and notepad to record the trip 
and miscellaneous precautionary items 
like a compass, pocket radio and knife. 
(Why not? Who knows how far we might 
actually go?) 

We had enough provisions for the day 
and then some. It looked like we were 
preparing for an expedition rather than a 
day trip. We checked the marine weather 
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forecast and tides for Boston Harbor for 
Saturday and went to bed setting the 
alarm for 5:45 so we could see the day 
begin and beat the midday sun to Cam¬ 
bridge. 

We get up at 8. By the time we brew the 
coffee for the thermos, load up the car and 
get to the boat club, it is 8:45. We take the 
canoe off the rack in the boat yard, check 
it over, load it up, lash in anything impor¬ 
tant that won’t float, and shove off at 9:15 
— not quite sunup but at least we are 
refreshed. 

Teta is in the bow and I am at the stern. 
The water is calm and the air is still. We 
paddle leisurely across the familiar Up¬ 
per Mystic Lake, dock at the Medford 
Boat Club, and ask again for permission 
to portage. We lift the canoe, with all its 
gear still in it, out of the water and onto 
the dock. Then we carry it up and over the 
dam and with a few rest stops, down the 
stairs onto the beach in back of the club 
and into the lower lake by 9:45. 

It is our first portage ever — not bad. 
It is also the first time we’ve been out of 
the upper lake. From here on, it is new. 
Not that the area we’ll be traveling is new, 
but we’ll be seeing familiar things from 
a very different perspective — and al¬ 
though this trip is supposed to be fun, our 
safety will depend on our boatsmanship. 

According to the map, we have about 
11 miles to travel-mostly downstream. As 
we paddle across the lower lake, we try 
to anticipate where the difficulties will lie. 
We don’t know how the canoe will respond 
to the turbulance in a lock as tremendous 
volumes of water are quickly pumped in 
or out. 

We know from the marine forecast that 
visibility should be good and that waves 
in the harbor should be 1 foot or less — as 
good as you can get. But power boats are 
another problem. We’ll have to watch out 
for wakes, not only in the Lower Mystic 
River and Charles River, but from here 
on downstream. 

And we figure the most uncertain part 
of the trip will be the stretch of Mystic 
River off Charlestown where the river is 
up to a quarter mile wide and where ships 
may be docking or undocking. 

It is 10 now and we are already leav¬ 


ing the lower lake and entering the Mystic 
River. We can feel the current pick up and 
help us along, so Teta brings out the ther¬ 
mos and croissants and we drift along a 
bit while we have breakfast. We try to 
judge how clear the water is by sticking 
a four foot paddle down into the water. We 
can see the bottom of the blade. 

We paddle on, past a few kids fishing 
on the bank, and under the arched bridges 
connecting East Arlington and West Med¬ 
ford. The shore is thick with brush and we 
can hear little critters scurrying around 
the grass as we sneak up on them. 

We can also hear a tennis court. It is 
close — we pick up a lost ball along the 
shore. We could be sporting and toss it 
towards the courts, but we can just see los¬ 
ing our balance during the throw and tip¬ 
ping us over. We could always take up 
tennis after canoeing. 

The sun is getting hotter now and we 
try staying near the shore for shade with 
limited success. 

We pass Alewife Brook at 10:30, play 
tag with a white dog trying to wade in to 
get us, and put up a few ducks before we 
reach Medford Square and go through the 
abandoned locks at 11. At Medford Square 
the river’s earthen banks are replaced by 
concrete and stone to form a manmade 
channel which continues towards Route 
93. 

We approach the Route 93 bridge and 
notice some kids under the bridge on the 
opposite bank behind some columns. Their 
movements are odd. We haven’t yet 
picked up any groundfire from the banks 
or any surprises from overhead bridges 
but we feel vulnerable and cautiously put 
a bridge pier between us and them. As we 
clear the bridge, we can see them more 
clearly. They’re two boys using a hand 
pump to inflate a raft to begin their own 
adventure. 

We paddle by the marina just down¬ 
stream of 93 where a few people are work¬ 
ing on their boats. They’re all power boats. 
A bit further downstream and up the bank 
to our right are some people standing by 
their car which has broken down on the 
Route 93 off ramp to Route 16. We proud¬ 
ly resist the temptation to holler "Get a 
canoe”! 


We now encounter the first bit of river 
traffic on our trip. A boat is heading 
downstream and coming up on us. He 
passes and we turn into the wake to see 
how the canoe handles it. It handles it well. 
As we approach the Mystic Valley park¬ 
way, a few other boats pass us going both 
up and downstream. The Boston skyline 
comes into view. 

We pass by Torbett Mcdonald Park on 
the Medford shore and cross over to the 
Somerville side. We pass three men fish¬ 
ing from the bank. After we are by them, 
we see one of them get a strike so we turn 
around to see what he caught. He had 
caught what looks like a brown carp about 
1*2 ft. long. They talk with us briefly in 
foreign accents, and then we continue 
downstream. 

We pass by a few more marinas. There 
is only one sailboat among them. We go 
under the Orange Line bridge at noon and 
as the river turns, we see the tall control 
tower for the Amelia Earhart Dam. We 
paddle confidently towards the closed lock 
gates with its red and green marine traf¬ 
fic light. There are no boats ahead of us. 
We wonder how long we’d have to wait if 
no other boats came by. They wouldn’t 
operate this thing just for us, would they? 

An operator waves us on and the giant 
gates start to part as we approach. We 
paddle in. trying to look good. We’re in¬ 
structed to go way up front in this concrete 
trench that must be 20 feet wide, 120 feet 
long and 12 feet deep. There are signs tell¬ 
ing boaters to hold onto the floats or lines 
that run along each side of the lock. 

Other boats follow us in, including a 
mid-sized cabin cruiser that inches up 
towards and seems to loom over us. When 
you're sitting only a foot above the water, 
you never forget that you’re the smallest 
thing around. 

We can’t see the upstream gate close 
but we soon notice the water level drop¬ 
ping. Within 5 to 10 mintues of entering the 
lock from the fresh water Mystic River, 
we are dropped l'j feet and are not pad¬ 
dling out into the tidal portion of the river. 
The smell of the river changes. We go 
under an open railroad bridge immedia¬ 
tely downstream of the dam and pull over 
to let the traffic pass. Off to the left of the 


river, beached barges rot and grow weeds 
on their decks. 

It must be close to 80 degrees now and 
the sky is clear. We drift along and have 
our snack as we pass the MBTA bus shops 
at Sullivan Square. The jetting sound of 
escaping high pressure steam from the 
Mystic Station power plant is in the 
background. We start to paddle again go¬ 
ing under the Broadway bridge that seems 
to connect Charlestown to Everett but 
which actually connects Charlestown to a 
smaller piece of itself on the Everett 
shore. We watch out for fishing lines be¬ 
ing cast from the bridge. 

We can see two ships tied up at the 
Charlestown docks and one at Everett. We 
decide to hug the Charlestown shore. We 
slide by old piers, some having small bits 
of shoreline between them. Power boats 
are going up and down the river. We w’atch 
the waves from the wakes, take them head 
on, and hear them break on shore 
somewhere underneath the piers. One set 
of waves looks too big, though. They are 
well over a foot. We head into them, 
crouch down and surprisingly ride over 
them without taking on any water. 

As we pass by the stern of one docked 
freighter, St. Francis Church on Bunker 
Hill comes into view’, with a burial ground 
in back of it. The church steeple and the 
green of the grass contrast with the 
waterfront. 

Teta notices a ship coming up the river 
but fortunately it turns into the Chelsea 
Creek. 

We’ve been watching the Mystic River 
(Tobin) Bridge get gradually closer. We 
now pass under it at 1 p.m., sticking close 
to the Charlestown shore. The sound of 
traffic is distantly above us. On the bank 
just downstream of the bridge is a gypsum 
company with a huge stockpile of white 
material that tow’ers above the river bank. 

We’re now’ off the old Charlestown 
navy yard. We drift during lunch and then 
start to paddle again along more old 
wooden piers. A man and a few kids go by 
on an outboard and wave. We wave back. 

We’ve planned a rest stop at the 
Shipyard quarters Marina within the old 
navy yard. We pull in smartly past the 
yachts and tell the dock attendant we’d

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like to tie up while we’re at the Quarter 
Deck Restaurant. He directs us to a 
suprisingly choice spot. 

We tie up and head for the restaurant 
upstairs which offers an excellent view of 
the inner harbor. The air conditioning 
feels great. After a 45-minute break, we 
head back to the canoe and cast off The 
dock attendant offers to help us with our 
lines but we think that would In? a bit 
much. 

We continue paddling by the navy 
yard, heading towards the Charles, and 
past an old red sign reading "Danger 
Radiation Hazzard — No Swimming." We 
pass the old destroyer "Cassin Young," 
the "Constitution,” and a few tour boats. 
As we approach the Charlestown Bridge, 
an MIX’ police boat pulls along side and 
the officer, with a smile, cautions us to 
watch our wake 

An outboard full of people comes up 
and asks us how to get to the Charles River 
Dam. "Follow us" 1 quip and he does for 
a while until he either loses patience or 
feels silly. He could’ve stayed with us, 
though - we locked through together. 

Unlike our earlier passage through the 
Amelia Earhart Dam, we can tell the 
change in elevation at the new Charles 
River Dam will be significant. As we move 
to the front of the lock, we can see some 
water several feet up gushing through the 
joint where the two halves of the upstream 
gate meet. We are gently lifted five feet 
into the Charles River. The gates open and 
again we’re the first boat out. 

Rather than following the traffic as 
they stay in the channel and head to the 
right for the B&M drawbridge, we decide 
to take advantage of our shallow draft and 
narrow beam and strike out stiaight 
ahead to go through the colonnade of piles 
supporting the North Station railyard 


above. It ’s like canoeing through a faintly 
lit tunnel that is 150 feet long. All we en¬ 
counter, fortunately, are occasional spider 
webs. 

We now paddle up the abandoned locks 
of the old Charles River Dam at Science 
Park, enter the Charles River Basin, and 
see our destination the yacht club and . 
the hotel. We tie up in Cambridge at 3:30 * 
(6 hours and 15 minutes after we shoved 
off from Winchester' 

We try to find the man I made arrange 
ments with but he’s not around. We visit 
and chat with some folks who are very 
cordial except for one woman who seems 
offended that we were quoted reciprocal 
courtesies at her club. We’ve been on the 
river all day but I don't think we look that 
bad Maybe 1 should’ve put on my blue 
blaser. Within a half hour, the man in 
charge returns and we introduce 
ourselves. He’s not the same person we 
made the arrangements with and what's 
worse, he’s not expecting us But he nicely 
helps us out anyway 

We secure the canoe for the night and 
walk into the lobby of the Sonesta with all 
our gear. We suspect it ’s been some time 
since the bellman carried paddles and life¬ 
jackets up to a room and he seems amus¬ 
ed. The view from our room, looking out 
over the Charles towards Back Bay, is in¬ 
credible. The only drawback is we can’t 
see our canoe. 

Surprisingly, it takes quite a while to 
regain our land legs For dinner, we walk 
to the North End. On Sunday morning, we 
shop at Quincy Market and then catch the 
train back to Winchester to get our car. 
We return to Cambridge, check out, put 
the canoe on the car, thank the yacht club, 
and head home. Dozens of times we’ve 
driven a similar route home along the 
Mystics. But the river never made us 
smile before.

Ninety-three new pledges added more 
than $14,000 to Winchester Hospital's “Gift 
of Health” campaign last week as the 
campaign’s second annual phonothon got 
under way.
